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SIR RALPH ABERCROMBIE. 

This bran offim ms tlw ton of George AbenromlHe, oTTUlibodie, in Clac 
shire, asd wu born in tin year 1733 ; and after rec^ving a Ubo*] edncatiMi, west, bj 
choica, iatothe umy. His first commisaon was that of cornet, in the third n^mtut 
of (bagooD gnanls. la February 1760, he obtiUDada UeuteDaDc; in t]w aame raguaiat; 
in A^ fallawing^, a oompanj in the third re^ment of bone ; and in this be rose to 
the rank ofm^r aod lieatenaat-gecieraL Id Norember 1780| he was indnded in the 
Ikt of bmet-colonek, and in 1781 was made coloud of the IBSrd. or Eing's llilh 
in&ntrf. In September 1787i he was promoted to tbe nrk, of m^or-geOBnl. Soon 
alter tbe late wbt broke out in 1793, he commanded the BJnucfll goard of tbe anny as 
lient^unt-g^ieral, on the beigtita of IDateau, and was wounded at Nigiegnen. In tiM 
DnJartnnate retreat from Holland, in the year IJii, the gnaida, as well ai the ni, 
were Irft under tds care. In 179S, hevras vade knigfatoftbebath, aod^ipaintedeoat- 
■■*a"^' in chief in the West Indies, where he made himself master <£ the islands of 
Granada, St. Lncia, and St. Vmcaut's; and in Febniaiy- 1797, the Spanish islaai of 
Trinidad cajHtDlatcd to him. On lus return to England, he was appf^nted lieattssnt 
gnanar of the Isle irf' Wight, and in 17S8, removed to the hii^ur office of goremorof 
FoftAngustoaand Port St. George; but, prenooa to thia, be had been made covmander 
in diief in Ireland : bong there sncceeded by the Marquis Comwallis, be waa lanorad 
to tlw chief coomiaad in ScMland, where his conduct gave nniTenal aatisbctioo. 
, In the abir of the Hdder, Sa Ralpfa Abercrombie beld a priDcipal command nndcr 
the Dake of Yiak : howeTcr, a more taTOuraUe enterprise than this soon afluided onr 
bvo all opportonitj <£ Immortalizing his name. This was the memorable eapeditioa ia 
1801, todispoasesB the FreDcb of Egypt. The landing at Abonkir OD the 8th of March, 
the Gist dispositions, the attack, and the succeedii^ TJctoiiea, all demoustiBted, that 
the beat qualities of the greatest oonuuaodera were united in Sii Riifh AbenTambi& 
Bat it was bis destiny to &ll in tbe moment of triumph : this was when the French 
made a second adianca on the 31st of March, whidi was contested with nnnaual obiti- 
iMey, and they were again obliged to retreat. He receiYed a mortal wound in bis Ib^ : 
this he concealed till the enemy were totally rooted, and be iell finm his hone ; bnag 
conveyed fnm the field of battle to the admiral's ship, he died do the 28th, and was 
interred nndCT tbe castle of SL Elmo, in the island of Malta. 

This Yictory, boweter, raised the British character hi|^B' than erer b the eyea of 
OUT Mahometan alliea. lu private life, ^ Ralph was reoiai^able fi>r the peitbrmance of 
amy relative duty. As a tealimony of naticoal r^ard, the Hooae Of Camnxios nnaai- 
mously voted a monument to his meiaory in St. Paul's cathedral, and a penfoODf^SOOOL 
was settled on his &nii]y. His widow was created Baroness Abercrcnnbie of Abonkir 
and rnUibodie, with remainder to bar hein male by her late hosband. 

Sir Ralph ifA four Aoos i George, a barrister, hsr ^jpereat to the barony ; John, 
a major-geneial in tbe army ; Alexander, also a major in the army ; and James, mran 
ber irf parliament fiir Midbnrst. In bet, he was one of a bmily distinguished tor bn- 
Tery and talents. His brother, a lieateuantxclraiel, was killed at Bunko-'s hill in 177^ 
Another, Alexander, one irf'tba Scotch Jndges, died in 179S, a man of hi^ r^ntatioa 
in the law, and not less distinguished tor his fitetary taste. He was the anthor of seve- 
ral p^>ers in the Minor and LonDga- ; wd Sir Balph sat in three p " 
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ADDISON. 

If Englitih Terae a bdebted to Pope Ibr iti tint ferfet&m, EoglUi prow m vain no 
kn ubligatkm to ADDisOiT. Hs iras bon, Hbj 1673, at Hilittm, id WihAin, wlun 
his fkther, the ReTennd Lancelot Addiaoo, a leiy Icvned man, afliuiviidi DeAn of 
LidiGeid,wasatth)ittiiBiiTectiir. He wned >o little likely to tire, that be wu laptMid, 
anderen bidastfijr dead, the day rfhit birth. 

The fint rndimails <if his edocalian «M« ncaved M his sstiTa plaes, >t StHsboiy, 
and Rt Lichfi^ ; Inni which last school, he ma seat to the Charter-hooiB, when hk 
intimacy cnmnenced with Sir Richnrd Steele* He eariy acqnired a niaaterlj knowledge 
oTdBBsical hteratore ; anddiatingnuhedhiiBBeirHtOifnnl, where he was admitted in 16^, 
by his fine compoHitions in Latin verse* But he was twenty^-two yean of a^ befere ha 
published any En^^iah perfbnnance i sereral poetical pieces then ^uned hira mnch lopota* 

Hating obtained the patrmage of Sir Iciba Soawrs, and a pension of SWW. a year, that 
he might be enabled to tiBTel, he made the tour of Italy; and, inspired by tbo clasno 
genius rX the land, wrote hia celebrated Epistle to Lord HaUi&^ 

In 1703, he returned b«ne, poor and dejectad. His fiitnre prospects were lut now 
fevanrable { for his friendB were ont of power, and his pension had ceased on the death 
of Kii^ William. Soljdied to celebrate in Terse the sfJendid nctortes of Haribnnngh, 
he prodoced his Campaign ; and was immediately appiUDted a commisHner of qtpnla. 

Id I7M1 he became secntaiy to the Marquis 1^ Wharton, then lord GevteDant of 
Ireland; and, during his residence in that kii^dom, assisted his friend Steele, the author 
of the Totler, with sereral jneces distinguished for their superior raeiit* The town was 
enchanted by theM condse and elt^ant essays; which were alike admitted to the taUes of 
cofee-housea, and the tffllettes of the &ir. Tiie ^lectattH', which soon tfbUoved, was 
received with an ardour honourable to the national taste. This work was succeeded by 
the Goardian, and other periodical essays ; in which the politics as well as the genias of 
Adslison prompted him to engage. They were all equally characterized I7 a Felicity of 
tompositioo, which onitod to exquisite hnmonr the graces of Gna writing. 

In 1713, appeared his bmous tragedy of Cato, which was knggaied on as a dnuaatic 
miracl& It is not ooe of its inferiof applnnsea, that it has been translated into niioDB 
languages, b j the most eminent writers. 

bi I7I6, he maiiied the Conntasi Dowager of Warwick; bnt the miioa was raore 
splendid than hap;^. It baa been nmailud, that Addison left behind him no aiooorage- 
nwilt for omlations lore. 

rnl717,hewas*^nuitedi«eortheBecretaiiesc^statetoGera^ I. Buttbe dnties 
(^ this sitnation being uuetH^^enial td his accustomed habits, he solicited his dismission. 
On the 17th of June 1719, feeling his dissolutioa nor, and desirous that a scene so awe- 
fulmi^t hsTeits due efiect, he nqoested to see his smi in law. Lord Warwick; andbrci- 
bly grasping the youth's hand, scAly said — " See how a Christian can die l" This was 
with difficulty uttered: and, shortly after, he eipred; leaiing his only child, Charlotte, 
bom the [Heceding year. He died at Holland House, near Kenungton ; and, after laying 
instate, in the Jerusslem Chsmber, was buried in Westminster Abt>ey. 

Addison, as a poet, does not now attract notice. As a writer of fewiLlmr essays, which 
- combine a knowledge of mankind with a hnmonr truly original ; a critical power, which 
if not profound is pleasing; and a ftcilily i^ unaginatioii, irijch is the most eridsnt muk 
of gauus; our anthor will be resided as inimitaMe. 
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MICHAEL ANGELO. 

This most Qhetrioas and sablima painter, bcu1{i<ot, and architect of tlu Italiaa achool, 
and anueqnentl; of tha modern world, mr-immod Bvonaroti, drew hit fint bnath, ia 
the;«arl474,inthetaTTilviyafArezzainTiucany. Hewa9boraapaintar,uidhi>nnn<t 
bung the wifa of a gtatnai?, ithsi been remarked, "that he sucked in gtatnaiy with hit 
milL" His reapectahle parents, Battend and delighted with the sciatillatkiaB oT his earlj 
gtaiis, placed him with a master, whom the; thought c^iahta of regulating his adrancta 
towarda the temple of bme. As it bai bean freqUBOtl; the case with native eicdiaice, 
the pDpU som excelled his guide, and, at the age of siiteHi, prodoced wnks which eqnalled 
some of the best models of antiquity. 

AiCKHig a number of respectable names wbe employed and patnnized him, we Cnd those 
of pi^ttB JnhBB II. Leo X. Clement VII. Paul III. Julias 111. Paul IV. Pnneis 1. 
tha emperor Charles V. and the connt de Medids. He was also employed by the re- 
pabhc fJ Vemce, and evan by Bdyman the magnificent, emperor cf the Turks. 

Michael Angela has the repatatiisi of b^ng ths greatest designer that ever existed ; 
and certainly no painter has equalled him in anatomical skilL At an architect also, ha 
hssnotonly Bnrpfisaed all the modems, but, in the opinion of many, even the beat antienls; 
for the pnoTi^ which they refer to St. Peter's, at Rome; St. John's, at Florence; tlw 
Cajulol; the Parnese Palace ; and hia own boose at Florence. It is impoted to the 
Jealousy of lirals, that Michael Angelo was radered by Pope Julius to quit the chissel 
for the pmcil, and employ himself in painting the d«ne cl the chapel of Sextos IV. 
His success crowned him with new laurels, though the impatient pontiff would not pe^ 
mit him to put the Inst hand to the perfonnance* 

Having acquired great wealth, and nearly completed his ninetieth year, he died at 
Rome in 1564; botthecoontde Medicishadhlsremaiiu privately conveyed to Flmmce, 
where his funeral obseqniea were celebrated with unequalled pranp and magnificence A 
grand pageant was formed liy the united genius of that dty, sdomed with statuary and 
emblematical paintings, the whole of which bore swne relation to the moat intereeting 
periods of the life of the deceased. For instance, he was represented as ambassador (o 
Julius IL treated by the Medids with the greatest respect; couvssing with pi^ns, and 
seated by their aide, while cardinals and courtiers stood listeoing around. He was also 
depicted as bmng rec^ved at Venice with public honours ; and, lastly, he appeared in his 
school, surrounded by a cnnrd cf pupils, who were in the act of presenting to him their 
respectiTe works in the diflereut branches of the ails. This act of posthumous celebrity 
was witnessed by persons from all parts of Italy ; but to these temporary trephieH a more 
durable monnment succeeded, erected by the grand duke, in the church of St. Lorenzo, 
wbereitisstillto be seen, adorned with the threefiguresof painting, sculpture, and STChi- 
tectme. The house or palace, in which Michael Angela resided at Florence, remains an 
olgect of curiosity. HerearesomepaintJugsrepresentingtheprindpalactiDnsof hisli&; 
and some peces, said to be by his own hand. His knowa works, however, form the true 
monuments of hia gkny. His pencil was fierce, terrible, and sablimei His most cele- 
brated painting is the Last Judgment; his beat sculptures are a Cupid and a Bacchas- 
The former he punted for Paul III. ; it is a wrak of astmishing variety, thoogh upon 
the whole unideasing, as he has made it a vehick t^ personal satire. He also cuUintted 
poetry with some snccess. He was never married ; and he used to say that his art was 
his wife, and his works his childrmi, who wonld parpetuote his memory.

Tata iUnstriona Hsmtut, tha jDongest wn of WilliuB Adwhi, eaq. ma bom at 
Shnckborougti, in SCBfibrdshire, in 17W. Hating leij earij discovered a partiality Tor 
tbs MB Krrice, he receiTed the educatinD uecesaij lor that pntaiaoa ; and, afto' paaa- 
iag throtigh tbe anbordinatfl vtatiem of midalu|»iBn and heataiaut with credit and rapn- 
t^OD, be was pronoted to the rank of oonunuder (rf'the Weaile Bknfi in I7SS; and en 
tha lat of PebniBiy 173B-4, he waa adraoced to the rank of oftaia, and appointed to 
tba ScariwroHgfa frigate. U 1731 he waa ca[i(ain of tlu Diamond of Mgnaa, and b 
1737 ^lointod to tba CenUuion of 60, and leat u mmiaanding officer with a digUi^aiali- 
Ing pendant to the coaat otAhicm. 

On the ere of a ntptnre with Spaia, be Waa appointBd to oommaad a aqoadnin with a 
bo^ of land forcea onder cohnel Bland, (qua an eipeditica againat the ManiOaa, wfaidi 
WW howerer Moddenl J and nnaoconntalil J abnndonad. In thefitUowiagyeBr, withaTer; 
■nail gqnadrrai, he took the town vt Paita, in ^wush AnMrica, wbere tba trearare waa 
cooaideiBble. AAer this, oMwithatanding the amaiiva wcakneaa 1/ lua crewa, he pro- 
ceeded in qoeflt of tbe Manilla Hhip, and Icamt hj aome pnaonara that thia rich prixe, than 
taking in ber lading at Acafnloo, would certainly depart on the 3rd of March ; tha alaiB 
</ the Spauiaids, howeier, had cuiaed tbem to dehy the uiling of this Tcaadlill peit 
year. On the IQth of April, 1743, tbe onunodore sailed &om Mac^ and do tlw 20tb 
of Janewaa aolbrtDufteasla&ll inwith the galleaoeipected, whoi an action conunot- 
ced between that and tbe Ceotniioo within pistol sbol, and nnitinDed an hoar and a haU^ 
wbea, the gaUeoo stiiking her cstoors, 1,313,S1S jaecea t£ «glit wort foond Ml board, 
and 8ft,883aioiceai'Tirginsilier and plate, (hi the ISth of May fbllowii^, the Cantb 
riiHi airiTsd in safety at Spithead.

While aB labnt, be wu noticed b; Qana Elii^iellk, fiir tlM nadi- 
neaa of hia wit ; and ihe irwjDenll; adled hira her joong tutd-lwafwr. At twdre jMn 
of age, be went to Trinity otJIege, Cambndge; and moh wmIui iacndibla pcognMia 
acMooe, that he had, at nxteen, not ool; htloie ■ completa maittr of the wbi^ dcda 
<i &banl arts, ai then taught, but bcgu to perceira tbiwa imparfactkna b the ragolBg 
lihilaaoph J, which he oflerwarda aa eflectnall; eipoaad. 

On quitting the omTeirily, hi* fttbar (ant Iub loFnum; iriwn, bifim hewainiM- 
taen, he wrote a gviural view of the atateof Enropa: bat, air Nicbolaa djii^,.bera> 
tamed to EngUnd, and ttodied the comnioa-Uw in Graf'i Inn. Here be w«a |ialiiailwJ 
by thecal! of Eseei; whoee death it was mfterwarda hia ofidaldvtj to pilKitfrt whkb 
haa drawn on him tike reproach of ii^ratitnde. In I60t, he paMiabedtha SntqiaeiBaa 
of hia great woik, the AdTBOceBient of Leoniing ; and, aboattbii period, named AHca* 
dan^ter of Benedict Barham, caq, alderman of Londoo, with an BMpb fbrtnne, bat 
neTerbadany bSapring. At the aeccnioa of Janaa I. he wrote b &Taar of t)w nujoa 
i£ E^bnd Bui Scotland i and, b 1616, waa awom of the priry conndL The ■*>! 
year, he wai apprinted keeper of the grcal aeal ; and, the yaar Iblknring, iliaiaiillnr 
of Ei^tand, with the title of lord Vanlam. In the udat of thoa honoora, and Mt- 
withatandii^ hia mnltl^icily of boaintaa, be neither fbcgot nor Hglected hia ptulow 
phieal stvdiea ; but pnblidwd, in 1830, bia Nonm Orgaium Semtunua. 

Sach had been hia extreme anxiety ftr the perfection of thia gnat work, [iiaiiitin^ an 
in&mUa method of eurd^ the facDtty of renaon, that be ia nid to bare actaally 
miiaul aia! altiinul tuinliii copea, before ha broog^t it to tbaitate m which it at length 
^pnrad. Hanng aeet it to the king, he racu*ed a lettv from hii niyaa^ whiii to- , 
flada ■nchhoooar on both thai memotia. 

Bai^ aecnaed of bribeiy and eorroption, the king pterailad on him to make no ds- 
iaax; and he waa. Hay B, 1621, fined 4O,O0OL and aentancsd to be impriwned dori^ 
tua m^estr'a {deaenre. The gilta were chiefly to his aemnts ; and, dming his trial, 
on their rising from their eeats, a* be paiaed them " A. daws, my maataia,'' aaid lua 
laedsbip, ^ yoar rise has been my blL^ 

He retiiad, after a shMt confinement m the Tower, to the shade </ a contanpbliTe 
file, wluch he had atwnys lored. Tbe kii^ also lemhted hia fine ; aad, m the first year 
of Charies L be was again smamoned to parliament. 

Bia last fre yean were wholly dented to [dulaeophical atodiea. On an excnrrioi ta 
try aofnoeTpeTiDientab natural philoH^y, he waa obliged to stop at the earl of Anan- 
del'a, Higfagate t and there, in a ftw days, Ap ril 9, 16 26^ thia gran t man ex^sred. He 
waa bmied in the chqiel of St. MiduaTa ^incb, STAIbau'a t whan a monument waa 
Bected to his memory, by bis iadAtl gaMe ee er st ar T, ar TTwrnaa Heaulys. 

Addison aiqrs, that Beam bad the sonnd, diatinct, conpreheosiTa knowledge of Ari- 
stotle, with all the beantilul light gracea of Cicero : and lord Oifiad, who calls bin tbe 
pn^ibet of arts which Newton was aAeiwaids to rereal, pranonncsa that his geuas and 
Ids works moat be nniTeraally admired as long ss saakoe siists.

This noownad Engliafa hwjer mi boni id Cbeapaide, Julj 10, 172L Hii btlicr, 
■n enunoil silkmHU, ijiag pniiaaily to th> birth of this fonitli am, Mr. ThoBtta Bi^, 
mrienBl iracla, ■ napectaUe mrgean, witb ui afectknuta ual tor the welbn of dl 
Ma sister's children, iminedialjlj ttxl on himself the entin can of their edacatiin mud 
fbftlilie> Abwt the age of tirelTe, his mother also difld; ia the mean time, her 
joongest Bon having been esrij sent to the Charter-honse, so rapid waa his impfOre* 
ment, that he btcame bend schc4ar be&re be was fiftaen ; and trotn theaoe, NoTember 
30, 1738, was entered a commoner, at Pembn^ college, Oxford. At this early period 
of life, he obtained Mr. Beosrai's gold {^izeMoedal of Hiltffli, for Teraet m that poet; 
and, before be was twentj, tboogh entered a stodent U the Middle Temple, he com- 
[sled, lor his own use onl;, an ingediolU treatise on the Elemente of Aidutectnre. In 
Noranber 1743, he was elected into the Bocidj of All Sools college; and, in 1744, ad- 
mitted actual fellow ; trnn which period, be divided his time between the aniTMsitj and 
the metropoUs. On the 28th of NoTember 1746, he was called to the bar ; and few knera 
of poelij are imactiaBinted with his celebrated Lawyer's Farewel to the Mssh. Three 
jeanBfterwaids,hewaselect«lrec«deri:^theborDug{i(^WBlliagfbrd,inBerkBhire; snd, 
in 4prU17S0,becamedoctoroflBWS. Though so able a lawyer, not posseaaing the popolar 
poweraofoTatoTy,hiflprofitA at the bar were insufficient to defray Ibe contingent erpena^ 

In 17&4, he began to read his lectures «i the laws of England ; and pnbliahed, soon 
after, his aoalysia of these laws, as a guide to his anditors. In July 17JM^ be was aiH 
pointed one of the del^fatea of the Clarendon press, and effected great improrements 
in that estshlishraent. On the 20th of October 17SS, he was unanimoasly elected first 
Vineriaa professor of the commMi law| aod, on the SSth, rad hia introductory lec- 
ture, since prefixed to his CofuinentaiM. In March 170li be was returned to the new 
parliament far HindoD, in Wiltshire ; en the Ath of May, maiiied Sarah, eldest survi- 
Tingdau^terof Jsmea Clitherow, Eai^ of Boston House, Middlesex; and, on the 28th 
of July, hia fellowship at All Souls being vacated by his marriage, he was ai^nintad 
priiujpal of New Inn HalL In 17^2, he repul^shed several of his pieces, under the title 
of Law Tracts, in 2 vols- Svo. and, the year fbllovring, became solicitcH-geaeral to the 
queen, and a bencher of the Middle Temple, 

In November 1764, appeared tboBrst volume of his Lsetnrea, under the title of Com- 
neutaries on the Laws of En^and ; and, in the succeeding yeora, the other thre^ t<^ 
Inmes. This celebrated work astonished theworid,by giving to law IHerature a poGsh cf 
iriiich it was not thought susceptible. In no fbrmer instance, had sound legal knowledge, 
and elegant literature, been so baji^lj united. In 1770, the alnMes of this great and 
good man were rewarded by his being made OH of the Judges of the court of Commoa 
Plena ; and the remunder c^ his life was continually employed either in bis prcJessional 
dnties, or in some plan of public utility. He died, February 14, 1780; leaving Uat snrti- 
vingsons,and threedaughtera, cntftf nine children, theeldest under seventeeiL He was 
buried, by his own direction, in his parish church of St. Peter*SiWallinglon]; his neighbour 
nnd friend.

In 1704, haiing attaebed hinudTto Harivf'* V^i ha wh 
qipdntad aecntBij at war, and of the marinoK Upon Hariey'* i^aonl ^aa tin aaab, 
in 1707, B<diiigbnike, following his fiiaid'a fbTtune, reBgaed lus em^ajnaata. In tba 
paii^mentof 1708hehadiioaeat; botin 1710,Harley heii^miointaddiMiaBv and 
imder aacntai7, St. John wu^ipranted to the important oSoa of aecTataTjafBtate. Ha 
aaatainedalmeattbeirtiole Wright of the difficohiea in the pnoearUtretftt; aMiia )7IS 
«aa oaaled liaron St. Jdtm of Lydiard Tregoca, in Wihaluiv, and TJKoant Bo&igbcakB, 
and in the aana year appointed lord lioiteoantoF the voanl^ of Eaaax. Heatkogtbfaf^ 
«d die dedgn of anpplantii^ lug old Etiend Hail^, tbeo tail of Odbrd, in the bmii^^

After Bfdinghn^'H exile to Fiance he anceptod the oSce ct aecretai^ mida' the Pre. 
tandv; hnt tba year I71B bad acarcely eipdnd, when theacal* andpa^iera of biaaaw 
office w«re taken frrm him. To make hia peace at bone, thnngh the -»■<!-'"»■ of kid 
Stair, who declared hinualf perfectly convinoed of his sioceritj, he proomd a conditioaal 
promiHi/ pardm. In 1717 he married his secoad wife, widow of the msrqnia de Villette, 
and with her passed his time ui France lUl 1733, whra hi* m^esty granted him a Inll 
paidrai and he retDmed to England. Rnffled bj disappointmaota in puUic life, he agwn 
ntind to Prance in 173$, hnt returned upon the death of hia father in 1742, aiodaettM 
It fiatteno, the andent scat of bis &mily, where he died in Noinmber 1761, on tba 
TCi^affbanmre: bia reaiains were interred in the parish chnrdi at that place. 

Lord Btriiigbioke is ebiefly to be admired fin- his prafbtmd knowle^ of bistoiy, Ut 
grand idea*, mdhia bold and manly ekiqueoce. The latter brdCbcsterfeld called, "not

(iie ; bat he had ptetioody b^an his war&re aijaiust the raooks b; a satirical poem, 
entitled Sammm. After he had thus eotmsitted himadf with the dergy; the king 
■uantir deaerted him, and gnfiend him to he in^riaoned for hen^. Prom priaoo ha 
first escaped to England, next to Prance, and thoogfa iaiited to Portngal, ha was tbera 
accnsed </ writing .Fnuicuaaiw, and impriaDDedbytbalnqaimtioii, when, after remain- 
ing a jear and a lulT, he was transfeired to the nuUn doranoe ci a mmastoy. Hen 
he b^niled the tedium of confnemeot, bj trglm""g the tnualatiDa of Darid's I^alma 

Obtaining his Hbert; in IMl,' he was itill lo mndi broomd bj the king cf Pottogal, 
that he was allowed a anuU penraoo, and iniitedto remain in that coontij. Embarking, 
faowever, far England, its nnsettled state nndsr Edward VI. induced bim to Icsne it fbr 
Prance, whence the marahal de Brisac engaged him to be tDter to his son in PiednMl f 
in which ranployment he renuined fire jtars, parti; in ttaij and partly in Pianca. He 
returned to Scotland in 1 560, where he opeolj enbnced the notsatant rdgioa, and was 
■oou after made principal of St. Leooaid'e college, ui the uninrnt; cf St Andrews. 

Hia farmer pupil the eari ot Morraj now coming into power, fioohanan doeety ponnect^ 
ed himself with him, and the party that opposed qaeen Maiy. He was afterwards oo- 
minatad preceptor to the young king James VL a station he occupied eereral yeara. In 
1S71 he pobii^iedhii IMectio Marin Regime, a moat Timlent attack apm the chaiader 
uid conduct of queen Mary, charging her with the murder of her husband, ami a crimi- 
nal pasdon for Daiid Bizzio. Queen Elizabetb allowed him a pension of lOOL a Jtar. 

The last twelve or thirteen years of his life he spent in compoeing his Histoiy of Scot- 
land, iriiich Gnt appeared at Edinburgh in 1582. He aurriTed this pnUicatiou bat a 
ahort time, dyh^ ^ the age of seventy^^ux. Pinding he had not money enoi^^ to pay 
fbr hia funeral, he ordered his servant to bestow wlist there was qion the poor. 
The dt; of Edinboi^, howerH-, honoured itself by buying him at the pnUic expense. 
A lahuUile edition of the whole of his works, collectively, was published at Edfaibui^ in 
3 T<^ Mio, in 1714, and reprinted at Leyden, in 1739, in two vols. 4tii. 

In his history of Scotland, written b Latin, he is said to have h^pily anited the bre- 
vity of Sallost with the per^ucuity and elq^ance of Livy- 

It is farther said of Buchanan, " that he codd unitate all the Boman poets with such

Id hia deecripdona he waa a poet ; bat, Uka the gi'eal poets, be kneir how to nodar tbs 
iWipeatien of objects intonating, bj artfblly dud^u^ nwnl ideaa. Few men wore ao 1»- 
bocioDi aa Buibn, or nsed aiich ctaitiBited ngnkritj. He anHiavd but little fia crili-

anca, and all that bekngad to grandaor, 
or diftraDcaa for tank uidfdace, whiA 
n oTcoltiTatad society. 

Id 1712, he maiiwd Madsnoiaelle St. Belin, whoae birih, fnioaal attnctiDaa, and 
solid Tirtiua, conpenaated in his ejea for want of fbctnne. Bntbn, though adnnead in 
years, KtiQpoeaessed amnestic air and a haodsDne^nre; and, b^ng-ahraya nnifbnn in 
his manner of Gving, age seemed to be prolra^ed Iot bim beymd its ordinaiy bonnda. 
By his wife he had bnt one aon, M. le Comte BnfloD, nnjor in the regiment </ Angoa< 
mots, who fell a rictim to the atrodons nllaiiy of Bobai^aiTe dnring hia aa^maary uaw 
patiaii. The stone, for which BaSmnAiaed to DDdergo any opecatico, at lai^^tanBinalad 
hia naelal aDjdaymait aul eiiitance, thongh he prcaerred the fiwdom of hia nund and tba 
rigoarofhisnssrai tilt within a few days of hia death.

Ha pnHished las Transbtion el « Haka'a VegetaUe Statics" m 1780, and that af

paiticular," commeBced in 1749, and was iiuiahed ii 1707; it cmidstedof Ulaan Tohmaa 
qoaito, or thirty-oDe tohmua intvelna.

Id 1753, he am, to London; and, eatfriing himKlT of the MhUIb Tmip^ itiicBed 
with such oaaidiutj ae greatly ta injure hia hcallik i when hii cocmtryman. Dr. Nugaot, 
finding hun dsngcrwisly ill, remoied him to hiti own house ; where the kind and uuimit 
attention of the worthy ph jaiciBD's danghler. Miss Jane Muy, made to powerful an 00* 
prooon on the patient's heart, that Ihej were manied (Oon afln hit lecoreij. 

In I7S6, he published his Gnt r^^ilAr work, a Vindicalian of Natun) Sodst;; in 
which, b; an inmii^ preferBDce (tf natural to artificial or politic*! society, witli > Ali- 
dtous imitatioa of Biduigbnike's own s^ and mannCr, be eipOMS the labe {ddkao^y 
ofthalauthw. In 1797, his Essay on the SubUma and BeaodfUampMelyBtaidiahad 
hia hterary laine; and, in 17SS,he pn^nsed to Mr. Dodaley tlw [dan of the Annual B*- 
gister. He went, in 17S1, to DnUin, where he obtained a pentioD of SOUL | and now 
ngularly entered «■ the great theatre of pcftical lifa. The marqnia of Rockingham, in 
I76S, being fint lord of the tnasuiy, made hira his priiate aecretaiy i munificently ei»- 
blsd bim to pnlchase tba Buckinghamshire estate ; and procured him to be Tetnruid 
Dumber <br Wendofer. His eloquence eidled uuiTeraal adniiialion, and aDai ocosioiwd 
hini to be regarded as chief orator li the Rockingham party, in the house of conrooM. 
Prcsn the commencement of the American war he ma a crautant advocate Ibr the cokmiita ; 
and, in 1771, fre^J elected member (or Bristol: by ftmuring, however, againattbe In- 
mediate int««sts of his constituaats, the cinmHice of Ireland — and, coutrary to popnkr 
f^iinion, the cause of the Roman catholics— he found it ne cwsar y, In 17^, to secure hia 
seat for Maltoo. In the short period of the Rockingham adminifltration, he was pBy- 
master-generel; and, on the bmooa coalition with lord North, shared the ncoaa and 
the censures of his colleagues. Of Pitt's adnunistration, ha was a lehement i^ipaair ; 
aan particniarly on the regency IhU, when his violaDca of tinper kd him to outngc all 
laqnietj. On tlds occasion, as wall as in seTenl stags* of that wcmlofhl dis[day of 
gigantic ability evinced in the impeachment and piotractHl trial of governor Haitiiiga, be 
certainly degraded himself, beyond the power of, probably, even his own ultimate ^ifatnaL 

On the fall of the French monarchy, however, cootonplated with such satlsfactioo by 
his political Giends, the early opponent (^ Bolingbroke resolied that he would no toi^«' 
*' to party give up what vraa meant for mankind." Accordtnglj, in October 1790, he 
pnUished his bnnas Reflections on the French ReToluti<Hi, of which dghf^iRl TttBHttnd 
copies were sold in a few weeks. Having formally renounced the party, by his Appeal 
irom the New to the Old Whigs ; on the acquittal of gmemor Hastings, he lacated hia 
■eat, and retired to Besconsfield : wlure, the b^pnning of iJSitJie had to lament the 
death of his brother Richard ; which was followed, August Z, by the still seieier atioke 
of losing his only son. Soon after, his nuyesty granted him pensious to the amount of 
3^7fHU.; the chai^ of rficeiTii^ which, as the price of changing 'his principlea, and de- 
serting his friends, he ahly repelled, ia a letter of eloquent and keen sarcasm, sdcbeased 
to Earl FitiwilUam. His last work was the celebrated Thmights «■ a Rcgidde Peace. 

lie died, July 8, I7S7 1 and was iaterred, as he had directed, in BeaconsGeld church, 
cJooe to his son and brother. His entire works, published in five Tolumes quarto, or ten 
octavo, wiO for ever proie a mdfct sublime and beoatifhl nunuinuit of solid ^ory i what- 
ever ahj be the insmptian finally acoordad, by the pen of bistoiy, respecting (he axlaBt 
of atility,tlu cmwstancy, and the diunteieMedaeas, of hia pohtical character.

Bobert oonmaocad fiai-dnsBet, fantliixbop, taUngGre, was ntledy datrajed, 
yid he waa left not worth iiipaikc& Tlia brotbars aftarwaids settled npon a oaall Gum 
at Ho^iel, when bojii^ bad seed, and a late harreat, nearly ruined the oonceni, and 
fiiuna was on the point of aettii^ mt for Jamaica, in the aitnatioa of an orerseeT'

AboottldatBiebe erected, at hia owncxpeosa, a monnment in the Canon-gate dratdi- 
yard, at Bdiabiirgb,tothe memory of tbennCirtnBBte poet, Fergumm. Here Bumaqicat 
his days in the company of hia admiiera, and itia nights in dissipatiin : bowerer, to set- 
tling with hia poUishN', be found himself master ei noulj five hundred pounds, two 
hnndred of which he uunediately advanced to his brother Gilbert, who had taken on 
bintselftbe npportof hia aged mother, and waa still stroking with man j difficnttieBin 
hia brtn. Bams then engaged in another Gum on hia own account, and havii^ been pre- 
(ioualy recommended to the Board of Excise, he vainly hoped to unite with Success the 
laboora of the fanner vrith the duties of the ■"-!■'"'»"- S«ae time previous to this, his 
mairi^e with the Ulovedolgert of his heart had taken place, but ultimately hia larm was 
in a great measure abandoned to serrants, his love of convitial company gaining npoBlum.

After all, his integrity and honest piide, with the prudence and frugality of hia wife, 
had prevented Mm from rnnniog in debt ; however, a consideTable fbnd vias raised for 
his iridow and children, and the pnjfits of Dr. Currie*! edition of his works, in Ibor luge 
vdnmea, bong devoted to the same poipose, Mrs. Bums has been put in poeaesnOn of 
ahandsaneamnii^; and thnsoiu of the beat moDumsBts has been nosed to bis memory.

Hialordabip baa been panegyiiaed as a fiiend to leenung; and the good oOKOa be 
perfbrmed for air Jolm Hill, qipDintBdIbrDiigb him the king's gaidener atKew, with the 
pvaion granted (o the cdebrated Dr. Semnel Jobnaon, baTe beenmoitiaaed as inatancea at 
tt- Hndi more jnatly bowerer waa the eari of Bate eatecaued aa the Mccenaa of NatnTBl 
History. Hia own botanical wak on the Gtarra rf Briti^ Planta ia certainly unique in 
ha Und. Tbeee baie beeo arranged afteranewaysteniinTented by himself, and diaposed 
in tables, with chaiacten ao eiact and atriking, that, aided by the platea whidi gaie the 
fcatnrea of each genua, the knowledge of ibe Britiah Plania may be easily attained. 
Thia w«k waa deeignad foTi and dedicated to, her most gracioas majeaty the queen. The 
drmwinga and engravinga were by the ftmoua Miller. The work amounted to seTeral 
tbonaand poonda, and only twelve cofwa were printed off, whoo the platea were deatroy' 
ed> VfHb these, her mqeaty and a few perama of diatinction only were snp]^ed ; and a 
oopj ia at praeant in the pommnnion of Dr. Tbomtm, utbor of "The Teiuple of Ptora and 
nOoaopliy of Botany."

GxomZY Chaucxk, tbejyMlj-e««Mwd fidbar of EngliBh poetiy, ma a natira 
of the dtj of LoDdm, aad *ru bon in ISBS. Ha racaml bin edootioa it Canbridga, 
irii«ra, at the ago of caglitflciii, ha wrote Idj ^ Cowt of Lore.' Alter qnittuv thm 
amYtraty, to complete hie atndie* at Oiibrd, he tmelled, and os hit retun (ran the 
Gootineiit, became a Btndeol <it the Inner Temple. By baa ■coompliihmnti he sooa 
acquired the attoitioa of Berenl penoikfl of disthictitAi, hj whose mama be wae intr<K 
dttcedtothe court of Edward III. to whom be became a page, abield bwer, &c. 

Id I^T^I) after Chaocer^B inamage, he wae ein|dojfeil by the kinff DpoQ an fmbftMj 
to the Doge of Genoa. He wu aooD after made eonptroUer to the autona ; hk 
income) being at that time conaidenUe, ensiled him to live, ma he eaja, ^ with dignity 
in office, and hoapitBlity among hi* fiienda," hanng abnoat £1000 per annanL Tboa 
at ease, be wrote the moet hamouroai of bit talea, ftc. 

The liberty he took with the mmptione amw^ the clergy, tboogh it increaMd the 
nnmber of his friends, moltipUed hia enemiea in a much gneter degree. The dream- 
atance of hia Tales, Slc being written nt the inHtii^tion of hia ooUe patnm, the 
duke c^ Lancaster, could not protect him liom monlush malignity. He wna charged 
with bToDring the caoae tf Wickliff, iriia wished to become a rdormer ; and the eoe- 
mieaof the Wickliffitfs had the addresfl to implicate Ihnn with the gtiremment) aa th» 
sDthmn afaeteialpi^mlarcciinnwtiaiia in the kingdom. Thia oUiged Chancer first to 
take rrfige in Hainoolt, and then in Zealand. Howerer, wh«i neceiaity compelled him 
to retnn la England, he waa thrown into prison, and treated with anch r^oor, that tor 
the aake of hia liberatirai, he waa obliged to make a Ml diacloenre of all he knew coa- 
cenm^ hia par^. After the duke of Lanceater marned Chancer's wife's nater, be 
ohtained a renewal of his pension of 40 maika a year, and the annnal gnnt i^ a pipe <rf' 
wine friHn the costom-bouBB. Chaucer liad occaeianally resided at WoodMock, io a 
building known by the name of the square house ; bat at the age of 73, he retired to 
Dnnnii^toa castle, near Newbury. The jeer folknrii^, when Henry IV. waa seated 
on the Uiroue, Chancn was again callnl to cooit ; bat, tailing sick at London, he drew 
his last breath where be first saw the light, and was buried in Weatminster abbey. 
Hia temper was a miitnre of the gaj, the modest, and the grsTe ; bat his writinga 
have more sprightlineea thnn bis conveiBalion. 

His nomerouB works hBTe oflen been edited aince the time of Caitm to the [neaait 
age. Dryden says el hin^ " As the btber of Eugtish poetry, I hold him in the 
same degree of Tenention as the Greoans held Homer, or the Bi»i~«ti« Virgil. He 
is a perpetual Ibnntain of good senae ; Inmed in all adeocea, and thBdbre speaks 



By his wife Fhilippa he had two sons, Thmnas and Lewis. Tbomaa was speaker 
of the boose of commons in the rdgn of Kaaj IV. ; and to Lewis he addressed 
his Astrol^ie, one <rf' the moat learned of bis perfannaocea. Some <£ hia talea, as hia 
' Wife of Bath', &a eren cmii^ thro^fa the baada of Pope, are lather too wnrmly 
coloured ; hnt ther^ia do doubt that if Qiaocar'a anamiaa had letat his ' Pilgrimage to 
Canterbury', and the ludicnMiB poaooagea conqioni^ it, aa lecently re p re tn led bj the 
EiigraTer, they would have wanted no other jdea than that, fei the pcnecntiaa of the

At tlie battle of the B<^De, in Irelaod, be gnatl; diitingniBhed bimHlT; and Stag 
^miiam obserred, that be had nerer a«en a scUier who had leaa eiperiencei or laon 
atiUtj' His skiU and vakmr form the glofy of Queen Anne'i raign; and his dia- 
migsian, when his militaiy seniceg were no longer wanted, diagncod at once the 
aorereign and the nati<m. It ayailed but Uttla that they had erects for bin the fi&aimt- 
ODi palace of Blenh^m, to pepetuale the reoMmbnnce d'that lamooa battle, with SOOOL 
a year Ibr its sopport; since the; could so boihi yield him up a rictim to the ilanden of 
lua enemies, and induce him to quit the country be had so long adorned. Hb woa, bow- 
BTer, wisely recalled and reiDstaled, on the accession uf George 1. in 1714; and his ad- 
vice was of gnat service in crusbii^ the rebellion cf the Ibllowing year. 

The Duke of MarlbortiDgfa required DO pbin of the campaign written by any minister. 
He was, at cmce, master of the court, the parUament, the war, and the financeai Mora 
skingthan William IlL bad erer been; equally politic ; and a far superior soldier. He 
possussd that tranquillity of courage in the midst of tumult, and that serenit; of soul io 
erery dango-, which are nature's cboicest ffHa for a commander. An actiie and indsb- 
tigaUe warrior during the campaign, he became yi equally diUgeut and akiUul negoda- 
toi in the winter; visiting every court, and raising new ensnies against tba anUtioiu 
pKJects rf France- 
Some years prior to bis death, the Duke of Marlboroogfa redgned all his public en< 
^oys. The fiict is, that be who escaped from so many perils abroad, had recci>ed a 
mortal woond at hiHne; and, bis reason jieldiog to the stroke, after liying some time in 
a state of childish idiotcy, be expired at Windsor Lodge, on the 16tb of June 17S2, ^ed 
7B years; and was inteEred, nitb the greatest solemnity, in Westminster Abbey. Hia 
eldest sroi, the marquis of Blalkdfbrd, died at Cambridge, in the dgbtcenth year of hia 
age : but he left four dau^ters to survive bun ; as well as bis famous ducbesss dowager, 
wbo Hred till October IS, 1714 It has been remarked, that the duke owed to this ei. 
traordiaaiy wi«nai] both his rise and his lalL Lord Haiies says, that Sarah dtidiesa of 
Msrlboroi^ hated courts where Ae bad no inflDence; and became, at kogth, " tba 
mostfcTocuiBaniBalUist issi^aredtogoloosa, a nolsnt party wonau."

IMde CoDgreTS a ununissioneT for Ucensinj; haclnej owchea ; soon i 
place in the [ape oSce ; and, finall;, one still more lucratiTe in the^cnatoma. His next 
play was ^^ The Double Dealer-** Queen Maiy honoured this with her presence, and 
Coi^reie dieplajed his gratitude, after her decease, bj a poetkal tribute to her meiMty 
in the pasloial itrain. Betteitoo hanng opened his new theatre, near LincobVInn- 
Fields, Coogrere, in 169fi, contributed the poneriid aid oT his coined; of " Lore for 
Lore," which prored one of the most entertaining and popular of his {neces. In the 
mac year he wrote an irregular ode to King William on the taking of Namnr ; and, la

AfW Congrere's emoluments were increased by a siuecui* place aa secretary to the 
lalattd of Jamaica, he ceaaed to write, and, fron a kind if afbctation, ia aaid to haie 
spoken irf his writings to Voltaire as trifles, beneath his notices His latter years, boir- 
■ter, were donded with aickness and infirmity. Cataracts on his eyes brought on a to- 
tal l^dnesa, and repeated attacks of the gout gradually undeimined all the Tigoar of U« 
^oostitntioo. Being overturned in his carriage on his way to Batk^ this brm^t «t a 
perpetual pain in hia side, and prolsbly hastened his death, which took place at LoadoB 
in Jannaiy 1728-9, in the 6Bth year of big age. He was istnred with great sokauutr 
in Westrainster-abbej, where a monument was erected to bia awmory by Heilriett>f 
I}nche8a of Msrlboroi^h. To thia lady, who is awd to have entertained ■ m«t maantiB 
ragard for him, be left the bulk of his fortune. 

CoDgrove perhaps stands fint on the list of En^b wrilna of conedy ; and bt Uda 
distinction he ia indebted to a perpetual reciprocation of wit and repartee in the dialogtw, 
joined with originality of plot and dlen of character. Hia personages bung ahnoet all 
irittj, occasioned Pope to say.

In theraeaDtioe, he had, in I7SS, on the Jamaicasta- 
tioB, with Admiral sir WUBbb Burnaby, been sent from the riTs- Baliie, in the baj of 
Mi»i)ini,to Metida, o^tal of the province of Yacatan, in the ^anish West Indies, 
with impoitaiit diipaldwi rebtiTe to the Hondnraa kffwood cntlen ; an account of 
which was, four jenrs afWwards, published by hiraaeif, in a small pwnphlaL 

Onths 2Mb Hay 1768, be was promoted to be a post captain i and, July BO, sailed oo 
his first great intioaBl voyage of discovery, with sir Joseph Banks and Dr. Soiandar, 
under the patnjoage of the king, to make obsemtioiiB, in a southern latitnde, on the 
transited Venna over the Son, and to explon the Pacific Oceu. How ably be fnlfiUed 
thia oommuwinn, is known to all the worldj and soch wu his majesty's approbatioii, 
that in April 1773, he was engaged to make his second celebrated voyage, for the pm^ 
p«e of completing the discovery of the southern hemisphere, with C^iL FumeaiiT, 
The oT^ect of bis third, and uofbrtunatdy his last voyage, was to determine the practi* 
cahility al a northern pauage to the Pacific Ocean, accompanied by Capl. Gierke: when 
Etnfficient evidmce appeared, to demonstiate that no such passage exists; and the western 
boundaria of the great ccaitinent cJ America were completely ascertained. On his return, 
however, in a sudden afiruy with the natives, at Owhyee, one of the Sandwich islands, 
CaptCookwas killed, February 14, 1779. Thus perished, this able maB ; whose vigo- 
rous mind, and nodannted reeolution, had conducted him through mnumerable euter- 
priiea of the meet imminent danger, and whose distinguished services can never cease 
to be rHnembered by a grateful and ageneroiu nation. 

Captain Cook was survived by his wife, nnd sevexnl children i on the Jbrver, the king 
lettled a pesuoo of 30W. and on the latter aiU: each, per aaiiniii.

Ha wm han, Nonmber 26) 1731, at Baikhui- 
(tead, in Hert&rdBhire ; where hii Gdher, Dr. John Cowper, a nephew of lord chancel- 
lor Cowper^ and chaptaia to George XL waa rector- Hanng loat hu mother in 1737i hB 
WBB sail to Bchoot it Market Street; till a malady in his ejea occaaioned hba lobe two 
yeaj^ with a fnaale ocadist- At the a^ of fborteco, the foualt-pcu removed the con* 
plaint, but kft him always anbject to occaaioual inflammatioo. He now went to Weat- 
minaterechotd; and fhjra thence, in 1749, to Mr< Ch^aaan, as^didtor, in Southampton 
row. After three jeara " tfiKgling, and making giggle," ai he eip-esae* it, " with tha 
fhtnre lord-chancellnr Thnrlow, imtcad of atndjing the law," be altered r^ the Inner 
TenqJe; and now cohinting the «*T"«"^"*~ of Churchill, Lloyd, Tbonitoa, and 
Cdnkn, who had all heen hia aduol-lellowa at Wenminater, made little profcaaioBd 
progreaa. Thou^ he wrote three papers for the Cwinoiaaenr, it is not known that faa 
had eier produced any poetry : except hia first effort, at foorteen, an elegy tiwulatad 
G'om TibollDa; and, at ^gfatoen, biabeautiAilTBrBee "on finding the heel frfaahoe." 

In 1762, he was nominated reading cleikin the house of knitf buthia dreaded raail- 
ing in public was so great, that he declioed the litnatioo. He woi then appointed dvfc 
of the jooniah ; Ixit, a parliamentarj dispute reodeiing his presence nriiimaiji at the 
bar of the houae, hia terrora roee to auch a hoght as utterly orerwbelmed hia reaaon ;

It was not, howerer, till the ap- 
pearance of the second Tidume, U1I7SS, that his fame, as a poet of the fint class, became 
oniiersany eetabliahed. Hia prindpal poem, the Task, and even hie uKOtupaiaUe hn- 
morons alory of John Gil[«n, bad both originated in conversations with lady Austen. 

His translation of Hamer, in Uank Terse, which occujued shout fire jeers, waa pub- 
lishedia 1791. He afterwarda commenced what may be conudered aa a new translatirai 1 
but, in April 1794, relt^sed into his worst state oi mental deranganent, waa insenaiUe 
to the king's having just granted him a pensi<m of SOW. a year. Durii^ the few anha^ 
qnentinterTBlaofliealth,from 17ntal799,becompletedbisreviBa]af theOdyssey.

OLIVER CROMWELL. 

Tbu derated dunctv, ao iigbij diMingvialled in Englisb bistory, wu the son of 
Bobcrt CiDnnrell, ■ geDtlemaii oF nadenle propertj, near HnntuigdoD, when OliTer 
iraibcRl(Hitha2Sth of April, ItStl. The Gnt port of hla educadoo, he receiTiid at 
tin. li«»-«chiiol then, and wu laamtii to Sydoey-collegB, Cambridge. Havii^ litUs 
dinKHidoa for leanuiv, a modnrBtB acquaintance with Latin was aJI he cairied with ikim 
to the uniyerail?, when his Ma; waa short. The death cf hia fiither called liim hooie, 
vid his tmholeace and inwidaritiefl compeUedhis motiier to seod him f(^ imprDTavent 
to LiDaJn's Inu. He marned, before he had complot«d his 21at Tear, Elizabeth Boni^ 
elder, daughter cf sir Juims Boaji:Jiier, cf Easei ; and, tooa afW aettliog at Hnnting- 
doo, began to ImmI a grave and nber Mb Hit nude, sir ThomaB Cromwall, dj^il^, left 
hiiBan«tBte<f400f. or fiOO^ per annum. Bdbre this tiow he had been chosen member 
ibr Ike bonx^ of Huntiugdmi. lnlH28, he distingiushed himself in parliament bj his 
naligaiiBtpoper;. Ahoot the jew 1637, he was npon tlie pointofgoing-to New Eng- 
Imd to tMwtb hii abiis. At the meeting t^ the \oog pailianient in 1 640, be waa m- 
bused fbr Cambridge, and was rer; actiie in promoting tlie tiunoas [emonatrance of 
1641, which was ahnoitthediiBct cause of thedvil war. In 1643, when the parliament 
detennined to leTj forces, he went to Cambridge, torn raised a troop of liorse, and com- 
manded them nnder a oomminirai from the eul of Essex. Aiker this, be almost daitj 
distingoished himself b; »i»M daring act* of courage and enterpriza against the royal 
partj, sad soon made his regiment the beat in the pariiament senice. 

Haring, bjvarious important achievements, acqntred the confidence cf peHiament, he 
was Bade Uentenaut general of the cav^rj, commanded hj the duka of MaDchester ; 
and,BtthebattleofMaiaton Moor, he tuned thefortnne oTthedaj. After the battle 
of Newbory, he was stiled by hia party, " The saviour irf' the natiiHi." He continued 
to perfiirm the loaat biiUiant eiploita ; and it was through hia coonsel that, the deduie 
victory c^ Naseb; waa obtained m June 164tk Aflar the war waa ended by the dehTering; 
-up of the king by the Scotch army, Cromwell, whose overgrown authority thia measiire 
waa meant to check, had the art to tnm it to his own advantage. He managed F«T&x 
and the rest of his competilws, and all his mtiignea irera snccesaiidly crownad when ha 
got the king's peroral and the am; into hia power- 
But it was not without i^ipoutiaD that he punned tbe line of hia ambitiaa; hating 
quelled the mutiny among lus own troops, he was ccaipdled to renew the wir.witfa 
equal Bucceea og^nst the king's friends in Scotland and Irelahd. The only enemy ha 
had now left waa the kmg peHiamentj and the coorageona manner in which he dis* 
edved thetn is welt known. By their anccessors, an assembly of his own choodng, ha 
waa declared lord protector of the Commonwealth of England, Scotland, and Ireland- 
From thia time he may be viewed ss the sovereign of a great nation, and he immecUately 
made peace with the Dutch, and treaties with Denmark and PortogaL Even Fiance 
and Spain made adydnces to him, but his death occurred on the 3d t^ September 16S8> 
His general character is that of a fortunate, rather than a great man : it i» however in- 
diapatahle, that our navigation act, whidi has contributed to raise the maritime power i^ 
this coonby to a d^ree unprecedented m the history of ngtions, originated with the 
government of Oliver CmnwelL A violent tempest, immediately sncceedii^ bis death,

tmv eeletMtcd mmliat mi the lOD of Dr. Cimberluid, Bishop of Chmfeil ud 
Eilaion, in Irehnd. His motbir na m daughter of the celebrated Dr. Bmtkj. Mr. 
CmnbBrhud wu born in Felmuy 17S3, and at an cariy age wai aent to sdioal at Bnrj 
St. Edmnnda ; bat, wheo twelTe jem M, was mnoTHl to Weatmitwter, wbere ha re- 
mined onlj two years, and was then Botered at TrinilJ College, Cambridgn. Witbcnt 
anjr tutor to diiect bim, he pawed his wamination gnatly to the latisbctiao of his 
tneods, sUndiag hi^ rai the list of wianglera for his year. Hating token his bachelor's 
dsgtae, he fbood that mental &tif^ had weakened hia health ; bnt, whilst preparing for 
hii approaching election at Triiiity, be was offered a sitoatioD, by Lonl Hali&x^ as his 
lordship's private secrstary, which be accepted, and acconUngly remOTed to London. 

In IJSS, Cumberland was appointed crown agent fen- Nova Scotia ; and married Eli- 
obeth, the daughter cf GeorKa Ridge, Esq. of Kelnist™, in Hampshire : bat in the 
following year he went to Iiebnd whh his patrrai, and obtained the cleriuhtp of reports 
in the t&ce of trade. Frarkias to the death of bis revered father, Cumberland had be- 
come an author of conaidetable repotatiaik He had written har good comedies, and 
was in habits ct intlDWcy with Jduwn, Gairick, Goldsmith, Sir Joehna Reynolds, and 
otbeiB ; and, OD the aceeasion of hoti George Genaain to o&oe, was appointed seen- 
taiy to the Board of Trade; andintheyearlTSO, he wassenton a HHtGdential nuasiai 
lo tha courts of Lisbon and Madrid, a aitnation which is soppraed to have laid the Gnn- 
datioa of all his fiitiuv distresses^ and in a great meainre embittenil the remaining pe- 
riod of bis existence ; ason tbisoccamoabe contracted a debt of fire thonsand poouk, 
i>at one nhilling of which was erra paid him by Lord North's administiation. Under 
Mr. Bnrke's bill of ecraumy, he wu area dismissed (ro(n his office connected with the 
Bo^ of Trade ; when, haiing made considerable reductions in his establistuseot, be 
filed his abode at Tnnbridge Wells, devoting his time to literary occupations ; but here 
be lost his wife, the partner cf all his joys and the consoler of all his soirows. 

DnHng tb4 alarm cf invauffli, Mr. Comberlaud headed two companies of volnnteer ij^ 
fantiy, and recused the commisston of major commandant. So beloied was be by his 
ooipB, that they hcuoured him with a sword, and at the conclusion of the peace agreed 
to serre under him without their customary pay. In the latter part of his life, Mr. Com* 
betland resided chi^ in Londw ; and he was the last sorrivor of the celebrated club, 
of which Edmund Burke, David Garrick, Sir Jasbaa Reynolds, and Dr. Goldsmith, were 
moabeni. After a few day*' iUness, Mr. Cumberland hotbed his last, «■ the 7th of 
May 1611, leaving several children, most respectably utnated in life. 

Witboat including his dramatic pieces, many of which bad an """'"'"g ran, the rest of 
his litAary productionB omid not here be enoiaerated Hu remaiua, deposited in West- 
minsts^4bbey, near those of David Garrick, drew an eaceltent oration from the dean of 
Westminster, which, being very unusual in the established church, had a visiUe efect 
on the relatives of the deceaaed and a numerous asBembisge of spectators. *^ The wri- 
tings of Mr. Cumberland," the dean observed, " were of strict moral tendency. He 
wrote as much as any ; few wrote better. He amaidered the theatre a school Soc moral 
improvement, and his remains are truly worthy of wiingling with the iDustrioas dead 
wldoh Bamnuid us." Mr. Cumberland pabliahed, in 1808, Memoirs of his own Life, in 
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CURRAN.

In the decUne of the year 1817 he Tiaited London (brOelaat time t he ottaided seretal 
pnblic dinners, and apoke at a«ae of tboa ; bot di t how changed : hia mtnd wu iqadly 
goii^. He died at his lo^iaga, in Ameli&-place, Bronftoo, on the 8th of October, 
whta, bnng atnck with apopleij abont seven in the ereoiag, he expired at nine. His 
iimenl was attended ml; b; a few friends' to Paddiifion chmcb, and hia bod; de[esited 
in the nnlt boHth it, on the 4th cf Norcmber. On hia coAn, be is dcaciibed to hav* 
died aged Bxtj aeiHi '' 



DR. DARWIN. 

Tbu eeoDtiv: poat and plijaldBn irai a oatiTe of EHon, atmi Ifsmi^ b NatUng^ 
huuhuvr in December 17B1. After goiag through a acbool ednoitiaOf aqdn' the Ber, 
Mr. Buiraws, *t CbeBterfisld, be wu sent to St. John's college, Cainbridgc, and coo. 
tinned then till be took hii bachelor'* degne b medicine, when he went to Ediahnr^ 
Hani^ obtuned that of doctor, be began hia practice at Litchfield. Succeeding in this, 
he married MUa Howard, the dan^ter of a mpectable inhahjlant, and bj t^ia ladj had 
thnesona, wbollnd to the age cf manhood. In 1731, having manied a Mcond wife, he 
nmoied to Derby, where he continued (o renda till the period of his death, in April 
lS03,inth*aeTentieth7(wofhisBge. His secmd ladj, with six cbiUran, were IcA to 
faunent his ki**. To hit gnetest praisa, one of his biographera abserres, " The doctor 
was not famoDS for holding religious Batgecta in nneration; bat, however sceptical he 
B^t hare been in hia beUs^ he eiUbitad in fais Bondnct, what ii mart beneficdal to the 
world than the tedaciom adhamee to asj apacnlatin <^>iniaaa — firm btagri^ and a 
beneTolent heert. hiiHaioaal generost^r disti^idabed his medial practics. Diii* 
gently did he attend to the health of the poor at UtdifieU and Derby, aopplied their 
■s ieasitje a by food and nery kind of charitable assitlance. In each of these placea hia 
traa tho duAJiful board of ahnoat open-housed hospitality, without extravagance or p^ 
nde, erer daeniing the first ni)jast, the Utter unmanly; generosity, wit, and science, 
were hia houaehold goda." The doctor wu of an athletic make, much jfltted with the 
■Ball-^ioi, and stammered consideraUy m Bpeaking. The unbterrnpted slate of health 
rriuch he enjoyed nntil towards the omclusiDa of his life, he attriboted to his tenqiesate 
mode of living, particnlatly to hia moderation in the use of fermented liqnors. Mias 
Sewaid gives him the credit of having introdoced halnts cf sobriety amon^ the trading 
paitofLitchfi^i hia henhies also ranained unimpaired to the laat- 

Tboogh a votary to the mnsea, and a eontribntor to caw or the other of the monthly 
pntdicatioDB, hU Botanic Garden, in which ha cetelnvtes what he calls Lena cf the 
Pbntt, pnbliabed bl78I|W>s the first of his poena to which he put hia naiaa. This 
poen was so amply fbnu^ied with notea) containing the natural history and p ro p er ty of 
idants, that it did not sean very incooaittcat with his pwfaaion, and waa for aome jeara 
extremely popnlari Init an ingeaioaa tittle poem, called The Loves of the Triai^ilea, 
published in a mmtltly journal, beii^ a happyimitatiooofthedoctOT'snBnaeT, latboog^t 
to bare contributed to its parent's decline. 

In I7ilS, Dr. Darwin published the first rcduiDe of ZooDomia, or the Laws of Organic 
Life; and, in 1704, the second. As the eccentric genius of Iha author was known, great 
expectatiana were Ginned of this work, the labour as it waa said of twenty years. Its ob- 
ject was to TttraiB the whole systeni of medieJDe, pro&amng to acoount tor the [diyacal 
cOBStitatioD of man, animals, and vegetaUes. In 1801, be puUislMd Fhytok^;ia, cr the 
Phiksaphyof Agricottore and Gardening, which emted hot little btereat; but still 1cm 
atlentiim waa pwd to ■ small tract on Fnnale Education, according to Miss Seward, a 
met^re work of little general bterest, those rules excepted which are laid down for the 
preserratian of health. 

Mr. Charka Darwio, wbodied at Edinburgh b Ma; 1773, bad a gold medal assigned 
to bfaa for discuverii^ a test to distinguish pus ftom mncna. Mr. Darwb Mi an nnfi- 
nisbed Essay on the retrograde motita of the abaorbent vnsels of anunal bodu ; which 
his bther published acme time after, with tlie DinertaliiHi, for wtiich lus ami ImI ob- 
tained the prizeMnedal bcfcre menticoed. 



DE LOLME. 

The cdebnted aaOmr tt "Tbo Constitntioa of England," John Loitis he 
LoLME, wu bom *lGiaen,>litiBt the j«r 1749, of respectable pandts. Heiec^Tcd 
a libcnl edncadon, and embreced the pn^aakm of Uic law ; but did not practise kmg', 
bcAm he tbniKd the resolution of quitting hJtcoiiiitiy. The Engli^ gorenmieiit, id par- 
ttcnloTf eicited hii cuiioaity, and he waa anxious to witness its operationa, in order to 
bscome Bcqaaiatni with its priodples. About 177^7 he firat ^>peared b9 aa author bat, 
luTing published a tract UD^er the title of" A Parallel between the Euglieb CtHutitulioB 
and the former GovenuueDt of Sweden ; containing some Obsenatious on the late Rent- 
lotion in that EingdoiD, and an Elanuoatioti 4^ the Cauaea tiiat secure us against both 
Anttociacj and absolnte Honaivb;." 

He soon afW oamineand bis cdebcnted worii on the EngliBh Coostitution, which es- 
tablished his Uterary and political bme ; and, makiag its firat a^^Karance in the Freach 
langoage, was applauded as a teiy ingenious and spirited perionnaiice, ombiDing orip< 
nality of thought with a jnstnessofremark and perspicuity (^ expression. A translatioD 
of it being eameetly de^red, the author ailarj^ and improved it, and published the tint 
Englisheditionaf it in June 177&> Asto themsrits of this work, it is sufficient to say, 
that its anthorit J bss been frequently quoted by some of the GiBt chanctera ia this countiy 
both in and out of the senate. 

Being an enemy to superstition, be ridicnkd ita absurditia in lui " History of tba 
Flsgellanta ; «-, Hemoriala of Hninan Soperatilion," paitly borrowed froia the AbW 
ficuleau. It brang iaa^tatioa to republish "De Poe'a History of the Legidatira Union 
between England aud Scotland," in 1787, Mr. Da Ldme wrote ajudiciOBS Essay, calcn- 
lated far an introdnction to that woric In the following year, he puMiabed " Observa- 
tions relatiTe to tlie Tax npon Window-Lights, the Shop-Tai, and the Impost upiMi Haw- 
kers and Pedlars." He iXHtdemned the fiiM in tots, reprobated the saoood as a tai upon 
the very rererse of property, and the thiid he disag^irOTed of as iiynriouB and i^ipresure. 
Upon the Question of the Bcgeucj, in I7SB, he pnoanled to the puUic some "Obsem- 
tions upon the National Embonassment, and the Frocasdings in Pariiament relative to tha 

There cannot be the least doubt, that Mr. Da Lofane deserved a greater degree of p»> 
tmoage than he q)peared tobave rectdved; and, if apmaionhadbeeiiaonferTednpaahiiB, 
the giver and the receiver would have bsem equally boomnedi The works above meo- 
tioned are all to which the naats of De Lofane has been appended ; but, as he remaiisd 
in England till within five years of his death, and aa his appearance aad mode of living, 
thongb retired, were dways respectable, thae ia no donbt that bteruture formed a pert of 
his employment. Thou^ narer perfectly divested of a ibreign accent, his amrersation 
waa not only pleami^, but g«ieraUy instructive t and, if the graces did not appear in his 
manners or deportment, be bad a tnm for pleasantry and humour, and baa been compared 
with Boike for the feticity of his illustratims. Whether he rully fi^t the pressure <£ 
absolute penury whilst in England, may be doubted ; however, in his mode of living ha 
could faiutate tbe temperance and self-deual of a philosopher. His percqilion waa acute, 
and his mind vigOTona ; and be bore the cbaracter of a man of probity and of an indepen- 
dent mind. Ha died m Switmrland, in 1800, in the neigfabourbood ct the Ricbtobarg, 
ioouaof tbehoiiMawbichabMitsiiweeki after was swept away by tbe faltof part of 
thatm 



DRYDEN. 

JORir D«n>Xll, uniTerBall; esteenBd one ofonr chief pacta, wai bora OD the JKh of 
Angiut 1631, st AldwiiuJe, in Nortbunptondiin. His Gtther, Ensmna, wu third hhi 
of urBrBBiniu Dryden, bait, of Cuuma Ashbj, in the nme county. He wu bronght 
up nt Wcfltminater, noder the cetebnted Dr. Boab;; and, in 1650, becune ■ atndent of 
lUnity college; Cembidge. He had, at echool, diMiugnitilKd bimwlf b; aonie prombiiig 
iteraee; audjOntbededtbofCroaiwell, Li 1658, be Tentured ta pnblieb hia Herac Stan- 
laa on Ibe oecauon. Two jean aAerwsTds be celebrated tbe bappj Reatontioo tf 
Chaxles 11. Tlua waa cbanging odes, it ia tine; bat the poet's incoogtancj mu aaoc- 
tuned by that cf tbe natioD. Id 1603, be comnenced dramatic vniter; and keptpoaaea- 
uon of tlie stage for many yeara. Tbe noniber of his playa ia twentj-seren, of which 
&w are erer peribrmed. It.ia not, in theae prodnctions, that we must took Air the ge- 
nius of Dryden. Yet, firom tlie moltilnrioua maaa may tbe patient refiner eitnct ranch 
oTthemofltpredousmetaL His prefikccs comprebeod a fine system of drunatic critidsnL 

Absalom and Adiitophel, which appeared in 1681, hoa been esteemed tlie best pi^tical 
satire ever written. In 1S83, be produced tua Religio Laid; a cnrions poem, against 
deista, papsts, and p-esbuterians. On tbe death of Charles II. to whom he had been 
app(Qnt«d poet-lanre&t, lie wrote his TbrenodiaAuguatalis; and, to tbe astuiiahraent of 
erety body, at tlie accession of Junes II. tnmed Roman catlialic Some afology wsa 
iMcsssary; and, in 1687, be published bis Hind and Panther, wluch represents tbe 
Romish church as the pure, and the cbnrch of England as the spotted animaL At the 
IleTolntion,in 1688, be wna accordingly diamissed from the lanmtsbip ; fant theeariof 
Dorset, gnstly (e bis honour, oootinued to pay him tbe osoal peusica. 

There are, perh^is, fbw gnat poets wholly nntinctnred with what is odled cnpentitiao ; 
Diydien, in particnlar, is well known to have beliered eren in jodic^l astrology, and to 
bna cast the natiiitiea of his childiHi. All this, by the philoaopher, is deemed imbe- 
GjUtj of nund ; yet the bcnltiea of Dryd«i by no meana i^>pcared wanting in Tigoar, He 
prodaced, at the age of siitj-wi, his celebrated translation of Virgil ; which waa fol- 
lowed, the next year, by what are dennninated his FaUea, inclnding that cbarmieg Ode 
for St.Cecilia's Day, "which has always been considered," says Dr. JobnaiKi, "na ex- 
hibiting the highest flight of ianey, and tbe ejuctest nicety of ait.'* 

In March end April IJOO, be waa confined by a fit of tbe gont, with which diseaae, as 
well as the graiel, he had for years been occasioDally tormented ; and, near the close of 
the latter month, having n^ected an inflammation canaed by the growing of his toe nail 
under the fieeb, a mortification took place, for which immediate ampntation of the limb 
was recommended. He obsejred, howerer, that as he had, by tbe course of nature, fnr 
years to Uve, he would not attempt to prrJong an uncomfortable eiialence by a peinfhl 
and micertBin experiment, but patiently sabmit to death; whidi he did, with an astmiah- 
ing and jaous compoaure, Wednesday morning. May 1, IJWJ. He was intemd in West- 
minster-abbey ; where a monmuent was erected over hia remaias, by Sheffield, dnke of 
Boiiin^iaia. He waa aurriTed by his widow, lady Elizabeth Howud, dangfatar of the 
earl of Beriisbire: as well as by their three sooa; Chailea, John, and Eiaamna Heni^. 
The latter succeeded to the title of baronet, on the death of air John Diyden. 

Congrem, wfao knew Dryden weD, repneoita bis moral character a* in all respects not 
only blamdesi, but amiable; and as to his wiitinga, be aaya, "no man hath written, in 
our lai^nage, so mach, and so laiiona matter, and in se varions msanirs, so mlL" 




EARL OF ESSBX. 

Tun iB^Mfpj &Taaiile wu the cldat aon of Walter the tat Uui at Kmi, hy 
LMtiea,dv%titn'(if SirFnindi KdoO;*, who wu nblad to Qdmd Elinbeth, and ma 
boraatN«lkerwoDd,hubtheT'aKat, in Her^irdihire, iathejMr 1067. Ontlw^lb 
of hb bthn, be was renmiDeiided to the protectioa ol the Emi\ of Sonn, and Lord 
Bor^ilej, who vu qipnnted his gnudiBD. In lfi78, Euei ma (iaod at Tiini^ 
Colkfie, Cambridge, ander the maBter, Dr. WhitgUi, aAerwarda archtnhop of Caator- 
bor;. Having Mt the UniTenitj, he made hi* first ^>peannGe at court id the aenD- 
teenth jeai i^ his age. Hia rnother, not long alter hi* father's death, had manied tlu 
Qaeen's fiiToorite, the celebrated Eari of Leiceater, whom, in II8B, be acanapanitd to 
H(dlaad a* gmenl of the horse, and acquitted himaelf so veil at the battle of Zn^Aoi, 
that he waa created a knigfat.baniiBret. Id 1AS7, Leicaaler bong whaaced to the oSce 
nf lord-atevard, Boaex aacxeeded hhn as maaler <^tbe horse ; and in the followii^ jc«r, 
when the annj was aaaonbled at Tilbmy, to repel the Spanish Aimada, the Qneeii 
eraatod Essex ^eDsral of tha horse, and som after omferred upon him the order of th* 

In 1S89, he vast with tlu expriditioa to Portugal, which was to restore Don Antonio 
to that crown; hot inouiwl the Qoeea's diapleasiire, not aakiagber Wn: hts mairii^ 
with Praaeea, the daagtiter of Sr Fnads Wabii^^baiM, waa another neasnre by which 
he had Mari? forfeited her M^eatr'seoafideooe; and, then)^ pused orerat the noMSBt, 
ma not qmeUyGngotlea. InlWl, HaarylV.afFrvua bnii^tdaiBaadedfiHhwnt- 
•nee fnm Elinbatb, Essex was sent with 4IM laak, a amall traia of artillay, and a 
competent (set, to Normandj, where, after wasting a whde winter hdbn the walls of 
RooHii owing to Henry's indeterauDStion, be qnitted the service in dtagnst; bat not with- 
out challenging M. VUlan, the goientor of Rooen, to a ungle combat, which the latter 
decUned. Upoo his retutn borne, all his address and abiUtiea were wanting to defend 
himself and his royal mistress from their domestic enemies. In 109fl, he went opon a 
successful expedition against Cadix. 

Having btea agwn sent oat to act agamat the Spaniards, and fiuling to intcgrept 
Jhor Plate Beet, thoagh he destroyed Villa Franca, &c on his return he fimnd the Qneoi 
highlj incensed gainst him. This, like preceding dmrences, woold probablj bne bean 
of short cootioaaDce, if Essex had eootinned sren outwardly reapectfbl to the Qnaen ; 
bat,in atKspota with ber,inlAM, eonceralnf; Irdand,iie had the inadenceto torn hiaback 
^loo her Hijesty, who, tathf En at the diaivspeet, gave him a riolco t blow on the che^ 
at tha aama time tidfi^ lum « go and be banged." The exasperated Earl, lonng aD 
procnoe of mind, dqiped bis band upon lua ^word ; npoD which the hml high admiral 
nahed in between them, and Eaaei withdrew, aweaiing bitterij he would aot have pot 
np with such an affront from the'Sing her &ther. Prom this incident bis nun may bs 
dated. Essex was sent mto Ireland as a kind of bononrable exile ; whece, treating with 
the rebel Tyrone, he fell into deeper disgrace, and upon bia retoiii wai impiiioiMd, and, 
Uling sick with gjief and vexation, the Queen again relented, *' and rroaU haTe visited 
him if it could have been done coosiitenlly with ber tusunr." 

Snch, however, was hk in&tuation, that he at length armed himaelf and his fUknrera, 
ta obtain posseaacn of tbeQoeen'a peraoD by fbm; Int, after aome Mood a^h, be was 
taken by the Earl of Nottingfaam, at EsBex-hOBEe, in the Stiand, tried, and coodanoed 
to the scalcitd'on Towsi^hill, when be anSiired on the 2fith cf Ftbnmrj IGOl, in the 
IhJrtj-ioBTtbjear c^ hia age.

PRINCE EUGENE. 

PutfCE PkIkcisof SAVor, Mcmlled, was omaT themastGuHNiaiieDeralBorhu 
time ; ba wan the gnndBoo of Charles Emuiael Duke of Savuf, ■nd Bon of Engen* 
Maurice) the Count of SfHflaaiu, general of the Swiss, and gorenur t£ Champopie in 
Prance, by a niece to Cardinal MHEario. HewubornatParisinl663. Id 1670, being- 
daatineti to the church, he was knowu in his youth by the uame of the Abb£ de Carignn. 
Being ccmpeUed to enter the army, and in Donsequence of the death of his father ref^ed 
a raiment at the French courl, he went to VieiiDa,offei«d himself aa a Toluutwr against 
tike Turks, and distinguished himseif so much in tlie first campaign, tlkat tbc Emperor 
gate him a rEgistrat of drBgoooti ARer the siege of Vleiuia was raised, he served in 
Haugaiy; and, in ItiSI, he was seat to Cbui, in Piedmont, beeieged by the French, 
which he reliered, and took Carmagnole. In September IS97, he totally daiaated the 
Turks at the battle of Zenta. In the Spanish successioa war, he was sent into Italy to 
command against Catinat : cm retimitig to Vietma, he was made preeUUntcf thacaaacil, 
and the Emperor entrusted the nulitary chest to his disposaL 

Being aAerwards united with the great Duke of Marlborongb, they obtained a ECB^itet* 
(Dperiority over the French in Gerauny. In 170S, Prince Eugene suffered a Teptdsa 
by the French in the bloody action of CassaDa. After driving the French &om Tmin, 
ha entsed France oud beeif^ed Toulon, but without sncccss; but in 17^ resuming the 
eomroand of the Imperialists in Flanders, he partodt with Marlborough <^ the nctory of 
Ondeaard and the capture of Lisle. In the (bltowh^ year he commanded the centre of 
the battle of MalpLaquet, aud rec«iTed a considerable wound. After a change in the 
English p<ditics had prepared a peace and the down&U of Marlborou^, Prince Eugcna 
came to London and received a pr>seat from Quesn Anne ufaswordTalued atMNHU.; but, 
being unshle to alter the determioatiou of the calnnet, he returned to finish the war aTone. 
He to(A Qnasnoy, but in the end was over matched by Marshal VillarSf who took the 
prince's magazines, and disconcerted the whole plan oi the campaign ; at length the ne- 
gocjatkiu, wiiich he commenced with VUlars, produced the peace of Hastadt in 1714- 

Being again called upon, to b«d a consideraUe army assembled by the Emperor Chariea 
VL he passed the Danube, and in I7IS defeated the Grand Vizier at Peterwandin: in 
Iha year Ibllowiug he again attacked the Turks, besiegii^ Belgrade, and ruUerad the place 
CCD[detely. The peace of Passarowitz, in 171B, was the consequence of his briltiant aaCr 
ceea- After he had retired to Vienna, corcred with glory, and was hailed as thesavioar 
of the em[ure, he employed his fortune in cultivatii^ the fine arts, and in the patrooags 
of literature. The war of 1733 about the snocession (^StaoiBlansKii^ of Pobad, again 
calling Eugene into action, he had the mortification of seeing Pliifipsburg tak« by tba 
Freitch b^bre his eyes ; and, though he obtained eove credit in coverii^ Meotz asd Pri- 
burg, lie did not choose to hazard B bUtle. 

He died at Vranna in 1736| aged 73. The Pimcb officers that became his prisana* 
he is m^ to have treated with less politenesa than they experienced trom the Duks of 
MarlboToagb; and, Itis added, that hesometimeBUsedstralBgemBwhichwBritSBlfwanU 
scarcely jaMUy; thou)^ he wasactive, enterprising, and full ofresoorces. He wasErea 
from piide, faithfiil to ids promises, genemis, and liberal. 

The Menmrs of Prince Eugene, writtoi by himself, and whidi recently speared npna 
tiia ceatinedtj is a njwularly ndaable prvdnctioOf and has beam tnaalated into PiTT^irrh

In IMO, he cune to raide in 
the middle tamplb In 1611,aftcrthadwtbofhis&ther, he ?reiit to Holland, and tboKW 
pioceaded to Paris, Pootainbleao, and aftenrarda to Italy, Rome, Nafdaa, Ac 

In 1646, he married Muy, the dug^itcr of air Bidiard Browne, ambaaaaito at Paris. 
In the beginning nf IMS, herMunwdto Bn^aodi and, in September 1861, preaeotod 
Ul u Piouifii^aQ], eg- a proiJietie InnctiTe agMWt Fin and SuKrice," to his m^es^Cbailea 
IL Id1S62, hewusdnuctedaodsifoncflbecMmdlaftbetnplaodBty; andioonafter 
daHTwal hb djacenrse fonca-MagfinMt traaa. In 1804, he p^Uisbad hia Syln; and, in 
1 860, having aant aw^ his bnilj, Iw lOMiMd in London the lAcda tkae of the [d^iie, 
dnriiq; a part of which period near 10,000 pmooa died wvdij, amtiig and e^noig 
hnmelftolbentaDatiwitlKKitfear. HowMacaio^lMsactiTaiBtliagnBtlirainieBB. 

Mr. Evdjn was nndi attached to the amMtdqr> On Uie Reatontioa he wh &•■ 
qnantlj at comt, and took a Toy adiva part in the wtaUkhwint «f tha rcTalaaaia^:

Next to his BylvB,U» History of the Dutch War, 
a wnt nndcrtaksn at tha express eomaand cf kjl^ Cbailea II> would have been of grtet 
inportance; but, afteracontidcnble progress had baco made in this, it was pot latop M 
l^th0kinghim»elf,itbeii^sn(fiaaed Mr. Gvelynma inclined to tell too mnch truth coa- 
cermngslnunactian,whii£,acocitdbig(oluiJinnial,benttariynfRibated. Ofbis Mys- 
tery of Jesuitism, tliiBevDiBiMS wece pnblialud in dUarant yean; but a ban list of Mr. 
Eidyn'apaUiatfioiiainxild be too long fer this sketch. Mr. Hence Wa^ole aeknow- 
ledgce, that "his Ufejirinch was exteodedloSS yean, ma a oooiae of bqiiiy, stndy, 
cnriosiCy, instradian, and benendeoce." To his honoor, it is raoorded, thon^ steadily 
attached to the doctrine and piKtioe <f the drarch of Bn^and, he fUt the nwM libUiiJ 
sentimaits fin- those who diSendfionhiM in ojonon. He lived in inlimai^ with men of 
all pDauaaiona. Hia Sylva wna sevml tanea noticed by Chailee U.f yet, whoi Mr. 
Evelyu qqitied fia- the office of mspedor of the forests, it WM nfnsed and given la 
another perswi. This woric he hed the pkasme of knowing had bets the onaaiatisf the 
prqiaesliou of nuUioDS (^ oaeM tiniber tnes throo^toat the kinifdani, which wne onch 
wanting after the dreadful ravaga of the dvil wu-. Next to tUa, the irorica he eansed 
to be published fiom the best architectB of other coontriee, tended infinitely to the im- 
proTcmefxt of English wnkmen. 

Mr. Bielju's Journal iaacojuous roister of the piucipBleveutaof his lite and tiB(|S, 
and ccHilinued hoa 1B24 till the b^;inning of 1706 ; when, hii notes of the eennoDS be 
had hand at the chapel in the narDiDg and aftcmoim of Febrnaty M, conclude thia disiy ;

After being appointed director of tiie Sooety of Kosvdlea Calhobqofs, ha became a^ 
qoainted with the celebrated Bossaat, wliOM conideoce asd esteeia he daily aoqnlred. 
A Treatise on Female Bdacatim was Us Gist worii, which he Dndertook at tlw desire of 
a lady, who had several daughters ; he aAerwards drew up a very copioos rfrfutatioa <£

mployed by Louis XIV. in one of those mjasinna to eeveial parts of the kingdom, m- 
taoded to recoodle the sofiering protFstants to the Catholic &ith. His next step to sui- 
nence was his apprnntment as [Hvceptor to tlw dnke of Bargimdy, grandson to the king: 
lor the instruction of this yooiig prin», be wrote his Dialogues of the Dead. 

He lived at court some yesrs, without sidiciling or i iia Jiiii^ (By preAnnait ; thoi^ 
at Imgth, m ie»(>, the King rewarded his merits wilb the AU^ of St. Valeiy; and, is 
a tew mmtha after, with the Archbishop(ic of CuiAray. This atnatjira be did not en- 
joy two years, in consequence, as it was alleged, of his hani^ dsfenlad the mystical 
notions of Hadam Gaycm, a calehiated Qoietist, hot, in leaii^, this was toon on aiv 
ooont of ills hereey in pcditics than religion I— .As his " Advoitiwes of Talesnadias'^ waa 
scaicely bt^an to be printed at Paris, when the king, dnading it n a perpelaal satire 
tmhiBgOTenimeat,0[deredthepresatobe stopped, it is easy to Bee that |>(ditica and not 
a want cforthodcoy was the ro^ of offence; Telem^^ns, however, was paUishad soon 
after, and read all throogfa Europe with the greatest avidity; and, though it completed 
the min of the archbishop at court, it rendered him famous throD^umt Europe. N<^ 
thii^ can place the character of Penelon in a stronger light, than the esteem in wkicbha 
was held by the cmitending armies. With the woun^ French he filled bis fBlace, 
and hired houses tor those it could not oontaiik When Hariboroo^, EngHH, and Or* 
mond, entered his diocese, they snffia^ no ravages to take [dace, and contended in shew- 
'lag marks r^ attention and respect towards him. 

This, most amiaUeman, after acquitting bimsdf of all the datiea of his statioi, and 
leading a moat eiemplary life, died on the 7th of Janouy 17IA, in the 611h year of his 
age, afler an illness c^ about six 4ays.

DaitiD GaBUCE, our imoMital and tnimitnh li- Bctor, «ha«e ililUtj lo repreeent wu 
odIj equalled by the ^ndiu of Shokspesre to create, sU the variable chaivictera of the 
dnina, ud nba also possessed no bcaiuiderable portion of poetic eicellence, was born 
tbeSOthof PebniBiy 1716, in the dtj of Hereford; where his father. Captain Petor 
Garrick, who naually re«ded at Lichfield, happened theQ to ire with a recmitiog part}* 

He was earlj admired, as a most sprigbtl; and diierting boj; eagaging tlie attentioa 
of ail wiio knew turn, l>y hia un^lar questioiu, araart repartees, and froiicsome actions 
At the age of about tea years, lie vb« aent to Lichfieid j^ramniar-achool; where, though 
remarkable for dedining; puerile diversioos, he did not appl; liioiself with any assiduHj 
lo his books. His passion for theatrical repreBentation, ia tlie mean time, won disoh 
TereditaelT; for, before he had reached his twelflh year, heeoatrifed to get np tlieB^ 
enuting Officer, and performed the part of SeiJBant Kite with astooisUllg S[ririt and vItb- 
dty. Not long afler, he went to his uncle, a wiue-merchaat at Lisbon; wheretheEi^ 
lith merchants, with whom he often dined, nsaally placed him on the table, after dinner, 
to redte apeechea frOm pUya. On bii return (rain PortDgal, beii^ iatended for the bar, 
be again went to Lichfield-school ; and, in 1738, became a pnpt of the celebrated Dr. 
Johnson, who was httie more inclined to teaching than Garrick to be taoghL When 
some exercise or theme waa eipected to be finished, he pnjduced seyeiai scenes'oTa neir 
oomedy which had occuped hi» atterjtiOD; beiag, as he said, his thin] attempt at dramatic 
poetiyi and Johnson Idmself baling written the tragedy of Irene, both of them, finally, 
the pupil, perli^H, in this inatance becoming tlie preceptor, sgreed to visit the metropcdis- 

It waa not, however, till the sunnDer of 1741, that Garrick, having lost both pannts, 
" hitherto restrained by nothing bat tenderness Ibr so dear a relation as a mother," 
nmhed fairly to try his fortone, under the name of Lyddd, on the Ipswich stage. 

Snch, and so rafjd, was hia celebrity, that, on tl>e 19th of October, in the aameyrar, 
he ^ipeaied betbre a London audience, at the theatre in Goodraan*s Fields; when hia 
wonderful excellence made anch an impresuon on the public, that the carriages of the 
Bolulity and gently are said to have often filled up the space from Temple Bar lo White- 
chapel In 1742, he was engaged by Mr. Pleetwood, patenteeirf' Drury Lane; from 
whom, b 1747, he and Mr. Lacy purchased the patent of that theatre, which opened 
with Dr. Johason's famous prologue written for the occsHon. About two years after, 
he married MsdemoiMlle Violetti; with whom, fmm 1763 to 176A, he travelled in 
Pranceand Italy. In 1769, lie conducted the memorable Shakspeore Jubilee, at Stratfbrd- 
npcai-Ayon : but Mr. Lacy dying, he disposed of his share of the patent, in 1776, to Mr. 
Swridan, Mr.Linley, and Dr. Pwd; and, after gratilying his admirers, by appearing in 
many biomite characters, took a most afectionate and a^cting leave of the public 

To enumerate the talents of Mr. Gairick wonld require a volume. He iras, to speak 
geKnlly, the most idiaate actor, both in tragedy and comedy, that ever trod the stage; 
and there are no lesa than thhty-seven dramatic pieces, most of them on the stock-list, 
which he dther ori^nally wrote, translated, or judidously altered, and adapted to the 
taste of modem times. For assistance of the latter description, even Shakspeare him- 
self stands indebted lo him. Mr. Garrick died, January 30, 1779 ; and his fimeral ww 
attended by maQy of the nobility, and persons of distinguished talents: whoaawluBTe- 
maina d^ndted in Westminster Abbey, beneath the nonoment of his adored ShakqKU« ; 
an hiHonT whidi no person ever beHer merited. Mra. Garrick still surriTSS, brt th^ 
never had any o Bsy i lug.

Here, it teBDU, he (odd bequne weary iiftiiere8traiiit,or what he might deem tha 
aenrilitj, of hia utnatioa ] bowever, hia maita' was ea^j persuaded to releese bini irain 
any oldigatiMi, and in 1713 he g;Dt into the eeiTice of the duchess of Monmonth ■■ her 
s w ae tMj . 'Hie year fidlowing^ Iw pabliriMd tui Roral Sports, and inscribed it to Mr- 
Pope, then lisingt bst into reputatiab Pope, when Iw became arqaainled with Gaj, 
SnumI such attjaitiou is hia iBaniiaf* aad ooavenatian, that a fiiendship was fbimed be- 
tween them, wliieh Usted till tbnr sepaiatiaD 1^ death. In the foUowing year he pol^ 
lisbed Tfae SlMphards' Week, nz En^ish pastorals, in which the imagea are drawn from 
real life, as it ^ipcars in remote parte of Englaad ; and these pastorals trete read as jaet 
iiyiii B u atatiom oiF rural maonen and occapations. In 1713 ha brmgfat oat his comedy 
<tf the Wibof Bath; hot as this receiTed no ap^anse, he, pdnted it{ andsermteea 
jears after, lianng;, as he snppcsed, ad^ited it more to the poUic taite, he agwn 
oAered it for the stage ; bnt had the mortification of seeing it rejeijed, eroi while he was 
lulled with the soecass of hit Begjan' Opcrb la the last year of Qaeeo Anne, Gay 
was appointed aecretaiy to the eeri of Claimdoi, ambassador to the court of Haoorer. 

In 1717, he brought ont Three Weda afW Marriage, a comedy writtoi to ridicnle 
Dr. Woodward, the Foatiliil, a man not really orjostly antemptilile : and the peri o ime t a 
were driten off the ilaga. Gay, after this, Uling into'dqection, the eari ct BarliiKtaa 
asnt biminto Deranshire, and the jesrUW 1717 Mr. Polteney tocA himtoAii: in the 
Miowing yeer lord Harcoort inTited him to hia seat, where, dnrii^ his tiflt, two roral k^ 
len were killed with li^tning ; the particulars of which are related in Pope's Letlets- 
la 1730, he poUiBhed his pocsas bj mbsoiptian with each ancceaa, that he raised a thou- 
sand pounds ; but afterwards engaging in a dangerous apecolatiao in the South Sea 
aclme,liewaa ^ainTodncedeo low, that hia life waa in danger- Boi^ again restored to 
health, his awkwudness and simplicity exposed him to thelao^ of the town, on account 
of his blfing down and orertnniing a screen, whoi sent ibr to read the play of the 
Captnes before the princess (£ Waks and her atteodanta. In 1736, he wrote Fables for 
the young dake of Cnmberlend. In 1737, hating refiised the oBer <J bang made gen- 
(Isnan asber to the princess Looisa, all the mtareat of his fHsida to more the court in 
lus &Toor after this pnned unavailing. — AD the pain, haweier, which he suffered fieaa 
the nagfed ef tha oonrt is ai^ipoaed to ban bean driven away by the anenunpled sncoas 
«f tha Beggars' Opam- Bondea bong acted in London sixty-three days without ia< 
tam^tfam, and iwvwad tlu next ssaaon with eqaal applause, it apned into all the 
great towne of England, Wales, Scotland, and Iretaoi Ladies' (aiis, and the screens 
in the houses, bore the frmrile songs of this opera, and even the person who peifbnaad 
Polly was raised lirofi ohecnri^. Gay, too much elated by this snccess, fvodncad a 
aecoodpeit, under the title of Polly ; bat this the lord ChunberiunieryiHMperly rriiised 
to licence : bat finr this hardship ha found a recomjieuse in the afiectionate attention of 
the duke and duchess of tteeanaberrr. Into whoae honse he was taken. He died </ a 
1 fit of the cholic, in December 1738, and was boriad in Westminster Abbeyi

Thohab Gkat, *riio hu tnen chanclBriaed M th« Britiah J%idar, «•■ born in 
CoRthil], LandDD, in December 17I6> Hn f^nnd&tbei wu a ooniidenblB oHnluiitt 
but hia bther Philip, aniaiw; scriiBner, ia atiitad tobaTebesn of an iodidait aod bmUl 
tamper. He recnved hla gTvnmatical edncmtion at Eton school, nnder Mr. Ai itm L ua , 
hia mother'a bratber j and here be coDtracted a particular intimac; with HoiBce Wal> 
pole, aftenrarda earl of (Mbrd t and Ricbanl Weat, am of the chaKdln of Iidai^ 

Upon leanng Eton, he eutend ag a pmudnmr at Peterhooae college, Cambridge, oT 
which hia nnda ma a fcllaw. At thia uuTccait?, be mmmced the aevoritj ef laaihn 

na addieaaed to lua bdimd Weat, who had aoaaa nooth* befan kA CbiW-ebBtk §k 
tin Inaai Templa; aad, with Ony, waa daatioad to pnmw the atodj of Ibe hM. ' 
From thia, Cra; waa dWerted by an inritatien to accoaapany Mr. Horace Wa^ule ca 
hia tniela: they accoidii^ act oat together; and, in April 1741, left Floiwice ftr 
Venice, vbera an unhapiij tend, <anaad by the difliBmce cf their tempera, aeparaled 
Ibem dnriug their stay abroad ; but, in the year 1741, a reconciliation waa t&cUd be- 
tveea tluin by a lady, a well-wiaher to both. 

Gray's father beii^ dead, finding bia [«trimcaiy too scanty to peimit bin to proaeenle 
his law-Btndka, he took a bacbcWs degfee at Cambridge : here be prindpally rendadt 
and, aa Dr, JcdmacHi has remarked, ^^ without liking the ptace or its inbabitanta, or ive' 
timing to like th«D, paased, eicept a abort rewdenoe at London, the net of hia ih." 

On the death of his friend West wagfaed down by nlrknann wd fiunily miifitrtTiMi. 
in 1742, Giaj is supposed to haxe began, if not oomplated, bia Elegy mittas ia ■ 
Country Church-yard ; iriikh, when printed in 1?^ r^iidly ran thmi^i deien adU 
tiona. Gray's Ode on the distant Proapect of Eton OrilegB, Bid bia Hjnn to Adrcr- 
nty, beer suffideut indicationB of his deep regret tor bia bwt aaaociate. Theae niUfaw 
effdaioaa, the Bard and the ProgTesa of Poetry, ^tpeared in 17S7> 

Some time afW this, he raaored from Cambridge to Soothamptoii-row, Lnidoa, tor 
tlie pvipoee of bdng near the Britisb Masenm at its opwing. Here he paaaed thne 
years in reading and transtribing. Having refused the appoiiibaent of poet4aareet, he 
oflerwards obtadned from th$ duke of Grafton, *ritliaat sdidtatiiKi, the profeesDnh^ of 
modem history in the nnivend^ cf Cambridge* On this occasion, when hia notde p^ 
tron was installed chaacdbn-, he wrote the Ode for music 

Id July 1772, after many symptnma of deeUmog health, he died at Cambridge of the 
gout — Gray's poetry ia anblime, fenid, and elegant ; and he oommimicBtas the onat 
emlted eothnsiaanb lie most complete edition of Gray'a works, in every respect, wm 
pobbsbed by Mr. Matthiaa in 18IS.

TbOMM GmESHAH, irtKon tba founder of Cains CoDege joatlj «^led Dadaiimv 
Mtrtator^ ^^ the tctj kwned merchBnt,** wbm the descettduit of an antioit &milj, 
whkh, (Kconling to Cuaden, took iu unw from ■ town b NoriUk. ThoomB Greafaun 
wu born in Londoa in lAlU, and ww bound apprentice to a mercer v^ fouug, thoi^ 
bfl nAemrdfl went ta Caiufl College. He, hoirever, having engaged in trade, was made 
five of the meroer's company in l&43f and about tbii time mamed tbe daughter of Wit- 
Jiam Fernlej, of SuSblL In consequence of tbe bad manageoient ofUie King's marcan- 
tile ooncenu at Antwerp by ^ William Danaell, Mr. Gresham was Bummoned to tbe 
eaiBcil ; and, wilbout any udicitatiDu on his part, appointed a^jient, upon which he soon 
raiMned to Antwerp witb hia family, where, by his addregg, he absolutely turned the 
baboce of trade in bnitir of England ; go that the credit i^ the Engbah crown rose 
■o high, that Mr. Greaban coold boTTow any siuui he thou^t pR^ier « equitable tannsi 
EdwBid VL beaides lands to the amount of SUM a year, settled a peosioa of £100 per 
- MiniB Dpon Mr. Gresham and his heira for ever. 

Wheo Elisabeth succeeded to the crown, he was one (^ the Gnt taken iatabTOari 
She empkijed him to fumiafa the rojal arsenals with arms, and the year foUowiif cooftr- 
nd upon Urn the honour i£ knighthood, and appoinltd him ber agent in fbreigD parts ] 
bat, being rrBolTed to fix bis reflidcnce in tbe city, and to live In a manner suitable to his 
nnk and fortune, he built a lai^ and sumptuous honse on the west aide of Bishopegate- 
atreat* The merchanta of Loa4*a, still continuing to meet in Lonbard-street in the 
epoi air, Sir Thomas reflolved to nvivB his fiither's plan of building them a ccoomodious 
ewfaaage on the plan of tbe Bonise at Antwerp : and ofiered this at bis own expense, if 
tiM coipoiation of Loodui would assign over to Mm a commodiona ^wt of ground anffi* 
timt. fcr bia pwpoae, to which, as they consented, tbe gTOund plot was laid out unaie- 
dialaljt and on the Jtfaof Jane 1667, tbe fbnnder having laid tbe firat stone, the work- 
««■ proceeded witb such diqiatcb, that in November the roof was coresed in. In 166S, 
the edifice was completed, and the shops opened. 

Abootthis tune, tbcDnkeof Alva, by order of Philip II. of Spun, with a view to mia 
Ab En^isb merchants, piohilHted all cmnmerce between Flandeis and England \ but, 
though they were compelled to remove from Antwerp to HemboTgh, by the mcflsurev 
recomnended by Sir Thomas, tbe credit of Ea^and was not only maintainal, but raised 
lugher than before. Advising the Queen afterwards to purchase silver for a new coiuaga 
^shillings and uipencea, the silver currency became so plentiful, that the greatest part 
nftheroyal debts in Flanders were paid witb it. Sir TboniBS soon al^r built a magni- 
■Daot Beat at Oats'ley PariL, near Brentford, where he indulged himself with abort inter- 
valaof mlaJEation: at the aame time, finding constant employment for various descricH 
tiiats <£ wixkmeB, having pap», oil, and com, mills withui his paik at Osterlej. He 
Mao mtmdflced into this kingdom the mannfucture of pins, knivee, hats, nbbonda, Ae. 

His only son Richard dying in 1561, be now resolved todevote the greatest fort d'his 
tWyai^itefortnielotbebenefitarhisfeUowcitiiens and their posterity; he according 
■DBtMBoad hisd«igB ofhaTing: bis "nansim boose," asit was then called, converted 
ktoaodlege. 

After hia afidn bad been settled, he pmbaUy spent the few remaiiung years of his 
Kfainralii^BeBtiudeipiredoD the29thaf NoTember 1907, in anapofJecticfit. .Hi*

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SIR MATTHEW HALE. 

THIB ornaBHitofthiiBDgluh beiieh,aiidooeartiiegnateat joi^ea that eT«r«tki 
Weatminster-hall, the aalj cluld of Robert Hale, Esq. bairiatcr, mu born at AldeHej, 
Iq GlouoBterahire, od November 1, J609* Both paienU dying while ha wv» a nhiU 
his educatirai devolved npon hU matemBl ancle Pojnitz, who ctniigned hira to hi* next 
kiasmaa, Antouj SJagscot, Esq. : by hiin he was placed imder the tuitimi (^Mr. Stamitai, 
the ikar of WootoD-^iDder-Edge, till 1636, when he wa» mdI to HagdUen^iall, Oi- 
fbnl- Here he became a gnat proficient in learning, and was very aaaidnooa at his atodico, 
tiU he WBB cormpted by some HtroUing plajeis, who came iato that city. Being njbBst 
wd active, and eicellin^ in fencing and in the management of nulitary weapons, he wia 
apoa the punt of accontpanying his tutor, Mr. Sedgwick, into the Low CoontrieA, to 
serve under the Prince c^ Orange ; hot was diverted from it by a law auit being oo^ 
nenced gainst him for part of hia paternal inheritance. 

Haiqwuing to apply to Segeant Glanville upon this business, he was peraoaded to ft]- 
lowthelawasapn'eniDn. This advice he took, and entered himself a member of Lin- 
aohlVinn ia Itt^. Hence, he ranaunced ewy kind of dissipation, studying at the rate 
a/ifateea boors a day. He always rose fiMn dtiuier with an appetite, and aUe to enter 
with an nndonded mind upon any bunness. He iras i:alled to the bar a short time bs- 
fcn the open ruptnre betveeu Chadvl.and his parliament ; yet he was esteemed aid 
caresttidlrrallpttrtiee. He was one of the counsel for the EaH of Strafibnl, for Arch- 
tasfaop L^id, and lor Charles I. ; tut his Majesty not acknowledging tha juriadtctHn tt 
tbe regiddacoortf this deprived his advocate of this opportnnity tj( displaying his ahilU 
tiM. Thongh he sincerely lamented the death of Charles L he thoo^t it his duty in 
take the engagement to the Common-wealth ; and, when Cromwell was appfuntad to the 
protectorship, he never ceased his importunities till he prevailed upoa him to accept the 
office of one of tbe justices of the common bench. Being elected a member of tbe House 
tf Commons, he distinguished himself by his oppoaitHH (n those who talked of aetttngip 
the Idngdom of Christ, or his saints, after destroying all tbe t«corda in the Tower, Sic 
ThushEcontinuedadminisleringjusticetill Ciomweildied] but then refboed the monm- 
ii^ Bent to hun for tbe liuieral, and lilKwise tbe ooautussioD tandeiMl to bim bj Richud 
CromwelL 

(a the healing parliament of 1660, which readied Charles IL, Mr. H^ sat as lepiw. 
tentative G>r the county of Gloucester. Within a laonlh after the Restoiatiim, he *a* 
ncalled to the di^T«e of seijeant-at-lai^ by the royal writ ; aoou after this, his M^nty 
insisted upon making him akni^t. In 1B71, he was raised to the officeof chief justice 
id Ei^tand, which he held only four yeaia and a half, illness obUging him to resign it 
more than a yorbefiw bis death, on the 35tb of Deoember 1676; he was inten«d in 
the church-yard of Alderley. 

Sir Matthew Hale was twice married : out of tea childnn, only two, his eldest dangbi 
terandbia youngest son, survived bio). His professional fame as on authnr chiefly rests 
i^Kmhis " Hisloria Plfldtorum Corona i or. History of the Pleas of the Crown," pnb. 
Iwhadin 1736 from his original manuscript, in two volumes foho. His Theo)agi«al 
works an numerous. He was of a middling stature, strong, and well [miportioned ; his 
CDuntenauce engaging, bis conversation aflable and entertaining, his elocution usy and 
paauBsiva ; aSeetioaate to his bmily, and nocere to his friends : and, as to gemdiB 
Quistiunty, be tan^t the theory of it b; his precepts, and the [metue bj bis eiampk.

JOHN HAMPDEN. 

Thii nepHiiniiorable p^iiot woa desceoded Iram tin Tery uitient and reputable 
fiuil; of tlut name, at Hampden, in Bnckjnghanwhira ; but ma boni at Lond<Bi in tha 
jimlS94 At the age of Gfleen he waa Beat to Magdako-cdlegfi, Oxford ; from whence, 
withlMt t^nig «aj degree, he retamed to London, where be atndied the law in Obe of 
IIieHiii(>(aiurt,Midnutdecoaaiderableprog;reBa,uhehad done before at the UuTcnit;. 

He WM anwbei cf the lecond pariiainent, which met at Westraioster in lS26,aBwell 
aioftwo anffifiling ones. But his coodoct attracted do foiticnlar notice till the year 
1688, when it exoted nniTeraal attention, end very ^oeral applanae, in amaeqecoce vi 
ilia gaining the OMiae in the court of King^a Bench, againat Charles the Fiiet, with r^ 
ipecttothepajuiHit of ship-mooey, demanded by that monan-Ji, withontthe aantlka of 
{arliament. The c^biated author of the Scoeona, apealdi^ ot the great men that 
Biitain haa produced, celebrelM Hampden in the g^oiiouB coloora of b wum ud actiTO

AAsr having been for aooe time one <f the ludii^Di 
Chailcs'a uUtnry meamrea, be wsa one of the fint to talte op aima in drf^ice of hia 
prindidBa, and took pait in tlie conmencemeBt of hostilities at tin Brill, one of the 
king's gaciisons, on die boidera of Bnckinghamshiie, about fire miles from OxftnL 

Hampden, haficig subeequei^y taken the command of a fttgintent under the «Bri of* 
EascT, continued to aignsliiebimaelf by the display of great aUU and Talaor, till tha IStk 
of Jnne 1613, wfara, in a skinniali with prince Rnpot, at Chalgiuve-GAl, in Qifiiid- 
idure, ha was cut off by a mortal wound. Two bulleta, which were lodged in hia dwolder, 
bad broken the bone, and after langniahing till the 24lh, be <Ued, to the ipejpreaaible 
less of the people, whose ouiae he bad so nobly espoused. It has been obserred, that 
the spot on whxh Hampden met his fkte, was the same where he had commenced the war 
by ■Hmi-fcing the king's troops. It should be obserred, that he was a ki"f™<^^ of Olirer 
CnanreU, whose aunt his fether bad nurried ; and fron this period be rapidly rose to be 
ana ef the most popular men in the kingdom. 

Sadi is the respect in which hia memory has been held by hiagretrfhl country, that 
aoaa yean ago, UDo of his descendants bungdefioent in an account (€ public nnaey, he 
was exoaeiBtal fnm the debt due to gmenunent, by an act <f parliament, particidarly 
^iresoi^, that it was for aerricee that bis illnatrioaa relation had done to hia country, 
that thisbTDur wsa shewn to him. The late poet-lanreat, Henry James Pye, esq. was 
a descendant of this distinguished patriot. Howerer, thron^unt the whahtof the cause 
for which Hampden fought, lord Clarendon acknowledga " that he conducted himself with 
■adi nngalar modesty md temper, that he actnallj obtained more credit and adTantage 
by loniB it, than the king did service by gaining it" 

The poet Edmund Waller was also the nephew cf the patriot Hampden, and thon^he 
■ftowards qipean to have changed hia opinion, his conduct in the early part of bis politi- 
cal ama was certainly formed on hia uncle's principles — But with reelect to Hampden,

In 1710, be cane to Lmdon i where hia opera of Rinaldo was admired like hia pre- 
ceding wondeia, and the neceentj of hia departore hecauw a snlgect of general cpncem. 

In 1713, he ^ain receiTod permieeion to tint En^and, on conditian that he ahonld 
return within a reaaonable time* BatfafterbiflarTiTal,aptivHtedinththelBvonrandfbr^ 
tmw which arerwhelmed him, penBoned by her majeetj, and patroniud by all the nobi- 
lity, be forgot bia retom: and when, on the death of Queen Aime, in 1714, Ibe Eleotor 
aaccaeded to the thnme, Handel was afiaid to qipear at conrt ; till an ingenions etrata- 
gtai, gning rise to his celebrated Water Mnmc, with which it was oontriTed th^ be 
ibadd al once dd^t and aatomah bis m^ea^,eActaally restored him to favour. 

Qneen Anne*a paiaion of 2MI(. waa now donlded I7 G«oigE I. and the nabihty baring 
femad ■ Royal Acadeaiy of Mnsic, onder bis dinctkai, it Sooristaed abont ten yrars ; 
wba a qnarrel between ^im and Senesino diasolTed the iaatitntiDn, and broo^t mi a 
cootest, which mined bis %tnna and bia btsith. 

Bwtored by the baths of ^ii la Cbapelle, he datarmined to chooae Bacred subjects for 
the fntnre eienase of hia geqioa. Hub reaobtion prodnced those noble eonpontiana, bia 
tral; divine Ontofios, p«fjined at Coient Garden till withia a week it his death, 
Apnl 13, 1769. 

He was buried in Weatminater Abbey, with suitabla pomp; where bis geains has 
heen since comraennHBted with little leaa than divine hoDoora. 

There is, in Handel's instmmenlal ccsnpontioDB, a vigevr, a spirit, a Tariety, a learn- 
ing, and inventioD, aupoior to every other eo m paae i that can he named; and, in hia cbo- 
naea, a grandeur and snUimit; oarer equalled. 
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DR. WILUAM HARVEY. 

TeiB edtbrated pbjsician wit tlie eldest eon of Tbomu H&rnj, s geotleman, of 
Poncestme, in Kent, wbera he wu bom id April lt78. At ten yews ct mge he ma 
eent to llw gramnar Bcboot at Caoterbocy, whence, in Ma; 1993, he lemoredto Coin* 
CoUegc, Cunbridgc* After Hpendinf; six jcaiB in the Htndy of logic and natnnl irfiilo- 
■ophy, he entered upon hia travela. At Padn, he Utended the le^urea of Fabncios on 
anatomy; of Minadoiu, on Bedicel phannacy ; and of Caaaorioi, on BDigery. Haiinff 
taken, under tliese distingnisbed profewon, the d^ree of M. D. at twcatj-feor, be re- 
turned to hia naliiB country, and, gradUBting at hja own inUTeruty, inmediately com- 
racDced practice in London. In hia thirtieth year he waa choecn a FcJJow ct the Co^ 
Ic^ of Phyaidans, and Boon after elected pby^ckn to 8L Baitlieloniev'B Hospital, in 
Bmitfafield. 

Being, in 1615, afipfunted to read the anatomy and chintrgtry lectures, fbooded by 
Lumley and Caidwall, it waa prob^y on thia occaaion that he first propoaed hia eenti- 
menla concerain); the office of the heart and the circulation of the hhwd. At first he did 
little more than hint them ; but, when he had confiimied his hypothesis by nameroaB and 
repeated expeiimenta, in 1628 he pnbliahed at Frankfort, for jta more apeedy difiisioB 
oter the continent, his Extrotatio Aiutomiai de Motu Cardii it Saiigiani» ni Aku 
wuHbut. This diacovery waa of the highest importance in the whole ait of physie i 
howerer, ^Ty created enemies, and sc«ne of theaa had the mouuiess to attonpt at in- 
jnring I>r. Hnney in hia piiTate practice. His adrersariea haie been dinded into two 
claaaes ; one of them endeoToured to prove hia hypotheaia falae ; whilst the other, ad- 
nitting it to be well founded, asaerted that be waa not the ori|^nal discoreter. Vander 
Linden, even took paina 1o prove that the circulation of the blood was known Co Hiwtv 
crates; others cliuined it for Michael Senetus, dtc. &c In 1SS8, letters were granted 
permitting Dr- Harvey to attend hia Miyesty aa a physician in ordinary ; with a promise, 
that be should Gil the Grat vacancy. 

In 1IJ30, he was apptnnled physician to Charles I. He also attended the king iato 
Scotland in 1633; and, at the breakmg out of the ciiil war, remained attached both by 
office and aSectioa to tliat monarch : after the battle of Edge Hill, he proceeded with 
the rest tS the household to Odord, and iras there incmporatnl M. D. and three yean 
■fterwards created, by the Kii^a mandata,- warden t£ Merton College. In 1651, at the 
nqoest at Sir Genge Ent, be published his Emtatatiaia dt GaurtOiime laimnlium ; 
finhit acixdiiid quadam de Partu, de Meminau ac /fmuriiu Uteri, et de Caiap- 
tione^ Dr- Harvey had the h^>pineea to sec hia great doctrine gvoerally received ; and, 
in 1653^ a atatue waa erected to hia honour by tlie College of Fhyaicians. Two years 
■fterwards he iraa chosen their preeident, an office which, on account of hia age and in- 
fiimity, he wouM not accept. Three years before, he had built them a room tor their 
meetings in th«r own garden, and a library or museun) filled with choice books aid chi- 
mrgkal iikatruinents ; and, as he had do children, in 1B66, ptesented them tlie deeds of 
his patrimooiel estate. He was present at tlie first feast instituted by himself, to be 
oontiooed annually, with a commemontioD speech in Latin, in honour of the ben^itocs 
of the college. B«ng very infirm, he died in June lKfi7i at the age of dg;hty, and waa 
buriHi in HoBpated dupe), belnnging to the church of Great Samlbrd, in Essex. A 
coned edition of his works, in quarto, was puMiahed by the College of Fhysidana n 
1766, irith hia life by Dr. Lanrence.

Tan BlsgaDl uid inguioDi writer was ban in the^ear )71S> Hia parents annp- 
poaed to han moml in hnmMe lilib AamMag to Sir J. Hiwkiin, yooi^ Hairkeinnnh 
«B< ■ bired clerk to an nttonwj ; bowerer, he qualified hhnself (br the proCBsaion of ■ 
HOD oT ietlen ; and, oboat 1744, wag Dr. Johnson's tucc«»r la cDrnpiler of tin fu- 

)HUBentai7 d«)iBtei Tor the GeDtlemau's MigaziDe. He (Anwuds reaidnl at Bimiie;, 
in Kent, where his wife kept a boarding Khool (or ;oui^ ladiea. la 17S2, be began tn 
pablish a set of pertodkot papers, oader the title of " The AdTentorer," which ware 
CCHitinned to the onehandredandfourteenth number, and then collected intofbarToloniee 
in twelves. His eoa4jnton were Johnson, WnrttHi, Bathurst, Bonoell Thornton, &^ 
So mnch did Archbishop Herring approre of the moral and reUgioas tenor of these paper*, 
that he conferred uptai their author tbe def^ree of doctor of civil law. From Bame dr- 
CDVOStancfl, this acqniaition of dignity loet Dr- Hawkesworth the friendship of Johuon, 
who had not then obtained a similar hononr, and they appcsr never again to bare MU^ 
atad together. That Hawkeawoith was weakly elated by his new title, appeaiB fitM 
the intention with which it inspired him of assmning the professini of ■ dvilian, and 
pnctising in the ecclesiastical cotirts { but, aftar some prepaiatoiy atudies, the a[f)oaitii» 
he met with obliged him to deeial from his design. 

Inl75fl, at the dedraofGarrick, be altered for the stage Dryden's oonedjof Aa- 
]Ajtnoo. His anitorioof Zimriwas perfomedat Covent-garden in I7M- Edgarand 
Emmeline, or a Fairy Tale, was bnnight oat in I7BI. In the same year, he published 
Abnoran and Hamet, an oriental tale, in two ndnmea twelves. He was abmt this lima 
theeditorof acoUectionof Iheworksirf'DeanSwift,towhichheprefiieda Uieof Ihid 
W ttao rdinaiy person, in which he hsd been assisted by Dr. Johnson. Id 1776, Dr.HawkB- 
twmih was the editor of Iliree TOlumes of Letters of Dr. Swift, and those of sevsal 
of his friends, puUished from the originals, with notes eiplanatory, &c A transUtinn of 
Telemachus in quarto, in 1768, exhibited to great advantage the beanties of Hawkca- 
wortb's style- The r^mtation he had now acquired as a writer obtained for him, ia 
ITR, the lucrative and distiDgtusbed task of compiling into <nB narrative an account of 
•11 the voyages of discovery node by command rd his present Majesty, to that period of 
Ui re^ : this woik was pabllshed in the following year. The profits beii^ resigned to 
bin by goremment, as a remuneration fbr his trouble, he sold the ct^yright for the enor> 
vans sum of six thousand pounds. This narrative comprised the materials of the jow 
salskeptby Couuiwdore Barou, Captains Wallace and Carteret, and Lieutenant Cook, in 
thor different voyagea to the Southern Hemisphere and Pacific Ocean ; this vrork, how^ 
ever, met with some severe censure, onaccount of inaccuracies, particularly some nautical 
onissions. His descriptions of the manners of the South Sea islanders were ooudnmed 
aa bdug too warm, and tliere were also some religious objections, which more than cooiH 
(sibalanced the latiataction arising from his profits. The chagrin he underwent, and ha 
indulgence in hia node of living, is supposed to have shoitened his days. He died at 
Bromley, oa the 16th November 17^! and his monument there oontaini some linM 
mitten by biiaself in his ksst Adventurer. 

Hia Adventurer certainly merited all its Huccass, by the purity ot its DMHals, tbs d»- 
gSBCe of its critical disquisitiaDs, and the acquaintance it displayed widi life and nisiiiiai 
The papen of Hawkeswcrth membls is i^le the Bamblers at Jtdinsan ; tho<^ ^itk 
MNewfaat law pomp (f diiMiia.

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HOGARTH. 

Thu tralj original gouiu, tMi niniralkd toaic pBinter, was a nathe of tba dt; of 
Londooi md bom in 1{KI7> AJUr ■ ttdenUs edDcotioii by his GOher, who kopt a school 
in Sfaip^onit, in tbe Old Bailay, he wu appnntiad to an engrater of aims and cy-. 
pbora OD pUte, nmallj cslled a nlTer engraTor; but tba powerful unpolw of geaiitB 
directed bis studies to painting. 

Moch of bis early lite was paased in obscnritj. Ho diiefly emplayed bia talenti ia do- 
agning and engrarlng for the boskBcIlen, who were then mnd) worse patrons ni the art* 
than they have since pnned. Hia ongiuahty, in the mean time, ws* maturing to per- 
ftcticHL He pnraued Nature tliroogh tier infinilj j and contemplated heTi not throu^ 
the optics (f imitation, but with his own sednkius and critical eye. On beholding a re- 
maiiable countenance, or witneaaing any atrikiog occnrroKe, he was accnatomed, by 
the instant use of hie pencil, to preaerre its remembrance; sometimes, even on bis nail& 

In 1730, he married the only daughter of Sk James lliamfailL This union was, in- 
deed, a stolen one. But the growing reputation of Hogaith at length effected a reom- 
dliatian with his bther-in-law ; and bis Harlot's Progress, published in 1731, an- 
nounced to the pnhUc the rich acquisition c£ a Cffluic Painter. His merit now became . 
oonsjHcnons; and his pencil acquired, at ereiy exertion, additional repvtatioa. His 
Marriage A-la-mode, produced in 1 7M, gave rise to the celebrated comedy of the 
Clandeetine Marriage. In 17S3, he pnUished bis Analysis of Beauty. In this work be 
l^oves, by a Tariely of examplea, that ^' a curre is the line of beau^, and that nnnd 
BwellingfiguresaTeiDoetpleasingtotheeye." An opinion confnned by subsequent writers. 

The dose of bis life was emfaitterBd by a satirical contention with CbnrcbiU and Mr. 
Wilkes. Hogaith caricatured Churchill, and Chnrchiil lampooned Hogarth. " Nerer," 
My* Lord Oifiird, " did two angry men, of their aiulitieB, throw mud with Ins del- 
teri^." Both, it may be added, were much nearer their end than, prolsbly, either of 
tham imagined. Churchill, it is true, in bis poem of lodepeodence, poblisbed the last 
week of September 1764, with scareelyjastifiabk Beverity of sanasm, thus announces 
the d^wrtoj gaaut of his antagooiB^— 

Etcd 10 Ibe llf;, mi Hifrtk Utiue uv." 
He knew, howerer, that Hogarth, though his beahh was ri^bly in a declining state, liad 
reoentlj given proofe of a BtiU yigorous genius. 

On the ZSth of October 1764, Hogarth came, in a Teiy weak condition, hot raaark^ 
cbeei^ htm hta boose at Chiswick, to that in Leicester ¥M6a ; and, receiving an 
agreeable letter from Dr. Franklin, wrote a rongh copy of his answer: but, on going to 
bed, was seized with a sndden sickness, rung hia bell with a violence which broke it, 
and died in about two hour& He waa interred at Cbiswick, where there ia a monument 
coected to hia memory, with an epitaph written by hia friend Gamck. Jt is reraai^hle, 
that Chorchill, in all prabslnlity, never beanlaf bis deceeae; baring himself exfured, in 
Fiance, a few days after, November S, 1764. 

Hogarth has the gloiy cf forming a school, and the maater remains nnrivalled by his 
acfaoLiis. Hepunts to tbe understanding, aad the heart; and bis pictures may eerre 
as annala of tbe mamieia of the age! He is, in painting, what Fielding is in romance, 



HUME. 

David Hume, dot ecletmlcd lustorian, wta bora at Ediobn^, April S6, 17)1. 
Hia binilj, tbraigfa noblj allied, wunotiich, uidluwuajimiigerlirotbBr; but, « [U- 
koopber froiD luB earliest age, be seenied to haTe no oUur deaire than to proaecnta Ui 
■tudiea mth aidour. In 1734, he attunpted to settle at Biistol ; bat WHin fcnnd tliat 
scene totallj uuuitable to his dispositions. He then passed three yean of niral ivtiifr 
meat in Frtmce, on a |Jan of very ri^ Irugality: first, at Rheims; bat, cbiedy, at la 
PKche, Id Anj<ni, where beconpowd his TreatiBe of Hunan Nature. In 1737, heoHH 
to London ; and, the jeai foUoinng, published this work, which he had meditatHi em 
while at the uniTeiaity with much eipectiliim of sncceaa i but, to n*e hi* OWB emphatio 
eqireauDn, " it lell dead-born ftma the prats." 

He was cheetfol, thoogh dis^ipmntad. In 1743, the fint part of hii Btamja wm 
hetter recdied. His talents obtained him IHeDda ; and, in 17411, he waa engaged bj 
the marqais of Anandak, whose Mate <S mind required ao intelligant attandaat. He 
afterwards, in 1746, became secTtlsij to ganaral St. Clair i whom he attended in an expa- 
&&>a oa the coast of Franca; as well as ob his militaij embaiaj, in 1747, to the conrta 
of VieimaaiMl Tiuiii. He now concdied hirosatf independeBt, as he eaja in his own 
bfe, bong "master of near a thousand pounds." 

InUfilthe published his Pohticsl Discourses, which was his onlj^wnfc that snccaeded 
on the firvt pobUcation. Three years afterwards, he gave two Tolnmes at his Hixtovy of 
England. But such was it's recsplico, that he seems, (or once, to have kat hii phik>- 
aofJiy ; and, had it not been for the war, prc^naed " to chauga his Dame, and nerv 
more to have returned to his nstive coontiy." He, however, renewed bia intre^adity; 
and, baring completed his History, it obtained a lery high degree of celebrity. 

In 1763, he was invited by the earl of Hertford, to accompany Mm sa secretaiy oa his 
ambssay to Paris ; and, in the summer of 176S, wus left there cbai^ d'aflidna. In 
1766, he quitted France ; where bis fashionable philoao|diifal opiruous bad obtained him 
tlte panegyiicsof the literati, the nobility, the lBdie8,aiiileTen princes of the blood; and, 
soon after his return to Scotlaad, he was appointed under aecretary of state to genaral 
CoDway. His fiwtune had now beenao much augmented, that when he returned to Edii^ 
bui^, in 176S, he poaeessed an income of lOOW.- per annucu. SnrrooDded by lilanry 
friends, he passed his latter years in the cafan eqjoyments of pbiloBi^y, and tha da* 
li^tful contemplation of a reputation gradually increasing. He assvts, in the account 
ofhisownlife, (hat bis friends nerer had occadon to rindicata any onedrcumstancaof his 
character and cirndDct: "not," adds he, " but that the zealots, we may well soppoaS) 
would bale been ^ad to invent and propagate any story to my disadvantage, but ih&y 
could never find any which they thought wooldwear the&ceoTprohalHlity." He was 
attacked, in the spring of IT/fi, by a disorder in his bowels; which gave him so little 
alarm, that he tells ns, only four loonths prior to its proving mortal, " notwithstanding 
the great decline of his person, he bad never sofibred a moment's abatement i£ hii spi- 
rits; that he possessed Uie same ardour as ever in his study, and the ssme gaiety in couk 
paay; insomuch that, were he to name a period of his life iriuchhe should most chooea 
to pass over again, he mi^t be teraplad to point to this latter period." Ha died, at 
Edioburgh, Angust 26, 1776^ 

HoDie, in bis metaphysical eassys, has veiled, by a poUshed dictim, the most penici- 
oos senlimenta. He ta accused by manyof an unreasonable scepticism. Hia Histoij 
of Englaod'is better ipiown than his philoaopbicnl writings. It <Us|dayB, in general, 
eveiycbarmof elaborate compoaition, and an acntenesa which captivatea the reader; bat it 
ia not entitled to onqnidified praise as a bithihl and on impartial nanativa. 



DR. JOHNSON. 

This great dictator ia tin repablic of letten, who isled tduB^, by tbe mer« atmgUi 
of hU abililiBa, to the Srat seat i/lileror^ enuneiice, and oontiiiDed, dnring life, to piv- 
serre the mraited situBtkn, with HttU biitj, aod with leu oppoaitiDti, wu boni ca the 7th 
of Septemlier 1709, Ht Lichfield; when hia btfaer wsa a bookseller and BtatiaoeT. 

He iras a prodigy of early understanding ; and, while at l.JchCeid ocbocd, pidefTgd 
books and craiierBBtioa to the usnal pufrile amnsemraila. 

About the age of fifteen, havins paid a long visit to a relation, hia sdndaiaBta' nA- 
wd to receife him agaia op the Muodatioo; and he went, fn* some time, to the idioiJ 
of SiDBriiiidge, hi WonxsteiBhiie. AAar remaining aboot two yearaat borne, hewaa, 
is October 1728, mtHwl a oommoner <£ Penbroka coUega, Ox£>rd, and soon lu^j 
diatiagiushed himeeC He was, bowerer, preiented from rBmuniny kng enosghfiira 
degTBe,bjtheciraim9taiiceaofhiabtbeT; wbodiediD.1731, afew muotha after hi* ra- 



in 1732, he waa oonali^ned to seek his bread, as an naber at the sdiool of Msfat 
Boeworth, in Leicceterthire ; where he led a most miaenble life; till Mr. Hector, ao 
old BebooHeQoir, kindhf invitad bim to Birmingham. With Hub gentleman, who was as 
minant Boigemi, be remded while he translated Father Lobo'a Voyage to Jitrfaama. 

In 1734, he returned to Licb£eld ; and, the yua fiJlowing, married Mrs. Portw, a 
nwrcer'a widow, of Birrain^um, twenty yeaia older than himselE She had a fbrtnnie </ 
0^ht hundred poanda, and he now opened a boarding ai^demj, at E<Liali near 1-i<*b fif>H ; 
where, in a year and a half, he obtained only three pupils, one of whom waa Gaitkk, 
He, thenJbre, discontinued his school ; and, having written the tragedy rt Irene, deter- 
mined on trying his fortune in LondbiL In this resolution be was jdoed bj his cele- 
brated pupil, who intended to study the law; and, in March 1739, theee two extraordi- 
nary chanctara entered the netr<^i(^ togethar. Johnaon soon becaine acqnainted with 
Mr. Cave, the original printer <tf the Gentleman's Magamne; and, by his recommenda- 
tics, with several bn^sellerfl and bternry characters. After having combated i^nmne. 
rabte difficnlties, the adminihle Life of hii old companim. Savage, nade its qipearance, 
and hia fame begwi rapidly to increase. In 1746, be was engaged to ciim[Hle his cde- 
iHsted English DicUonary, which was not completed tin May 1751^ Mr. Gairick, in the 
mean time, brooght oot Irene, in 1749, which was by no means sncceatAiL His iaesti- 
mabte Rnnibler commenced in 1750; in 17&3, he hist hia wife; in 17*8, began theldla', 
and wrote Rasselas in a few days, that he might be enabled tovintbia dying mother; and, 
in I7B3, the king, to reifard his extraordiuiry merits, granted'liim apeBdmof 9M(. aymr- 

la 17^ he paUishedhis Shakspeere; but, IrCHntbat peeiod, till the pnUkatian ofliii 
Lives of the Poets, in 177B, be had ao much indii^poatioD, and bis company wB# So 
greatly et^roeeed by Mr. Thrale and his literaij lardy , that be inote little else (ban hia far 



>nthel3thofDeaeraberl7S4,inthe76lby(arofhiaage; and wu buried ia 
Weatminster Abbey, close to the grave of his friend Ganick. AnDblemDnumentliaaeinoe 
been erected to his memory, ia St. Panics cathedraL 

To say, that Dr. Samnel Johnsm, who thns excelled in the art of acomanlating hnamn 
vrisdom, and in the talmt of iriddy iHt fitring H to other*, had infinnitiea, and even iwwr- 
fediims; is only to aay, that he wu a man : but few mm have been frem from fi'^ties,

This profound orieBtalkt and diitinguidKd scbolar wbb bora in Londim, io 17M | 
)nt, haTinglost his Guber when he wae thne yean afage, the on oTloB education d» 
Tolnd upon his mother, who ma eminently quelified for the tulu In hi» finrth year, 
ha wafl able to read any En^iah book, distinctly and Ta[»dLy. At the close of his a^ 
Tenth, he wita pUced at Hairow-fichnol ; and, at finl, was ralber remarked for diligence 
and applicatioJ^^ lian tor pupcriority of talents. During his ninth year, his stadiea were 
interrapted by n br<^n tliigh ; and, on his return to school, be was placed in tbe sanie 
cbsa he would hate attained, had that accident not occurred. Aflsr bdi^ sulfjected to 
^KiTporal pnniahments and degiadatitMlB for tbe oon-peribnnance of tasks be bod never 
becot instructed in, bis emulation was roused, and he daroted biniself to the pemaaJ of 
elementary treatises, bj which he obtained sncb fundamental knowledge, that, in tbe 
course of a few months, he was at tbe bead of bis class. In his twelfth year, be was 
moved to the upper school, and for two years be wrote exercises for many boys in tlw aa- 
perior classes. At seventeen, he was removed to tbe university of Oilbrd ; and after a 
ftw months was elected one of tbe four scbaUrson the fonndation of Sir Sinuni Bennett. 
His early partiality lor OiMotal literatnie now displayed Itself, in the study rf Arabic ; 
he Boon discovered the connection between tbia and tbe Persian, and made himself 
master of the <mly Persian grammar then extant 

Having accepted tbe office oTtotor to Lord Altborp, now Earl Spencer, in the coarse of 
tiie summer following, afeUowsbipwBsbeatowedonbini,andsucb werehiahahitBof eo^ 
noray, that be cooudered this as an ample freelu^ wbichf if he had obtained ■ year 
sooner, would probably have mduced bia to have declined the delicate and reqwndbte 
taskof a preceptor. In tbe Hummer of 1767, the Kii^ of Denmark bong upon a visit in 
this country, Mr. Jones undertook the traaelatioD of >D Eastern manuscript, ooatainin^ 
tbe Ufe of Nadir Sbab, into French; and this work, however aid nous and unpleasant, 
was completed in the course of a year. Toirards tbe end of 17f(S, he accompanied tbe &■ 
mi^ of Lord Spencer to Ihe ciHitinent. RetumiiigbenceinlbefidlowingyBBr, bedeter- 
Bdned upon commoicing a new course irf liie ; and, reiuguing bia charge in this noble (a- 
mily, devoted hhnself to the study of tbe law, and in 1770 was admitted of tbe Temple. 

Inl772, Mr. Jooes was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society: he had previonsly, in 
1768, taken tbe degree of A.B. ; but, oolj keeping tbe (eime occasionally, be did not take 
bia master's di^ree till 1773- In 1773 be also poUiabed his Conmentaries on Asiatic 
Foetiy. In January 177^ be was called to tlie bar. His legal Celebris increaung, ha 
was appcuntcd Judge of tbe Supreme Court of Judicature in Bengal, and married tbe eld- 
eat dw^^ter of tbe Bishop of St As^ib. In April 17S3, be embarked for India. In tbe 
Intervals ol bis pnilesuonal duties in India, he Ibnoded a society lor the establisbment of 
Oriental Utcntnre, and nude seveiat eicursions into the interior of thecoonlry. He 
ms inde&t^ble in the study of the Saoecrit, &c His {dan fa tbe administrati(« of 
the laws m India was highly approved of by Lord Cnnwallis. 

In I7IM, Lady Jones returned to England on account of ill hcalt]]. Sir William's in- 
tentiiv was to have followed her ; but the progress of a complaint, which eventually 
proved an inflammation of tbe bver, baffled bis hopes, and terminated bis **Ti9tftnre in 
April 1794. His EiuKial was attended by all tbe respectable inhabitants of Calcotta, and 
all^the hownra due to his public station. His works an too Tohuuiaons for **■ 1 i''ii't^ 
here; batitispohapa the greatest tribotc to his ntemory, to record that ha was salBura 
beUnerin, and ftcoistant observer of, tbe precepts gf Ghriatianilif.

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BEN JONSON. 

Our poet, Bbh Jov bov, the Iniit i^ ■ poattminans birth, waa bora, Jane II, 1574, 
aboDt ■ mcnth atW Ihe death irflue father, ■ clargjniBii, in Hartaham-lBoe, Chuing-msa. 
Hb reca>«d * nust eiceUent edncatioo, Ht Westminst«'-achod,itiidBr th« learned Camden. 
But his motber having; married a bricktajer, he was lor some lime obliged to labour at 
that humiliating empki;. He quitted it. In disgnat, and commenced soldier; in which 
character be went ahniad, and diatinguished himaelf by killing one of the enemy in u^t 
d' both anmes. Of this drcomstance he was eier afterwarda not a httle vain. On lua 
retom heme, he joined a company of strolling players ; and was aflerwaids engaged at 
an obgcnre theatre near Shoreditch, called the Green Cortain, from which the present 
Cnrta^-Toad derives Ihe name it bears. He soon commenced writing triBee tor the etaga £ 
botwaanot, at firat, »erj successfiJ as a poet ; and, aa a perfjnoer, nerer. His acting 
is deecribed as awkward and mean ; and hia temper ia said to have been ron^ and on- 
tractatda. He chieAj dietinguisbed himself, at thia period, by a dii^witha1nt>theTactor; 
whom ha killed, though the Aword of his adversary, ten inches longer than bJa own, bad 
wounded him in Che arm. For this he waa impriaoocd ; and, as it is eipresoed, " bnm^t 
near the galhnra," but aRerwards pardoned. Onhisen]arge^lent,abo^^lKP5,hama^ried, 
aa he describes her, '^ a shrew, yel honest to him," and laboured to au|^ioTt his lamily 
by his pen. Much to the hoaoor of Shakspcare, he found, in that immortal bard, tlw 
kindest patron ; Gir, «i accidentally seeing a piny which Jcmson had written, he imme- 
diately brought it out, at his own theatre, and himself represented one of the cfaaracten. 
Thna encouraged to proceed, he ueit wrote that adnuialde conedy, Eteiy Man in hia 
Hainotir,perfbrmedon thesamestagein 1598; and, aRer this, which was hia firat printed 
dramatic piece, continued regularly to produce a new play annnaDy, till the year 1600, 
when he began to devote himself to the amusements of the eourt. He Dov commenced 
writing occasional masques, &c. which are to be nmBidered aa the lifter e&brts of hia 
muse, InHP which he sometimes retired to the caltiiation of hia comic genius. 

In 1610, was produced his celebrated^ AlchynusL He now ^tew into eminence; 
which clearly appears, by the incessant attacks irfa herd of witlings. It most be acknow- 
ledged, that JonsoD was desimue of ruling with a despotic sceptre, and never inclined to 
use condiiatniy measuras. In 1613, he made the tour of Prance; and, in 1617: King 
James oppinnted him poet-laoreat. He now presided in the Eng^h Parnassus. The 
salary was then only 100 marks per annum; but Jonson presented, in 1B30, apoetical 
petition to King Cbarles, praying that his majesty would make hia maAs, pounds : wludi 
he obtained ;with,at the same time, thegrantoT^^atierceof Canary Spanish wine yearly, 
during his life, ont of his majeety^s cellars at Whitehall,** of whicb there is no mention 
in the former grant. At the close of this year, he travelled into Scotland, to visH Drom- 
mond of Hawthornden, who has preserved many curious particulars respecting our poet. 
The latter plays of Jouson biled to please ; his health decayed ; and he nas afflicted by 
age and poverty. Charles 1- occasionally relieved his distresses ; yet was he reduced to 
wnte, what he called, an Epistle Mendicant. After long wasting with a disuse of the 
paralytic kind, he died, August IS, 1637, and wna interred in W«tminster-abbey. 

Jonson was never loi^, popular. His learning stifled his gcnias ; and, perii^ia, hia 
geoins waa not exquisite. His verses are generally harsh ; and though this poet was 
considered, bj himself and hia trieuda, as the formidable rival of Shakspeare, posterity 
has not sanctioned this o|nnioiL Yet it must be admitted, that some of his comedies 
equal any on the atage, where they still deservedly keep tbdr atation, as itock piece*. 



LAVATER. 

John Caspar Lavatee, the most eelebratod pbjBiogoonilgt erer knowti,aTery 
regpeot»blepoet,aiiil<uiBminentljpiouediTii», twelfth child of Heniy I«™ter, a tAra- 
atia at Zurich ia Switzerland, wu twin there cm the ISth of Norember 1741. At htcq 
jesiB of age, he entered the Latin school ! and, from about this period, hia mental ftctiltieB 
nnfiilded themselTes, ft etrong seiue cf religion dawned in his boBom, and the genu of hie 
enthnsiagtic nrdonr bc^an to expand. His imagination was now continuallj at woi^ to 
ooDceive and plan what m^t t.pfeBi nncommon and extraordinaiy. He mingiod with 
hia school studies mechanical operaticas, and discovered genins and inTcntion in his 
anrasements. Hia dihgence in learning, when he reaibed the uj^ier.claseea, was im- 
proTsd bj a atroi^ deshe to emulate students of superior talents; and, with a mode of 
thinldng, original, Uberal, and manly, he earlj wrote moral and religious eatajs, both in 
prose and Terse, which obtained bun the heart* rfhis aiontrjmen, and he never lost them. 
In June ilUB, he married a very amiable jooug tad;, daughter of an eminent mer- 
chant; and after bang deacon and preacher to the orphan honse . at Zurich, && aome 
jears, the pariahionera c* St. Peter, the onlj persons in the whoU canton who han the 
privilege of chosing their own miniater, elected him, in 17B8, Sist pastor. 

At the request rf the Hehettc Sooetj, he first wrote his popular Swiss Soum. He 
pobUshed three odlections of Hjmns, or Spiritual Songs; two rolumes of Odes in blank 
versa; Jesns Messiah, or the EvEug^ist* and Acts of the Apoatks, a poetical historj of 
oar Saviour, with sereutj-two engravings from his own deaipia ; the Secret JouriBlof a 
Sdf Observer; and Aphorisms, translated into English, by his coontrjioBn, fBlIow.Btndent, 
and feithful friend, Henij FuseU, Esq. oar celebrated painter of imagination. MoMof 
these pnductioos, and partjcslsrly the two last, un™l his secret transactions, and discover 
the soisatioDS of his heait; with which, it may sa&ly be asserted, every good heart will 
ieel genetally in DnisiHi. All these, were fruits of hia genius and ability, independent of 
that vast WMfc, the labour of many years, on which hia great feme is chiefly fbunded, his 
celebrated Eswja on Physiognomy, 3 vols. 4to, with a vast nmnber o( illnstrative en- 
gravings. These Essays, which fbrm an astonishing assemblage of orifmal ideas, cirioua 
observations, subtle snd refined reastukg, nice feeUng, and phihinthropic and pious 
Beutimenta, have been translated into all the priodpal languages i^ Europe. 

This grtat and good man, when Zurich was taken by storm, September 39, 1799, had 
jnat given vrine, snd tendered mooey, to a miscreant French soldier, who inhumanly shot 
him throng the ude. Even while be languished with this latal wound, he wrote and 
dictaled lettara, supposed to ha written by the Apostle Paul before his Conversioo ■ sod 
his last literary production, Zurich at the B^inning rf the Nineteenth Century, a' very 
Biariledpoem, was finiahed on|ja fortnight before his d^lh. He had also conmmecd a 
walk, wiuchhe called his Swan's Smg, or the last Thoughts of a departiiwChristiau on 
JpSBs of Na^ueth, but Itnnd himself inc^iahle of bringing it to a eonclnsttKi. 

He died on Friday, January!, 1801; leanng a daughter, Lonisa, married to M. Gen- 
ner, who has pobhahcd memrara of her lather's life. 

Lavater, in his various writmgs, ia not without some amatl pottian tj paradoi; and 
aorae traits of that myatidsm, vhish gives u character of eitravagBDce and «thuaiasm to 
vrfaaterer is unsusceptible of being dentoustrated and defined with matbematiai pred- 
aoa. It is, however, abundantly manrfest, that he waa acttiated, in alt he proposed, and 
all he perfinmed, by an ardent desire to (oumote the hononr of Ged, the bte of truth, 
and the good cf hia fUhnr-mortais. 



DR. LETTSOM. 

JOHK ecuJUET LETTS0ilwBBoiuaftwiiM,baminDecaiiIiert741>blVaii]>^ 
Ishnd, DSar Tortola, within the veige of the tropics. At the ^e of uz Jtm he ma 
WDt to England tor his edncation, and ma idaced nnder the protecticHi of Ml. Father- 
gill, B preacher m the Socie^ i£ Friends, and brother to the celebratsd Dr. John Fo> 
thorgiU. By the fbrmer, young Letlsom was eotiuated to the care of Dr. SutdiflT, to .. 
whom he was apprenticed. He was afterwards entered at St. Thomas's haapita], where 
he acquired those habits of industry, by which the whole of his after life 'was atrangly 
(jmracteiized. He remained there two years, and then retained to his nativa conntiy, 
in order to take possession of the pn^>erty, which had fallen to bim by the death of hia 
bther and elder brother. Thia pioperty, however, consisted of leiy little, iKrades % 
numberof staves; whom, to his eternal lioaoar, he immediately emancipated. 

Haling thna 1^ hhusalf in a nuutner destitnte, ha Battled for a short time at Tortola 
its a medical practitioner, and soon established a very respectaUe ^Hactice. He after- 
wards visited the universities of Edinbnrgh and Leyden; at the latter, he took the degree 
of KLD. From L^den be again canM to Loodon, where he commenced practice usder 
the palTon^e of Dr. Fotbeigill. The same "ear, he iras admitted a licentiate of the 
Royal CoU^i^ PbydcianBi the year fcHowii^, elected F.S.A. and, the year after, 
F.R-S. and very sorai afterwards F.L.S. 

His popularity, as a friend 1o science, andatillmoivsoBsaphilanthnqnst, nowr^iidly 
advanced. His snbseqnent marriage with a very amiable lady, who broutj^t him a Don- 
saderable fortune, f^ve him additional opportnnitiee of eKercising those fbelings t^ hene^ 
voleoce towards hia fellow creatures in distress, which had long g4awed m his bosom. 
Hia correspondence with peraois of the firat eminence, both in Europe and America, 
attended to almost every nsme there recorded in the annals of science, Hterature, and b^ 
nevolence. Or. Lettsom belonged to almost every literary imititutiro in the world : he 
was a member of no less than sixteen nniiersities: afellow oftbeRoyal CoUegeirf'Phy 
ncians, Edinbui^h j and ofneaHyeveryother medical society in Englandand America. 
He was treasurer and one of the fbunden of the Royal Humane Society, and vice-presi- 
dent of the London Fhiloat^ihical Society ] in which honourable chair he was succeeded 
by his Royal Highness the Duke of SoBblk. 

Of the writings of Dr. Lettsom it is imposuble here tog^ve even a list; they embnce 
•wietyof interesting tojacs, every one of them tending to prcmote the great ends of 
Ktence or imivcrsal benevolence. His last httle work was a pamphlet, entitled *^ Becol- 
factions of Dr. Bush." Tt was written hut a tew weeks prior to his death. The mana- 
•cript was put into the bauds of the writer c^ this, with a modest request, that he mi^it 
Dot be " permitted to di^race himself as an author in his old ag;e.'* Those who have 
hod the pamphlet will not need to be informed that Dr. Lettsom's powers had snffn^ 
BOthing by age. This worthy and celebrated phyaidan died af^r a short illness, on 
Wednesday, the 1st of November 1B15 ; and his remains were interred in the Friends* 
bnrial ground, Little Coleman-etreet, Bnnhill-row. The real value of Dr. Lettsan'g 
obaracter was known only to those who had constant opportunitjeeofviewinghimbothin 
public and private life. Thon^, by artful and designing individuals, he was broo^ into 
Dooaiderable pecnniaiy embarrasanents towards the dose <£ his dap ; yet the general 
tenv of his life was governed by the principles of hraunr and integrity. The *^ Life and 
Correspondence of Ih. Lettsom " have been puUiahed in three 8va vols.bj Mr. Pelti- 
grew, wbahas done ample ju«tica to the noBwraiiB merits of hia fiiend.

LINNiEUS. 

The illiutnoiH CHARLCa ton LiHN^trs, oneofthegreatest naturaluU thevoWd 
ha§ ever producfld, knight of the polar fllAT, foiinderuul fint presideot of the tfadtfuy at 
Stockhohn, profesKir of botan; in the tmirersitj oTUpsal, bhIbii hoDorary member of al- 
most eiery scientific society b Europe, was born MHj31,l7D7i*tIloe8faHh,intheSir»- 
dish pnmncx <i SnuJand. From the time he leA his cradle, he abuMt lired in hia father's 
gardeii, which was pleated irith some of the rarer ahmbfl and floweia ; and, as be adrai^ 
eed in youth, he nerer ceased harassing his psreot with qoeatiaos, about the names, qoa- 
lities, and nature, of ever; plant he aaw. Whilst at school, he employed the honra allottnl 
to fiaj in hunting after plants, and was hence called ^^ the Uttle botanist ^^ but his maater 
i»st«d this piupansjty. Eveo at this early period be had famed an Ho^iannm ; and hia 
plaits wereda^ed according to Toumefnt'a system. Prom school he went to the nni- 
Tersi^of Luiid,andtha]c« tothe&mouannivcrntyof ITpsaL Here, ^^lersitly hjaca- 
ieal, be became known to the venenble Celsns, who was so stmck with lus intimate Iedow. 
ledge ofplants, that he demred Linueus to bring his Herbarium along with huii,andli>e 
with him free oCewerj expense. Here, seeing a leriew, in the Le^eic Commenlaries, of 
Tullant'a Disconrse on the Structure of Flowers, which strod^y incnkates the wecs tf 
flantt, Limuens was induced to be mare attentiie to their stamina and piMilla, which, 
after diligent obserraticn, he found to vary as much as the petals themselTea. Cmnmit- 
ting the results to writing, Celsus highly approred of this manuscript, and sent it to 
Hndbec, who expressed much satififeclion, and in consequence desired Linnnis to be sent 
(a him. The issue of this meeting was the appcdotment of the latter as lecturer, in the 
TOOD of Rndbec, who wished to retire. Here, inthe year 1730, LinnKos, although cmly 
taien<)F.4Amjrearto^age, delirered his first lecture in the oniTeruty of Upsal, wbuh was 
received by the pnfessors.with the most Satteiing; maib of ^iprobation. Rodbec also 
appointed him tutor to his sons, and in the hoose ot this aged professor he etyojed ererf 
f^portuni^ of farther impromnent. 

Two years after, with the wish of GnetaTUS, he was af^xnnted bytheUpeal royal ac^ 
demy of adencee to maketbe tour of Lapland, lor the purpose of exploring' the plants of 
the arctic r^inus. — This gave rise to his Giat immortal work, the Flora Lappenics, which 
strongly excited the attention ofthehotaniat and the world towanla the KXual^ttem^ao 
long the obiect of hia studies, and which at len^ftb triumphed over the olgectirais <€ 
Heister, of Haller, of Alston, and eiCD those of BaffoD ) after whoin, Cdsus, and othen, 
he named some of his plants. 

In 173s, after having travelled over the coutiaent, he took his doetOT's degree, and 
published the first sketch otWei^iteualfalura. In 17S6 he vinted England, and ia 
173il made an excursion to Paria, and ultfanately returned to Stockholm, and settled tture 
as a physician. In 1760, the Imperial Academy at St. Peteisborgb oflered a pr«ainm 
for the best paper on thesexea of^antai this prenuum was gained by Liunims. In 177^ 
be became paralytic, and lost his memory. In Jamiai? 177B, he resigned his prdessor- 
ahip, and was rewarded by the king with a double pension, and had landed property s^ 
tied on him and hia family lor ever. After nlmost ereiy possible honour had been paid 
to his abilities both sthome and abroad, he died ■■ the 1 1th of Janaary 1778, at the 
age of 71- Tbe court and anirersity went into manming : — he was buried at Upnl, at 
&t expeaae of the state ; and, in the kill's anmiBl speech, bis death was mentioned as 
apuUktloas. 



LOCKE. 

JoHlT LociE, (HH of oar gnatest philosopben, wm bora at Wiiii|;t(Hi, dot Bristol, 
A(ignat39,lS32. WIwii tbe civil war bnke out, his bther wu a capUia in the pariia- 
■nent's Bsrice : the son, bowenr, iweiTed hia cdocBtion at Wegtmiiutsr, and (ftarwardB 
became a stndeat at Cbristchurch, OifmiL In 10SS, havjof; taken his degree in aita, 
be appjjed himsalf to phyaic; but, thoogb he ocqaired Home repute at Oiibrd, bia fnUa 
constitatun discamaged him tram paniiiiig it aa a profesBian. Ha denied Ida firat 
rdiab ibr the Btady of |diilosopbj frttm tlie vrritij^ of Deecaitn; which be alwaja 
foQud perapicuona, bat not always amtoining sentimHita which be cmld ^ipnne. 

In 1666, an accidental introduction to lord Aabley, subwqmntl; earl of Sbafteabiuy, 
whom be cared of a dangaroos abeceaK in tbfi breast, gave him a raluable patron* Two 
yeais alter, be was elected a fellow of tlie nryal sodety ; and, in 1670, beg;an to aketcb 
the pUn of his Esaaj on Human ITnderstanding. In IS74, he tnielled mta Franca; 
and, bong inclinable to a coDSamption, paued a conuderable time at Montpellier, oot 
inattentiTO to the progress c^ his great wort In 1679, be retnnud to England, at tlie 
deure of his patron ; but, m leaa then half a year, followed the earl into Halland, who 
Aed fi'oin BngkiHi, to aT<Hd a prosecution for high-treason. ImAb hims^ was atron^y 
suspected, l^ govenunent; and our philoaophar lost bis atudent's [4ace at Oxford, io 
consequence of an onkrlitMnChaHeelL Adnunistnitioo demanding him tiroDi thaStatai 
of Holland, be withdrew into ctHKaahaait; and passed the year in writing serenl bocAs, 
and peitectioiung' bis Essay. 

At the gloiiona rerolutkiD in 16B8, he came oiar with the Beet wliich tam^t the 
princess of Orange: and, b 16B9, published both his celebrated Essay on Human 
Uoderstanding; and his two Treatises oa Govenunent, fully viodicatii^ the princqilca 
on which the rerohrtioa was fimnded. He mi^t now lure obtained a ywj cmsidBraUa 
poat. For the only reward o! his past snffenaga, he accepted that of conunissiDDci' of 
^peals, worth 300L per wnnnm. It was led to his choice, to go alstiad in a poblic 
character; bat he pr^rrad withdrawing into a delightful retreat, at Oatsa, in Bsaei, 
the seat of Sir Francis Masham. He foond a congenial mind in Lady Masbsm, who 
r^arded him with the Section of a Totarist Several of his wotlia were prodaced in tHa 
retirement. In 1G9A, he was made eommiasioner of trade and plantation; whieh, in 
1700, his infirm state of bealth ccmpelled hijD to resign. In I69Z, be drew np the ex- 
cellent Report of the Boaid of Trade, to the Lords Justices, rupecting the relief aod 
employment ctOie poor; a tract whidi well merits the allentian of the Ugislatore. 

Onthe28tborOctob«l7l>4,l>e<liMl°ff>B>st>"^ his coustitaticHiBl disonbT; and 
was mtetred in the church at Oatea, nhere there is an inscription written by hinualC 
His works, which are naaieronf, have been jnblished by Biahop Law, in three vdmaea 
felio, in (oar vobimea qnarto, and lately in nine vobnnea octavo, fimniig a noUe and a 
durable DOSDmeDt. 

Locke, as a met^hyaidan, analyzed the hmnao mind, and tiaced its operatioB* with 
a marvellous sagadly; and, as apoUlician, be (nforced the principle of toleradon, and 
the love of liberty. With regard to religion, he prolesaed bimsetf '> in perfect cbarilj 
withal! men; and in a sLncere commnnion with the church of Christ, by what nanw act. 
ever it m^ht he distingniahed." In a private letter, l«dj Maaham saja, " his death, 
like his life, was truly [ioas; yet natural, nay, and nnaSected: nor can time, I think, 
aver produce a more enuncnt mample of naacD and religion, than ha waH> Bvil^ and 
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re strong pTDof§ of poe^kaJ g«iiiii& Tn 1625^ he be- 
B atodent of Chriat's cdb^, Camlnidj^i and reniiiniiig (here MTen ;«an, took 
his mutei'a decree. He wea intended for the church ; bnl felt tbet he coutd not COB- 
Bdentioiisl? accept the eacred office. His bther, in the meeii time, luvii^ retiied on a 
bandaome cnnpetenc;, to Horton, in BucldDgfaunshire, he resided at iiome for eome 
yean ; diligeutlj etudjici^ the beet Greeli end Latin aatlion, as well be coltiTating aHa 
■od adeitces. Dwii^ thia period, be write his inoomparalide Masque of Conms ; hia 
chaimiiig L'Allegro aod II Fenseroso ; and his celebrated Monody of LyfJdas. 

InthespnngDflS38,withlettenofTwoiDmeDdationfromSirHuTjWottoa, pnmst 
of Eton, who had fbrmerlj reeided at Venice as amlnssador to James !■ he went on lus 
travels bio France and Italy; and was ever; where receiied with the Tespect doe to his 
eitraordiiiBiy talents. Soon after his relurn, which wag in 'August 1638, he ronned an 
araifaawiml institution in Aldersgale-street,'BDd became attached to Oliver Cromwell'i 
party. With such eameetneesi indeed, did he engage against SalmBHina's Defence of 
CharleaL and oTMansrchy, that hia sight, said to have heen hefbre dim, was conpletelj 
ket by intense ^^lication. Onr poet, however, being now secretaTj ta Oliver CromwEll, 
began to think seiioBBlj oT prodnclng aoBe worii of importance adeqaata to his oim jolt 
aensef^the dignified powers of hie comprehenuve mind. The result was, that after 
" long cho^og and banning Isle," he commenced that moat stupendons and subline 
poem. Paradise Loflt; a work which, whatever may be its fanlts, certainly excels, on Uie 
whcJe, every production of modem ogee, ozid ranks with the very first poeras of antiqiutj. 

It was not till after the Restoration, when he vras included in tiw general pardon, vrtlich 
extended to all bnt the actual regicides, that he broii|^tthis divine poem to acompletioa. 
It has heen the reproach of his age, that the copy^-right pn>dnced him, at first, only five 
ponnds; with a contingency of two other equal sums, aa the sale of two thousand six 
hundred copies, nukmg in the whole no mere than fifteen ! 

The domestic lift Of this transcendent poet appears to have been peculiarly unfortu- 
■ata. In 1643, be married Maiy, daogfater oTRichaid Powell, Esq. a loyal Oifbrdahire 
nagiatiate; who, a few weeks after,oD prvteoce of visiting her relations, quitted him, 
and reJiised to return. Disgnstsd by sncb treatment, be not only published tracts in 
favonr of divorce, but actually paid his addresses to anoUier lady ; this induced Mis. 
Milton toiclent; and, in ISlt, thmwing herself at his feet, she obtained his for^vaneas. 

Ha 
soon after married Catherine, daughter of Captain Woodcock ; and lost her also in child- 
Mith, within a year; In 1S62, he married his third irile, Elizabeth Minshnll, dangfatn 
of a Cheshire gentleman, to whom he left almost the whole of his properly : hia cbildren, 
it aeons, Che youngest excepted, having *^ sold his hooka to the dunghill women,^ com- 
tined with and adviaed bia serrants to cheat him, left him and neglected him on accoont 
of his blindness, and even iminovsly expressed wishes for bis death. 

Ha had, for many years, been afflicted by the gout; and died, Novembgt_ B, 1674, 
with all tha calmness and composure of an exemplary Christian, at his house in fiunhill- ~~ 
Gelds. The funeral was uDmeronsly and splendidly attended, and lus remmnt wen de- 
poBtcai in the chancel itf SLffilo, Cr)ppI(^Ble,iiearthoM(f hil&tlKr.

Id ISOT, hemaiTitdtbeddestdiuigbteraf Mr. Col(e,of NnrhalljinEnei; mbiBB, 
takaigahmiaaiDBucklerBbDr;, he resiuiiedhiapractiaeof tbefanr: bat the arcnoMlBiica 
thatniiadbia repntation oiaat, was hii elediaa aa a member of tbepailiameDt numicm. 
ad bj Henry VIL His Tigoroos oppoaition to thig raoDarch^s danaod of a kf^ aoliaidy 
for tb« laaniBge <i bia eUrat daughter, canaed Ua (atber to be unpiiamed ui the Towo-, 
aadoUiged Mr. Hon to (kclise the pnAaaioB of the law, aul Hve in ntireoHot till tb 
Uiig'a deatli.

Hut MofBwaaaloTerofthepolita aits is inTerrad froa hia hai Ka f i^ with Braaarat, 
and hia patron^ of Hani Holbein, whom he letuned in hia houaa till he had painted 
the poctnitaoTallthe &miiy. HowcTtr, though rigidly jaat, it ia allowed that he indri* 
gadaocha^iiitafpenacntianinral^Hfi, that he canaed tha rack to be uaed in hia pte- 
•anee, and otharwiae tartared a yon^ woman. Indafanoerfthe RooanUth, he wrote 
aeiNnlbB«kB,filladwithriiulaK!eagainatthaadvocateaofthaBefiimatioiL Aftaiha- 
ringpowailthegieataaalahoTetwoygaaodahal^ Ua raa^aaliDa ww idndaatly' 
aiwepiod. Bduing to attoid tha eorooatiaa of Anna Bdaya, axaaperalad the Uag 
^ainat Mbn to tha h^wat degree, aad in the eaauii^ parUamrat he was attaiatad fcr 
hanng cmntananced and encoiiraged Eluabeth Barton, a pretended pn^iheteaa, aQrlad 
"TheHdy MaUof Kent". Thia attempt at his Uft lie panied ; but, opoa hia rfAual 
to take the oath imposed in IKU, rdative to the king'a mairiaga, a jniy, to their etainal 
disgrace, fbood him gnihy. Ha waa beheaded on Tower-bill, the Sth of July, ISSfi, hia 
fbrtitDde and good huaDDr not forsaking him on the anJRild.

GSOBOE MoKLAim, the pupil i^ hb rBUiei,Ilobeit Morknd, aii iniliSerEiit pocErait- 
poiotcr, &C. wu boni in 1764; and at aTO^ aarl; periud eihibilad ><n strong an incli- 
nation to punting, that be Tciy Haan mrpataed his tcacbar and aisisted in the tnaints- 
nance of hia fitmilj, then inTolved in povertj. 

The parents of Motiuxl being people of inegnUr habita, and oUiged to labour as the; 
cCKild for BCertaia ani^j ofbnad, the jnmg artist iias eoeo initiated into the anana of 
the public house, the gin-ehop, and the ataUe. In these absdes of low life and miseiy, 
be nidirtimatciy made hia aslectioa of Bnatence, and of atndj* Thoogh so ^ irregnlv ; 
yet, aidad by a natural power to penaini the beauliea of mlour, and having acquired by 
hia eariy praetiee a ready hand in the eierdse of bis pencil, he prodnced a nnnber of 
wotks poaseaiDK TCcy striking beantiH. Hi8laTcairitesiJ;)ectawere,thBinterioTorsta- 
fahs, pigsties, bns^Vida, doors of pd£e hoosts, Ac These be tmched irhh great 
frsedom tsdease, and fieqamtlj with my beautiful coloiir. Smw of bis amaUer [actum 
of p^ waOowing, or inminndMl by yoong cues pb^ing m ancUng, are maater-^rieees of 
tbdr kind- The ^reeaUe hue he gave to them, and the famiiiaiity ofhia aubjects, pn^ 
cured him cmdderable cmploynient, bat which only administered to the means of diadpa- 
tirai, in which be nnfaappU; indulged too much ; and ao Qir anipaaaed those mama, that 
be fell in debt and nnderwHit hia Erst confinement in the king's beifcb prison. Heie hia 
tal^ta were laid under amtributiffl] bj framfr^nakers, tdcfure^eolers, and otbov, who, 
meanly takii^ advaDtage of hia week addtctioo to liquor, indulged both bti cajiice and 
his wants, taking in return the ingenioua|OT>dnctionacf his pendL Tbeae they aold ^aiu 
to great [Hiifit ; anl, when some of them, mra^ specolatlTe than the rest, released him 
&om imprisonment, ifwaaonlytoimmenshimiuapriTatehoase, and take to thoBSalTes 
all the benefit cf bialsboois, by eoncnling his place <t remdeoca from tha knowlsdge 
of the woiid. 

It oooM not be expected that the ritsl spark cooM kng be pnsaned under sack ■ 
mode (f enatenw as this : be oooaequmilly fUl into decay at an age, when, in men of 
better condnct, the physical and mental powtn are in a state of rigonr and matmity.

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SIR JOHN MOORE. 

This braTS eod mnch-UmaDted general was born at Glasgoir, in the jar tTM- 
John Moore was the joungest of fire hhu; and, after be had entered the aim;, hewea 
BOrcelj, perii^M, two jeara in oae dtnatiaD. Having accompanied hia {bther. Dr. 
Hoore, and the tate Doke of Hamilton, durinp a Ctb jean' toar in France, ItaJy, Swi^ 
zeiiand, and Genaany, Sir John Moore bad a moat excellent opportnuitj of obtaining a 
pnificleiicj in the Ungnages ; and, being aHUated bj the Hamilton and Argjle familiee, 
he beoune a iieutenaat-colonel in the 53d r^ninent, ahnoet as som as the fanna of ofioe 
would allow it The war <it the Prench ReTolutioo haling commenced, Lienteoant- 
colonel Moore, m 179S,and Major Kachler, were aentmt to Corsica, under Lientenanti 
gHMralDnndaB, where they attoclted a martello tower, wluch, though onl j garrismed by 
thirtj-five men, made a moat surpriung defence against a aea and land force f^ many 
hoDis, and then capitulated. Soon after, he took Port ConTentim on the nme ishmd, 
tliODgh obstinately defended in a most gallant style. The town <if Calii was the next 
plane at which he dlatinguiahed himself still more conspdounuly. To Sir John Hoora'a 
exertione, in no small degree, were the British indebted E>r tlie apeedy ndnctiaa rt the 
whole island of CoiBlca. 

The next serrice he was employed in was nodar Sir Ralph Abercrombie in the WeM 
ladies, where Grenada and St. Lucia BOm fell mto the hands of the British. After the 
c^ure of Trinidad, Major-general Moore ratnnwd to Europe with Genoal Abracnai- 
bie ; and) the tatter beii^ subeeqaently appranted to the command uf the ej^iedition to 
Holland, Major-general Moore, for he now reoeired this pvmotion, vaa adscted to ao- 
dompany him : bat this expedition to the Hetder biled, as it is generally midentnod, id 
omaeqiience of the preci|^tancj of the Rnssiana. The next aerTica of Geoenl Moor* 
was in the expediti<m to Egypt, where he was actually emjdoyed daring the whole cwb 
pa^^i ; and his services were duly enlogized by the Duka of York as commandar-iB- 
chiefs Sir John Moore afterwards eondncted an aoxiliary fcffce to Sweden in May 1808; 
but these were not employed, owing to a misnndentaoding betweoi tha British geamd 
and the Swedish monarch. 

Immediately after his return &om Sweden, Sir John Moore was sent with a body o{ 
troops, as thin] in command, to PortugaL It is well known that ha continned to dis- 
tii^niBh himself in ereiy action with the French in Spain, till he was compelled to cdb»- 
menc« bis fatal retreat to Conuma, in Jwiuaiy 180SI. RebtiTe to the manner of St 
John Moon's death, at the battle d Coninna, Ciqrtam Hardily obBeme, their horaaa 
were toodiing at the rery moment that a cannon shot from tha fnffny carried away hia 
leftshooUer, and parted tha collar bone. The violence c€the stroke thnw him from hi* 
hone, on bis bai^ Not a mnscle of his bee altered, otv did a aigfahetiay the least aaaae 
of pain. Assenting to be tarried to the rear, as the soldiers passed alowly along, he 
made them turn him round freqhenlly to view the field of battle, and to liiten to tha 
firing. He apprehended that he should be long dying ; in this, he was happOy diaqb 
planted. He hoped the peiq>le of Ei^;land would be sati^ul ; and so they hare ben, 
thou^ many enemies endeavoured to BoJty his military bme. BoDaparte, notwith-* 
■landing, owned this general " was a ^ilfid, clers', man." He was buried oa the r amparts 
of Coninna: but hia &me will never be edipeed; he was tlu idol itf the aoldieia, and his 
mUitaryenthnuasm knew no lapse or change) for, loidMlem 
duties, however pninftJ, be checdidly inliBUttaL 



LORD NELSON. 

Tbe gnat and immortBl NeUon, nho duj be con^dered as, porli^n, the most brilliant 
■tar in tbe grand GOoeteUatioa of British nBTBlheraeB,wBst]iefaarthBoaaftl)eReTiinid 
Edmund Nelsoo, of Bnmham Thorpe, Norfolk; where, oq MichaelniBa-daj 17U, Ihia 
iocoinparahle conmunder was hom. At the age of twelve, on the nqnoiir of a Spoajiih 
war, haiing seen, ui a newspaper, tiiat liis mateniBl oncle, CajAain SucUing, waa ap- 
ptnnted to tbe RaiBOoaUe of 64 goBS, he entreated to Bene ODder him. Acandin^, 
this was tlie £tM ship be entered ; but, as the expected hostilities did not take place, 
be was judicJcoBlj sent a ravage to the West-Indies. On tus return, Jnlj 1773, he 
was received bj his uncle, on board the Triomph g^iard-flhip, at Chatham : and, in Jane 
1773, taken b; Captain Lntwidge, in the Carcass, on the &incmB eipedilion to tbe north 
pole; where be demonstrated stieh nuGOmnion nsTal ^dU, fortitude, resfdotiou, and per- 
sereianie, as eidted g^ieral admiiaticm. He next went, as a midshipman, m tbe Ses- 
Hoise, to the Eiat Indies; where he tost tbe oae of his limbs, In- some time, t^ tb* m- 
flnence of the climate. 

In 1777, he was made lienteoant of the LnwestoSe; in 1778,paat4»ptain<if theHiD- 
chiabrake; and,inl781, the Albemarle, of 28 guns, wfakb be oommanded till the peace 
tf 1783 : haTing distingoished himself as one ef the very ablest, braretit, and moet v> 
tire commanders, ever known. In 1781, he went, in the Bortas of 2B guns, to the Lea- 
waid lahads; and, on the lltb of ManJi 1787, mamed, at Neiis, tbe widow of Dr. 
Nisbet. He retomsd to England in Jnne, and retired to Bornham Thorp& 

In 1793, on tbe war with France, be was qipiNnted to the Agamemnoa of 64 guns. 
His services, while hi this ship, woold alone fill a mhune : in the mean time, be a>> 
sisted occasiooBlI; on land ; particutarl;, at the u^ee of Bostia and Calri, tbe latter of 
which cost him the ^ht of his right eye. ta 17IW, having been ^>piHnted tn the Captain 
[f 74 guns, he «ss rwsed, bj ^ Jolm Jervis, to the rank i^commodiHv: a favour soon 
noUj repaid, in the bmous battle (£ PeWsry 14, 1797; which so deservedly gave ^ 
John Jervis the title i£ Earl t^ St. Vincent, thongh Nelson^s abare in the victory made 
him largel; participate the glorj. He had been nude rear4droiral, and was now cre- 
ated a knight i^the Bath; but,ui an attempt to take Santa Cruz, he bstbis ri^t ann, 
and was oUiged to go to England, where be recuyed ever; token of general admin- 
tk» and regard. These were not a little increased by the Ust cf services, in the memo- 
rial iBqiured on the giant of bis pension of lOMU. a year; stating:, *' that be ^d, dar- 
ing the war, been in ibur actions with the fleeta of the aKm;; in three actions with lii- 
gates ; in hi engagements against batteries ; in ten actions in boats employed in cutting 
(mt<rf'hBrI»ars,uidestrojing vessels, and in taking three towns; that he had also served 
on ahore, with the army, fimr months; assisted at tbe capture irf' seven sail (fthe line, 
six ftigatea, four corvettes, and elerea privateers ; taken and destroyed near fifty saQ oC 
merchant vessels ; and, ui short, sctnally been engaged against the enemy upwards of 
one hundred and tvrenty times I" 

These brilliant explcHts were only la be echpsed by his thrSe fcJlowing great vktoriea; 
tbe important accounts of which vrillfivereroGCupymany of the proudest pages (^onrni^- 
tionnl history: thebattleof tbe Nile, August 1, 1798; the battle of C<f>eabagen, April 2, 
1801; and the battle c^ Tnfidgar, October 21, 180S. In which bist amflict, absolntely 
nnnihitoing the naval power of oor conbined eimniu, he noUy tenmnated his cana- of 
mati'Mwrn ^oiy; and eipred, as it vren, in tbe arms of Victn^, "'^■■■"■■■g — " I have 
done ny duty t"

SIR ISAAC NEWTON. 

THIS|iTDdigjaf^ukisc^ralsiidmMlienisti(^adence wubonatWoolsUtorpe, b 

the parish ofColgtravortlijlJiKoliuhiie, on CbristBi&s^j 1643, three moDths after th« 
deo^ue of bia fktber. 

At Grantham Bcbod, he gave strong pnwfg of Dncammm geniiu: amiuiing himaelf, 
instead of plajiog <nlh other bojB, in mechanical cmtriTanceB, and making cnrioaitiee 
■ud models in ini«L In short, he made wind-mills sod wsler-clocka ; and, haiing [Jaced 
a moaee m one of the loraier, called it his miller, and jiAed nbout the miller's eating the 
CMD put into the milL Owing to these, and innmner^le other fancjesi which sometunH 
ei^jDsaed all hia thoughts, he relied too much on his oqiacit;, and was but low b his 
dua; but a boj above him haling ^TBD him a violent kick, ha not tml} beat bis antagtt- 
nist, but resolved to get before him ; and, from that time, contUDeditBiug, till he becuae 
bed scholar. Hie mother, OD the dealb <rf her second husband, the Rev. Baiaalwa 
Smith, rector of North Wilbam, returned tt> Woolsthorpe, and wished him to assist m 
managing the Sam: but a short trial convinced her, that his attachment to stodjwas 
invindble; aad, prodwitl; cheristung thelaodaMe pn^ieamtj, be was, at length, Joaefi, 
1G60, sent to Trinity College, CsmbtidgB. The progress of his SDperiative gemna was 
herv marked with astoniahnunt; and, before he reached his twenlj-fburtb jeBr,he had 
laid the foundation of all bis wondeitul discaverie& In 1665^ ba produced his New 
Method eS Infinite Seiiea and Fluxions; the Erst triiit of his boundless inveation. In 
1668, while raedltsting b a garden, the accidental lidl of some ai^es Grat led his thot^ts 
to the subject of gravity, and gave rise to hia noble System of the Universe. 

In 1662, be was chosen aFellowi^lJie Royal Society; and, having brought hia Theory 
of Light and Colours to great perfectioD, pabUshed it b their TransactionB. The novelty 
of this system subverting the settled opinions of the worid, he was attacked b; a host of 
diapntanta ; whose haate b perfbnning his experiments, and tbdr fatlacious deductions, 
kHig harassed our philosopher. Thus he lost that trauqaillity of life, iriuch hia aative 
modesty preferred to the glory of philosophy, and was greatly deterred from commuuka- 
ting his farther discoveries. A vint fkim Dr. Halley encouiaged bun to give his at»- 
brated Prindpia. This new ayatem of philosophy, though built on the aublimeat geome- 
try, did rK>t inunedialelj nie«t wilh general ^iplause. The fandtiil thau^ of Descartes 
cfaiefiy prevailed: his was the pleasing oflspring of a fine imaginatiou; while that of 
Newton «as a painJijl and tedious pursuit of Nature throng her most secret sbodca. 
His wonder^ merit, however, was at length Tea^;uized by all the world ; and that &- 
mous French geometrician, the Marquis rHos^tal, Sf^rcely behering him to be a m«e 
mortal, inquired if he eat, or drank, or slept, like cominon men. 

He was ai^iomted Warden of the Mbt, in 1696; in 1703, became President of the 
, Royal Sooety; and, in 1704, pnMialKd his Optics, which bad engaged his attentioufor 
_ more than thirty yean* He received the bonoio' of knighthood from Queen Anne ; and 
Caroline, queen of George II. by whose request he woa induced to draw up his abstmct 
of Chronology, frequently said, that she thought herself h^)py to have come into the 
worid at a time which enabled her to convene with Sir Isaac NewtiMi. On Mond^, 
^arch 2llj ^ 1727. after long suffering the severest pangs Of disease, which he ban with 
inconceivable fortitude, this great philosopher, who was never married, died at the age 
of B4, and was bterred, with the utmost magnificence, st the public eipeue, in Weat- 
minater Abbey. Among all hia hooka, the Bible was Sir Isaac Vevrtoa's chief bvootite, 
and he was fully persuaded of the truth of Revelation; a praise which we conld sriah 
enrj mathematician equally raeiited! 



FREDERICK LORD NORTH. 

Thu celdnsted pnmier of Eo^oiid during the American war, was bum in Apiil 
1733; and mcceedsd hi) btlker ia the eatain and title of Ihaorl c£ GnikUbnl ia 1790. 
Hit kidabip wu one of th«e chorecteri, wbaae private life, had it been atill lew ol>- 
acare orretind, wcoldhaTe bem eonoaled intheapleiidoiiruidimpoitBiiceaf hispablk 
cbvactcf* Kndowed with gnmt lialitks, natni^ and ocqairedf he fi^;iired in the haasB 
of MBBOH 1iilI787,wlimbaBK<ceededtheboiMxiraUeChailB>TDwiuhend,aacbaD- 
tiallor of the eAchequer ; hia kDowledge of bnBDeaa was extenaiTfl, and bia intapitf 
uoD^eached. Upon tbe reaignatioa of the dnke of Giafton in 1770, ha became fint 
lord of tbe tnannj, and amtinoed in this-«t*tion neariy tbroagboat the American 
war. Tbongh, as prime ininiater, lus lonUtup'a meaanrea had been kng and ably ai^ 
ported, the fiiat ajraptoina of bis ■<— li"i"g inflneoca w«e obasrvHl in conieqaence of 
the loaa he propoaed in I7S1, when hia terma to the holdsra were by aereral d hia 
bignd* dedarad to be extremely high. In the house of loida his plan waa ngoron^y 
oppoaed by h»d Bwihingham, the dulie i£ Portland, and aereral other peoi. At lengtli, 
te 1781, jwt aa ur John Rooa wu alxuit to rise in tbe comraons, lord North, ad^vs- 
ang the speafcer, aaid, that as he imdefBtaod the «ri of Sony's motiiHi to be the laao- 
tcI (f laimaters, ha wiahed to prerent the necesait; of fnrther troable by an eipHcit 
dedaratiofi, " That His Majes^ had come to a detomination to make an aitire change 
in tha admmiatntioa,'' and that he and hie odleagaei only retained their offioal ntna- 
tkiu 'till other mimaten were appointed to occnpy their places. Ha then flunked the 
hodae for the iudnlgena be had experiaiced Irom them in the discharge of hia dnty, and 
declared himself ready to aaawei to hia coontiy for hia cmdnct, whmenr he aboold ba 
called upon for that purpose. 

In Janoary 17S3, atW the preliminaiy ariklea of peace were signed between Great 
Britain, Prance, and Spain, a circumslance occurred, which teriled all the lauccnr for- 
■ariy ecaiccdTed against Lord North, as the adnser of tlie American war; namely, hia 
WcWJliation with hia moat fbmiidable opponent, the hon.

TniBamiDBif fngediinms born >t Trotting, bSnisex, in lbs ycv 1651; UibtLar 
ma ractoT of Woolbcdisg, in that caastyt Young Otira; was educated at WiniteMfT 
acbaol, iwlna entered a commaner of Clnirt ChnnJi in 1869. Eitlier tbe BamnrM^ 
of hiB circunutancea, or aa iiregDlari^ of condnct, ma tbe aopposed aaae <X his leav- 
ing CMbrd withoot a degree, and hia coming to London, wli«e he comraenced actor ; 
but, not succeeding in this, he tnnied his mind to writing, and prodai»d " Aldbiodes,'' 
whidi «■■ acted at the Dnke'g Thestn in \61b. In the year fallaving he brCaght oat 
his " Doa CaHoB, Piince of Spain," vhich prored hi^j BoccHafiil ; and the profits <f 
this {da;, it Mem*, reacned the poet tot n/me time from a «tats tf extreme indigeDce. 

Hk tbaitdcal axertions hanng iatrodacal him to the acquaintance at meaofbshkiii 
wdpkume, tbepatmiageof the Earl of Plymouth, a natnial nn of Charles IL pn- 
cnadUa aoonrt'scommiiaiOB in some uew raised troops destined for Fkoden in 1077- 
This pnftanrai'Batsnitii^hiB genioi, hesocu retonied to England; and, resuming hia

■mnratea, ftc and composed licentioas and indifferent comedies ; but nerertbelesa lallj 
established hia fame as a tragic writer, hj " The Orjdun," which he produced in 1080,

Being ordained a dencon as soon as ag;e would pennit, he ei^iagad as cnrate to tlia 
Rer. Dr. Hinclilife, of Greenwich, and soon afW left Mr. Biaiien's scbooL In June 
I7S6, he waa elected a feUow on the foDudation vf Christ's allege, retorned to n iwi- 
iatee m tlie uniTeint;, took lui degree of master of arts ; and in 1767 was oidnined a 
ptieBt in St James's chapel, London, by bishop Terrick. 

On the fltb of June 177S, he was mamed to Mist Hewitt, at St. Moij's, Cariide, 
when his friend Mr. Law perfHTned the ceremonj. 8oin after this, Mr. Pahj set out 
fbr Lincoln, where, as anb-dean, he was oblig^ to reode three ^months in the year. At 
Mnagnne, on the bonk* of the Edm, in indolgii^ an forlj lUapoeitkin Sx angling, 
he owned he passed oome of the happeet honrs of his life. Hesoon after got the rica- 
nge ct Dalston, in Cumberland ; and in the September Ibllowing was inducted to the 
noranluableone of Appleby. In June 1780, he was iostaUed a prebendary cf Cariisle, 
■ad in I7EI2 became archdeacon of that city, to which the rectory of Great Salkeld, worth 
•loilt one bnndred and twenty pounds a year, is always annexed* While Mr. Falej 
was at the unirersity, -he was extrfsnely intimate with Mr. Edward Law, now Lord 
EDenborotigli, and alWirerds with the American General Lee. In 17B8,hepabhshedhis 
Horn PonlinB, or, the Truth of the Scripture Histoij evinced by a Compeiison of the 
Bpistles,&c InMay 1791,beloatMn.Paley,wboleflbimfbursonsandfiiuTdaugh- 
ters : his Evidences if Christiaiuty appeared ouly in 17M ; and in Angtut (bllowing be 
woa innitutHl to the prebend of Pancias in the cathedral of St. Paul's; and this pro- 
moticHiwMsaonfbUowedby thatof thedeaoeTyofLincobi, bestowed by Dr. Prettyman, 
wc^ about seven hondred pounds a year. In I7SA, ha tooli his degree as doctor irf' 
divinity at Cambridge; and, letoining to Bishops' Wearmouth, ogieed with some of the 
principal isnd-holders fbr an annual ccnpenaation fbr tithes : be sjao gnmled loag leases 
of his gidie lands. 

In December 1795, IwmsnKd Miss DalHiBon,DfCariisle: bat', in 1800, he sustained 
■ viident nepbrulgic comfJaint at Biehopa' Weannoutb, and experienced n secoad attack 
atlJDcolnin 1801, fbrwhichhetriedtwomonths'rHidaaeeatBiiiton waters. In 1604, 
faia health was 6at declining : he, howevB', retunied fnon Lincoln to Bishi^' Weor- 
Mnoth, whne all human skill was exerted in *un ; bnt be met the af^moch of death 
with Crmoesii, and died late on the enaii^ vC Satoiday, May 3C, ISOS. His remains 
were omvcgvd to Carlisle, and dqioaited in one of the aiilBeofthe cathedral, by tbeside 
flfbisfiratwiie.

16701 "'hent he receiTed his Bchool edncatiaii, and at the age oT thirteen me tnnafeiTed 
to the CoU^ie. In 1700, he ma Bdmitled to the degree of M. A., took deaom'e orden 
In the nme jnr, end was ardaioed priegt three yrars afterwarda. Id I70S he waa 
pmaented to the vcbdescoory of Clogher, and about the sBme tiow manied a lady tf 
great beauty aikd merit He pow began to make Ihoee frequent excaraiom to Guglaud, 
in wtddi the greatest port of hb life waa aftenraid* spent. 

He became lauuliar frith seteral distin^oiahed nun of letter*, who wereWhiga, 
aa Addison, Congrere, and Steele ; but towsrda the latter eod of Qqmii Anne's reign, 
inflnaucsd M it is sappoaed by Swift, the lealoan partiSBIl t^ the Tories, Pamell deserted 
tus fanner tnelMlB, and joined in close anion with Pope, Gay, Arbuthnot, &c. Swift in- 
troduced him to the Lord Treasurer Harley, wilh great c«renioay ; and yet ParuelL conld 
nerer claim any hi^ rank in literntare. He wat at one time an assiduons {Hvacher in 
the London pulpits ; bat the change of the roinigtry at Quaen Anne's death, at once de- 
strewed all his prospects in the church' By Swiit's recommendatl^, hDwever, he ol^ 
tained, from Ardlbishop King, a prebend, and the yaluable liring ol Fin^ass. In I71S, 
his donwatic h^>pinesB recelred a seyere shock by the death of his belored wife, wfudi 
la said to haie Ird him into those habits of intempenmce in wine, which shortened Ids 
life. Thoo^ Gtddsmith has represented him as a martyr to conjugal fidehty, he was in 
ftctanun always, aflerthis eieut, Suctuating between devHtion and despondency ; and 
BO iuconeislait, thai, whilst frequenting society in the wilds of Irebind, he oould notre- 
fiviu froDi treatiug it with ridicule and contempt in his letters to hia Eniilish Iriends ; and 
the report of his splenetic efluniHU on this hud subjected him to varioos mortifications. 

He died at Chester on his way to Ireland, in July 1717, in the thirty'«ighth year of big 
age, and was buried without any miHramenlBl record at IVinity church, in that city. 
Famell was the aatbor of sereral pieces, both in prose and Terse. He wrote the life of 
Homer, preGud to Pope's Ihad; a life of Zoilus, meant as a satire against Theo- 
bald and Deniua ; and aome papera in the ^lectatar and GuardiBii. After hia death. 
Pope selected auch of Parnell'e compraitions as he thou|^t w«th prsMrring, and pub- 
lished them in one volume octavo, 17^1. SooH posthumous peces were printed at DuIh 
lin in 171^ inbnlk'snperi<ff to Itie former, but inferior in merit; Dr. Johnson thought it 
saperfluous to inquire into the autfienticily cf the latter volume, or to canvas its merits ; 
be therefore eipressl; Umited his commendations to that 6rst publitbed by Pope. 

The characteristics of Pamell's pieces are ease, sprigfatiHss, bncy, clearness, and me- 
lody of veisification. Their sentimoits are elegant, and their morality pure. Seven] 
of diem are tTBUSlationii, or imitations, happily executed : Paniell's Hermit, like Gray's 
Elegy, has, however, enjoyed a kin) of uunortality.. Though his biognpher. Goldsmith, 
is disposed to throw all posuble lustre on his character, he does not raise it high«' than 
that of a benevolently disposed man, pleasant in company when in spirits, much attached 
to his particular fiienda, and so much addicted to conviviality, tiiat be preferred ahnoat 
any company to soUtnde. Every year, it is said, as soon as he had collected bis lenlanpcm 
hia eatals, and the retenoe ct his beneficea, he came over to Ei^Und, and spent some 
moDtfas, tiling in a style at loini;, and rather impairing than impnning bia fortune.

PENN. 

Wu-lUK Penh, the cekbnted founder of Peniis;lrani&, son of Bdmiml air Wil. 
liam Peon, was bora on Tonar-hill, October 14, 1644. About the age of EAeen, he 
became a student of Chnat-diDrchi Ojdbrd ; but, having early imbibed strong religioiu 
impreHaiooB, tlirougfa the pTeaching; cf Thomafl Loe, one of the people caUed qnaikers, 
be woa, in 1061, fined for oou-conlbnQitjT and next year expeUed for deBtrojinn^ BDrpliGe^ 
On returning borne, he was chaatieed, and turned out <^ doore : hot, soon after, sent to 
Faiia ; where, being one evening attacked, he drew hia aword, and dextmnftlj disanned 
his asaailant He next studied the law as a member of Lincoln's Inn, till the raging of 
the [JaguB in 166A. The year following, sent to manage a family estate in Irdand, he 
heard Lee preach at Cork, inuoediatelj beoune a decided adherent, and was inprisoBed 
by tlie mayor ; thou^ soon released, oa application to tlie earl of Orreiy : c^led home 
by bis bther, and refiuing a promiae to appear nncovered, at least, befbre the kii^ and 
the duke of York, he was again turned out. 

In 1668, b^jiiming both to preach and to write as aqiiaker, his aecond tract occa- 
siooed bim an impristmuoent of seren months in tbe Tower* He there comntencad bis 
chief woric, beet knoira by the title </ Va Cross, w 
Kent to Ireland; and now kindly treated by hiafatl 
for, oU hia persecuted brethren. Hinuelf, however, coming to London, and pnacbii^ 
in Gracechordi-street, was coflunitted lo Newgale, under the conventicle act ; and mat 
the jury were fined ftn- returning a verdict if " nut guilty." Nor was he hberated, till 
the fines for ccntempt of court, in his bold and vigorous defence, at tbe ,Old Bailey, on 
the trial of himself and Williant Mead, September 1, 3, 4, and 5, ISJO, were secretly 
paid Ety his &ther; who died the IBth of the same mcoth, leaving him an estate of IMMM. 
per ftnn"m- In 1(17^, he married a respectable Udy, of his own religious sentiments, 
with whom be settled at Rickmaneworth : and, in ] 677, went on a isbgious mission, 
with Poi and Barclay, throughout Holland, and great part of Germany. AAer his r^ 
turn, in 1680, he obtained from Charles 11. a province in North America, which tbe king 
nanked Pennsylvania. Penn immediately published a descriptioD 4^ tbe country, and its 
produce, oSeiing easy tenns to settlers ; who, being allowed to enjoy more religious 
liberty than any where else existed in the Christian world, a niunerous colony, 
chiefly of quaken, vras soon coi^r^iated. In 16S3, be viuted his new territMy, cm- 
voked bis first provincial assembly, conciliated the Indians by kindness, and for two 
years witnessed as well as promoted the prosperity of the cokiaists. On the death of 
Charles 11. the great liiendship of James 11. rw his bther now affordmg him the freest 
possible access at court, he was absurdly charged with being a pajust and Jesuit. Ac- 
cordingly, af^ the revolntioD, ao bvoorable to genera] freedom, he vras, under buS[h- 
don of corresponding with the abdicated sovereign, long cru^y hairsssed. In 1604, 
be kist his irife, which affected him more than all his other troubles. However, in 
1090, he agaiil married ; and soon afler lost bis eldest son, a pious yomig man just 
coming of age. At the acceesiou of qoeen Anne, thoi^ again welcomed at coort, his 
difficulties wero not at an end : on the contrary, ammositiea arose in his government { 
vast expenses were incurred ; no returns oooU be obtained ; and he was, by a litigation 
with the executors of his deceased steward, compelled to reside witbin the rules of the 
Fleet prison, ia I7O7 and 1706; and, finally, to mortgage his province. In 1710, with 
impaired health, as well as suffering under untoward circumstances, he settled at Rush- 
comb, Beriis: where, m 1712, he had, at different periods, thiee fits, judged to be 
apcpkHMic; and died, July 36, IJIS. 



PIT T. 

The hoominUe Williak P»t, lacond sod of Ihe great eari of Chatluiii, and a 
itBtomou <^littlal«8celebrit; then ercn that iDcompantUe Briluh nimster, wai bon. 
Ma; 38, 1759, at Hayes, in Middl«ei. He was educated, at home, under the inune- 

diiteejeirf' hufather, who inde&tigabl; cnltinted the mimifest ibilitiea of this fiiTon- 
tite SUL At the age of fbnrteea, full j qualified for the uniTenitj, he was seat to Cem- 
bridge ; where, beug intoided for the bar is well as the senate, he soon aojnired the n- 
^ninleiuBdaineiital knowiedge. He then lisited the cmtiiient, and renained a short time 
atRbrams. In 1778, be bat hia bther; and, on comii^ ofa^, was called to the bar : 
b(it,m 1781, b; the ioHueiKe of BU- Jama Lowtber, he obtained a seat in parlisment Gir 
Afipleb;. His Grstspeech was in support of Mr. Bnike's billfofretrenchmentooftheciTil 
Mat, Fc1»iDuy S6, 17B1 ; whan whaterer might be eipected, (mm a son tutored bj his 
taatcbleBB bther to speak with ease, el^;anc«, and force, and to argue with logical predsiiHi 
from a copoaa fountain of political knowledge, was not only gratified, but surpassed, in 
the general opinion of the boose, on hearing the youthful Mator. His first motion was, 
Ji>r the mora equal representalioa of the people in parliament; which, though nnanc^BS- 
iU, rendered him very popular. On the death of the marquis of Ilockiiigfaam, theeariof 
Shelbume beoooiing first lord of the treasury, he was nude chancellor of the exchequer. 
The peace proring unpopular, they were succeeded by the coalition { but Pitt, aUy 
eqiodng the vast mass of patronage which Foi's East India bill was calculated to 
create, with all its unjuat aitd dangerous tendencies, to (he crown, the company, and the 
paople, now became first lord of the treasury and chaoDelkir of the eidiequer, Dec 
18, 1783. His bill for the regnlatifm of India affidrs being rejected, he appealed to a 
new parliament; and, finding he had the coafideuca of his country, in the irwnediate s^ 
petiatioD of tlus bill, be proiided lor the reduction of thenational debt by asinUng liilid, 
and eondnded a cranmercial treaty with France. On the ku^'s iUneaa, in 17es,hedeni- 
ad any constitutional right o( the b«r apparent to the regency ; for which Foi had, with 
more zeal than discretion, ventured to contend. 

At the commencement of the French rCTOlutiou, Pitt was reluctant to interfere; till, 
on the mtuder of their kiog, Janaary 31, I7S3, the ambitious profects of the r^iddeni- 
leraof France evidently menacing the uniTersai subjugation of mankindi uiderjtretenGe 
of a general philosophic fraternity of the whole of thahnman race, their ambasSBd«' was 
disdussed, and war immediately ensued. His skill in Gndii^ resources (or a war&re 
of eig^t years, aatenuTe and expensiTe beyond all precedent, must ercr be regarded as a 
proof of his unriralled financial ability. The history of l^tt, during this period, eaters 
bl^ into that of nearly the whole civilized worid. In 1800, he eSected the union with 
Ireland ; and, soon after, retired from office i partly respecting catholic emancipation ; 
bnt more paiticulariy to negociate the peace of Amiens, thrangb a new minister. The 
peace obtained by Mr. Addington was som at a and ; and, in 1804, Pitt resumed the 
rans of government. He now formed that important confedeiscy with Russia andAns- 
tria, which so fairly promised to crash tbe colossal power of France. The battle of Aus- 
teriitz, filial to the immediate success o£ his fikvourite plan for the deliverance of Europe 
&om the thraldom of the French, contiibnted much, a^th other untoward circumstaricea, 
to hasten his end. In December 180S, he went ill to Bath; but, obtainmg nosabstantial 
relief, retnroed to his seat at Putney, on the 11th c^ January 1806 ; and died there the 
23d, thmwiog himself, hterally, on the mercy of God, and eiclaiming— " Oh, my 
Gountiy I** Hia remains were depomted in Westminster Abbey, at the public expense ; 
and 40,000^ were granted by parliament for the discharge cd^debts contracted in his coim- 
Iry's Bcnice. HtmnmHits to tus neaai^ have been erected in Westmmatar Abbey, b 
Guildhall, and other parti of tbe muted kh^dom.

Fob the iimBm of giving Idrth to oar tiaiueeDdentlj &Toarite pMt, AlExindEK 
PorE, the fint gnat master of el^Biil and rsCsed EngliBh tbisb, two rinl otieB may 
claim ta antend ; like the ten dtiea of Greece, lor th*t of hia prototype. Homer: lonieof 
hi> muHKKU hiag;rapheis assuting, that he wu bom. May 33, IflBS, in Looibard^tnrt, 
in the ci^ of LoDdcn, where hia ^ther mu a lioenMiT^jer ; and othen, that he waf 
born, June 8,1688, in the Strand, in the city of Westminster, where Us &ther was ■ 
hatter. In the mean time, it seems sufficient to state, genenlly, that he was bom in the 
awtrc^xJia, in 1688; where his fether acquired a fortune in trade. 

So pieamng was Kts infantine voice, that his friends fraidlycalledhim "the little niglit- 
ingale;" and, frvm the earUoess of his poetical efforts, his cradle mny ba sud to hxn 
been snrroonded by the Moaea. He was firattBiigfat toreadfay anaffectianate aunt; and 
cootriTed to write, by copying printed books. The mdiraeuta of the Gred and lAtin 
hngnagea he ori^lhallj acquired from priests, his parents bdng both of the Roman Ca< 
tbcfic persuasion. He was nnlto asnninBry,utTwylbrd,'DearWuichester; bat, hating 
written some senn lersea oa hk master, the jonag satjrist was rranovad. At the ags 
of twelre, retiring, with hia parents, to Binfield, in Windsor Forest, he cnitiTated lui 
talenta iritb an ardour irf' study, andanntnrity of taste, very far abore hia jeara. 

His Pastorals iotrodnced him to pnbUc notioe. He was early taught to distjogmsh 
himself by correctnefts; the only quality in whicb Engiiah poetry, afler Dryden, was 
conoeived to have been deficient. He s^ied the hint, and it has rendered hira umiTalled. 

In 17(^1 appeared his Essay on CritidHn. His leairuDg and good sense were now 
admirBd; but his next poem, theRt^eof the Lock, allured by the brilliancy offtncy, the 
melady of TerwficatioD,and thehj^ier reqaiartn cf poetry. That encbantii^ poem owed 
its origin to a furtive frolic o[ gallantry, in vrhich Lord Fetre had sportively cot off a 
GivODrite \oA of Mrs. Arabella Pennor's hair. This hmliarity occasioniag a serioos 
rtqiture between the two ftmihes, a friend of both requested Mr. Pc^ would write 
something which might restore them to better humour whb each other. Accordingly, 
he paUished two cantos of the Rape of the Lock. Theae b«ng read irith uuiverual 
admiration, he enlargeit the poem to five cantos ; and, by the addition of the mochineiy of 
the sjlphs, rendered it the most elegant mock-heroic poem eta written. 

In 1713, de«roug of reeling something more than bairen laurels, he issoed pK^osals 
for a translatiim (f Horner's lUad. Happily, it was the ageirf poetical patrm^e; aod 
from this work, including the Odyssey, be derived a fiirtune of near lO.OOtU. the largest 
sum, perh^, that any poet ever yet acquired. The lovers of poetry will not, however, 
consider it as equalBngtbe singular merits of this veraion; which is to be regarded as a 
treasury of English poetry,amineof thepurestgoldl He now purchased his celebrated 
villa at Tvrickenbam; and retired, toenjoy the very rare nnion of poetiy and independence. 

It has been lamented that, in this Tuscnlnm, he should have so freqnentty induced 
his Hotatiau vein of satire: bnt, though he produced satire, he also produced his Eawy 
on Man ; the most perfect model of didactic verse and philoe<^dui^ poetry. 

Many will agrae, that Pope, among the English poets, resembles Virgil among the 
Latins. Pure, correct, nnd harmonious, be has oftener gazed the delicadea of taste, than 
displayed the channful power of genius. Let it not, however, be supposed, that be was 
deficdent in the higher qualification : his Judgnwit would not snfler him to emfioy H, 
whfffe it Donld not be anployed with propriety. 

Hedied March SO, 1744, aged S6; and was buried at Twickodiam, where •«owi> 
m^t has been sected by his gresit ogmmentotor, Warbiirton, hishsp of GloDcetter. 



BISHOP PORTEUS. 

TbII grod and [ooiu prelate was bom at Yori^ OD the Stii of May 1731. Hii &lW 
■nd matber ware natiT« of Vir^nia; tha name of tlie latter waa Jennkga, andabewas 
■ud to be distantlj related to ^rah Jenninga, irife to Jidin duke of Maiiborough : bar 
btber, cskiiid Jeimuigs, waa the Gist of the bnalj who settled in Virginia, and lor some 
time acted as depnty-goromor of the cokHiy, Mr. Porteos, after liaviiig been aereiml 
jeoiB at schoid at YotIi, was placed at Ripon, under Mr. Hyde, and at an earlier age 
than is usually the case bow, was sent to Chiist's College, Cambridge, and sdraitted a 
■iwir His att«a1ioa while he contjaned on under gradnate was directed chiefly to mathe- 
■natica] stuliea; bat, takin^^ his bachelor's degm in 1793, he became asnccessful candi- 
date Ibr iHK of the gold uiedals distributed as the reward of classical literature, instituted 
by the dnke of Newcastle. Being elected fellow of the coll^ in the spring of the saraa 
yesTf be became a revdent in Cambridge. At the age of 26 be took orders, and was o^ 
dainad deacon at Buckdan, in 1757i by the bishop i^ Lincolo. On bis return to the nm- 
tflfsity i he obtvoed the reward proposed f<ff Mr. Soton^s prize poem ;-'4he subject beiiw 
" Death," the recent demise of his &ther bad rendered it congenial with his leeliiiga. 
Eaiiy in 17^3, be was appointed by archbisbop Seeker, one of his domestic oha{Jains, and 
in the course of that year quitted allege to reaide at Lambeth. Whilst in this capao^ 
ha was made the parvtjor of his lordship's kind lAers to asnst Peter Annet, in New- 
gate, who bad been exposed to the pllrary lor denying the authority of Moses. In Haj 
1785, Mr. Porteua manied Margaret, eldest dal^ter of Brian Hodgson, esq. of Ash- 
bounie, in Derbyahire; andintba coarse of the same year be was presented by the aich- 
biahi^ to tba two small lirir^ of Hocki^ and Wittersham, in Kent, whkh he soon rs- 
mgned for the rectory of Hnntoo, in the aaaie coou^, in addition to a prebend at Patcr- 
boroagfa. 

Upon the death of Dr. Denne, in 17B7, he obtained the rectot; of Lambeth, and aooa 
after this, took bis degree of Doct(er in Krinity. Id Angnat 176B, upon the death of 
arcblnshop Seeker, Dr. Forteos ^**^"— one of his executors ; and to this primate's too 
tures on the catechisms, sereuns, ftc lie prefixed aBariew of the Archbishop's Life and 
Character. AtHuntonhe iealiraalypcrlaimedtbedutie*c''bispariab. In his attention 
to the poor he was uniform andinde&tigable; and coaaaquently he had the b^ipiness to 
Me Us church well filled with a ocngr^ation neat and decent b their attire, with kraka 
diaafhl and satisGed.

Cpon the dfslh of Dr. Lowtb, in Noiaabar 17B7, Dr. Foiteus was translated 
ftomtbedioccwaf Cboterto tbatoflxaidon; aad,onthe3Bd irf' J^ril 1789, in ob». 
dienca to the king's axprsss command, lie preached at Sl Paul's on the day of thanka- 
gimnf; for bis majestj'a raooiery. In Februuy 1798, be conuneaced his Friday's lec- 
tures at St. Janiea's,WeatminstBr, which were attended beymid any example. 

ITpOD the whole, after a life spent in d<aag good, be expired at bis palace, at Pnlham, 
witlioiit B pang or a ugh, on the 13th of May IBW; and,ui obedience to his express di- 
TCCtioDa, lus corpse was ignored to Sundridge, sod there Interred in a vault in the church- 
yard. The tosbop was under the middle siza,af a thin andaslmderRrame, and ip his 
youth is supposed to have be«i Teiy handsonie. In politics be oonstsntly voted with 
Mr. Htt, thon^ Ida nligioua sentiments ware always tcJerant, and as a preacher bis 
repntatim stood dascrredly high.

RACINE. 

TflU gnat Pnndidnnatic poet ma boniBtlaPayMikmoDtlMnit of Decern-' 
b«r mSS. He was the eUan ctukl of mpectabte ponntB, whom be on acarctlj be 
■ud erer to hare knowD i bis mother djiog in JoDuac; 1641 ; hia fether, ia Fcbnar; 
IfUS ; aod hie maternal uncle, Peter Sconin, who had pnned ■ panut to bin and hia in- 
bnt sister, in ItSO. Thus, at the tender age of eleven jeaiB, be beame, as it were, 
witboDt an; relationB ui the world. He bad, bowerer, Mill an nncle and aunta retind 
bom the wcnid, and deroted to a religiooi life at Fort Bojal ; where be raceiTed the 
sobstantial pert of his edncation, and often wandered, with Sophocks or Emiiddes in hie 
baud, till be loal himeelf in the s4)eMiit woods. 

TboDgh Racine had eaiij written man; little {Ueces, H was not till 1S60, (m the mai^ 
ii^;e of Louis XIV. that be ^ipesred before the pobhc as a poet, b; his celebrated Ode 
on that occasion. This poem obtained hhn, li-am the Ung, a prBsent of a hnudied 
[dstoles, and apeouon of sli hundred liires fijr life. Thus enconra^ed, ha naolTed to 
cnitiTate poetiy ; and, thoa|;h he still wore the clerical habit, he produced, in 1664, hii 
(iBgedy of la Tbibaide ; or, lea Prires Ennemis. Id this first diamatic productiiHi he 
had aimed at H'tn'i"p ComeiUe ; but, bom to be himself a model, be sooa quitted that 
Muuwr. T<ra jean aflerwanls, his Alexandre chanted all Paris. InI668, his bmoos 
Androaiaqne was perfbnned ; and the exertions of Montileuri, in the character rfOroS- 
tes, cost that celebrated actor his life. Racine's excellent corned;. Us Plaideurs, was 
indoced the same jcar. In 1670, appeared his Britannicusj in 1672, Bajazst ; in 
1673, Hithridate ; in 167fi, IpUgenie; in 1677, Phedre. This last piece mectiDg with 
illibera] treetment, Racine determined to abandon the theatre; and, at first, formed a 
dengn to embrace the uuterities of the Carthusian Ixvthren : but his Bpiritnal director 
prndentl; advieiiig him to mair;, and settle in the world, he was soon united to the 
dangfater of a treasurer of Piancs. RacJDe had been named with Biulean to be the his- 
torian (rf' the long; but, after labonring together some time, the; agreed that the history 
of snch a Borertigi] could not be with propiet; written till a hundred ;earB posterior to 
his decease. 

At the insti- 
gation of Madame de MainteiKa, be wrote seieral tngedies lirom the Sacred Writings, 
Idt her young ladies to perform at the conrent of St. Cjr, and the; were afterwards acted 
at Versailles. Racine owed his death to a singular cause. He had lent Madame de 
MainteDOn a manuscript memorial, m the miseries of the people, and tbe best means 
of relieving them ; which the king happening to find her reading, angrilj svd^^^ Be- 
canseRacine ia apoetwouldhealBabe a atatesnisn 1" This reaching the poet, the shock 
to his aensibitit; oc<ssioDed a violent fever; which, having been injudiclooal; treated, 
terminated in an abscess : the abscess, through Uke want of skill, while apparently cnrwl, 
left a pain on his right side, which long occasionally tonnentcd him. At length, the doc- 
tors perceived, too late, that his malady was occasioned by an abscess on the liver ; and 
though the; could discover no secret in their art to mitigate his anguish, tbey readily 
enough found means to augment it, b; advisii^ an operation equally onel and uselee*. 
To this he patiently but hopelessly submitted ; and died, the fourth day afW, with tbe 
fintitude and piety, as well as the snfierii^, <^ a martyr, April 33, lOM. He was in- 
terred, pursuant to his will^at Port Royal; and, on the destniction of that monastery in 
] 708, his remains were conveyed to St. St^iben du Mmt, at Paris.

The difina Ba^ael, aa thu iUmtrioiu Italian punter a lunollj cmlM, thoogli liU 
tne Italian aaine ii Rafikello Sumo, <ras born at UriHDO, on Good Friday, ia the jear 
1483- Hifl father, Jofan Sanrao, being; an indifferent painter, and equallj aenuble of hia 
own deficiencj and the proouaing talents of bis son, placed him eailj nnder netro Pern. 
gino ; and the able pupil, bochi perceivio^ the foil extent of hii maater's capadty, want 
to Sierra for farther improTement. From hence, while engaged to make the cartoona tor 
the pdctana of the librarj, he was tempted auddenlj to visit Florence, b; the baw of 
Michad Angelo and Leonanio da Vind. loapiied bj their worts, utd attached to tba 
dlaate deaigns of the ancdent Btatnes and baa-reliefH, he formed aatple^^hiaown, which 
mdered him one of the chief painten the world haa eierkiiawa. 

Being alike eminent as an architect, he was mplojed bj pope LsaX.tt> boild StP*. 
tar'a, at Rome, and hTed in the greateet §plendonr imaginable. He had many schcdaa, 
and most uf the emment masters were ambitioiis of worUi^ noder him. Snch wai hia 
bme, that Caidinal Bibiano offered him hia niece in mani^e, and he is said to haxe «i- 
gaged himself; hut Leo X. hafing given him reaarai to ei^iect a caidinal'a hat, he oofr 
tiiTed to delay the peilbnnance of his promise It was (or this pontilT that he made his 
celebrated series of thirterai large lustorical cartoona from the aacred writings, represent- 
ing the origin and progress of the Christian religion, to be execated in tapestry, intended 
as an additional decoration (or the hall of Cmstantine : seven <rf' which are now in hif 
" m^eety'spalaceofHamptoncooit; biittheothers*rereprobabljmDtilatedorlost,aiidthe 
tapestries were dispersed by the French Vandals, in 179S, when they sacked the Vatican. 

RaphaePs manners were pecnliarly pleasing, and he was a very handsome man ; but, 
immodentel J 'addicted to hceatioas amoniB, his constitntiaa was destroyed, and he was 
taken off in the floivei of his age. He died ihi his birth-day, in 1520; and was buried, 
with great fnn«al pomp, in the chnrch of the Rotunda, at Home. In his will, a^er leav- 
lag to his nustresB, called la Bella Fomarina, the dau^ter of a baker at Rome, saf- 
floeot to mder her hidependent, he bequeathed the remainder of his property to a rela- 
CioD at Urhino, and two of his scbfJars, Jnlio Rcmaso and pTandsco PennL 

R^diael is said to have surpassed all modem painters, I7 possessii^ more exoellaDces 
than any other; Uid it is thought by many, that he nearly equalled the best aodents. 
His Baked figons possess not all the learning' of Michael Angelo, and he fidis shcst i£ 
that sublime master's grandeur and dignity of conception ; but hia design is more ptsa- 
ang and pure. He painted not with so good, so fidl, and so graceful a manner, as Cor- 
ragio; nor did Ue produce that charming cnntnut of li^t and shadow, or the inimitsbla 
stroi^ and (rue colonring, which distinguish the works of Titisn : but be bad, beyond 
oomparison, a better disposition in bis pieces than either of those greet men, or any that 
have succeeded them. His choiceofattUodes, of beBdB,of ornaments; the snitablenesa 
of his draperies; bis manner of dwgning; his-farieties, his contrasts, his eipression; 
fenned the perlection of beanty and of grace. 

SirJoehna Reynolds has been denominated our British Rqihsel; and,thoilghweBeeliim 
&11 short of the sweetest painter of the modem world, it ia, perb^is, becanse he noUy 
dared to attempt a still higher Bi^it, i» tba vigorons pinion of his daiiii^ Midmel Ai^do. 

"Thegenaral ofunion," says Hr. FuBeli, " baa placed Raphael at the head of his ait; 
■ot becanse be poraened ■ decided auperii^ity over every other painter, IB evsiy branch, 
hat becanae m other artist ever arrived at nniting with his own pendiar eic eU ence dl 
the otbo' paitsof the art in an eqaal degnewith lu."

Bdn^naa, diMii^pdilMd fin laani^ aad larie^ of kMwiadga. 

Sir Joahoa, fioa hii in&aej, ww fnd of drawiog; bot did notdetcmine to nake 
puating hi* proftwiiw, till be net wilb Ridurdaoo'e Thnxj. This wnrfc oanTijing to 
Jui mind tliat genial inflneiiGe eo neceamy toawaken thadonBanlBeediaf impuatioQf be 
was sent to London, and ;daoBd Dodn Mr. Hndaon; wbooi Iw qnitted in 1743, and watt 
bail to Dennihink 

In 174s, be psinlid a portrait oT Captain Hamilton, bther of the pMeM Marqni* of 
Abivocffn, vhich firat bnnght hint into public iwtice ; and h^ the friendflhip of Captain 
Se;q>el,afUrwaTd» Admiral Lord Keppel, be had an opportanitj of nailing Italy. latbii

He wu intOMled 
at first for the church ; but, the eipeiue being fbund too jfraat^ his btber at last boond 
him to a printer. He waa never scqnaiDted with an; language but hia own, thou^ from 
his childhood he waa mnaikable &f hia inTeution, nnd fomoua uncmg hia achoolfellDwa 
for ■■nnaing them with tales and atorics, the reault of nnatudied ingenuitj. He waa crai- 
atitutionallj ahy and haahfiJ ; and, inatead of mixing b Boia; aporta and exerdaea, naed 
to r«d and conierae with the aedate pait of the other aei, or aauat them Id oompoaiRg 
their lore epatles. 

Doling his qipreiiticeahip, he diatiagaiihed himaelf odlj hj eiemplaiy dihgence aad 
fidehtjp He, like Hogvth^aTirtnoua ^prentice, married hiamaster^Bdai^hter,ert0ided 
hia wealth and credit bj sobietj, bought a rssidenoe in the uantr;, and airiTed 
in doe time at the respectable sitoalion of maater of the Wornhipfiil Componj of Sta* 
tiDnerL^-AmonghLafrienda naa Mr. Speaker Onakw, hj whom Richards<Hi waa employed 
to print the crigiiial edititm d the jonnials of the Uonaa of Commons.

ofpeiwaahiiDfaiointBatiaia. Hia mnal character waa in the highest degree eioaplary 
and anuable t he waa temperate, induatrious, and upright ; punctual in all his dealings ; 
with a liberaUtj and genoramtj of disposition, that, without liteiaiy olulities, could not 
haTe &iled "wiVing him a geonal &Tonrite. He waa twice married, and had by his first 
irife five Bans and a daughter ; and, by lua seoond, five dan^tera and a son. All but 
lour dangfatera by his second marriage, he had the miafartune to lose. He waa peitica- 
larly partial to the Bodetf of femalea ; and lived, as Mra. Barbauld haa expressed it, " in 
a Bower guiden of ladies." Dr. Johnson, perhaps, with some iUiberahtj, supposes that 
Richaidsco preferred thur couTeraatioB, because the; were most lavish </ their admiration 
of hia celebnted wiska. He loved to compbio, oa most invalids do; and acaicaly wrote

The nost distinguished apedran were, Sir Gilbert Elliott, Mr. Weddeitainie, 
Mr. Piiiffe, Lord Kamaa, &c. Mr. Hume the histaaan, and Dr. Adam Smith, sraia 
also memben i but the; nerer iqianed thor Bpa in debats. 

About 17S3> Mr. RobertMia entered oo bis first gnat work, the Hiatoiy of Seotland, 
wai coiufdeted it in Nonnber 1758, haring about the (ame period reonred flran the Uni- 
Tanity of Edinborgfa tha degree of D.D. bjii^aaa. He som after «ilared into a cd». 
ti i w a isj with Mr. Tytler, respecting the ehancter of Mary Qneen of Boots : with piv- 
aoaal boatility, howeier, bis pages were neier staioed ; and, in Mr. l^itlar's " Inqoiiy 
into the EtideMia against Maij," not a single eipresuon can be fbund unbeamiing a 
scholar or a gBitlauin. Each of them aAorwards maintained the cause be hod espoMed, 
and lired in mutual Irieadship. Immediately alter the writii^ of his History of ScoCtand, 
Dr. Robeitaon was transbOad from Gladsmuir to one of the churches of EdinbnigjL Im 
)75B, he was ^q><Hntedcba[Jaia of Stirling Castle; ra 17B1, oueofhiaHiyasty'sdi^ 
It^inordinaiyfbrBcotlaDd; in 1773) principal of the College of Ediubur^ ; and, two 
yaon afterwards, Sin^a HistoriognqilieT ibr »~^'»"'', with a salary of ti(o buadred 
pounds a year. About tins time be reeded a projioal made to him by aoma <d hi* 
fnends, to tiy hia fbrtnna in the Chnrcb of England. 

Hia Histoiy of Cbailes V. was his next great wnrfc ; but this waa longer in hia handi 
than he eipectad it to be. His History of America be next entered upon with rigonr, 
and publiahed tbe first part of it in two quarto Tolumn iu 1777- Dr. Robertaon'slsbonn 
wen emi ^iprOTed in Spain ; and, in tbe decline ct tbe same year, ha was elected a 
manbaroftbe Royal Academy of History St Madrid.

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ARCHBISHOP SECKER. 

This celebnted uchbiBhop cf the cbnnji </ Ei^^iul ma born in 1893, tt Sbtboip, 
bNottiiighaiBshire. His Atber ns ■ protestant dissenter, who lind npoB > smsD p>- 
tenal estate. His eon, irba hsd bd eiceUeot edncatioa, was fint placed at a achool at 
Cbestsr&ld ; aiid thence removed to an usdeni; at Attenliile, near Sheffield, where jomip 
men were educated &r minifiten anum^ dissenters. He was afterwards sent to s uniilar 
institntion, near Tewkshury, GlodCesterahire ; and, at the age of nineteen, had attained 
a good knowledge of the dasska, the Hebrew language, aad some branches of the mathe- 
matics, prepanitor; to his studies id theolcfty. Having pursued these Icir some jeaia, ha 
abandoned his £rat plan to stody physic, attendin|^ lectures with this view a consideralila 
time. He tben went to Paris for further improvement, and paid great attention to all the 
braacbes of medicine, including surgery and midwifery. Hia friend and tiillow stodent, 
Mr. Butler, aAerwaids Bishi^ Butler, having conionned to the church, bia eram^ wai 
fbUowed by Mr. Sedier. Previous to thia, however, he had talieu the degree of M.D. 
at Leyden, where he did t.™a*Jf great credit by a thesis, which he delivered on the oc* 
caaioD, '^ De Mededna Blatica." He then entered himself a gentleman commooer cf 
Exetw College, Oifbrd, and in a lew montha obtained the degree of B.A. He was ar> 
duned by Dr- Talbot, at that time Inshop of Durham, and preached his first sermon in 
^ Majchl7^ andheailerwards becameachaplaininthisprelate^sEamily, andDr. Rnndlv 
was bis associate. In 1724, he was presented to the valuable Hvin^of UooghtonJ^ 
firing, in Durham, where be married the aiater of Mr. Beosm, afterwarda Insbop cf 
Gloucester. MTs. Talbot, the widow of the pieUte, by whose advice Seeker bad eon- 
fbnaad, came to live with Mr. and Mrs. Seckra- ; but, as Hougbtuu-le-Spring did not 
agree with the health of his irile, Mr. Seeker eichanged it for a prebend of Datbatt, 
irith the rectory of Byton. In 1733, being appiMnted one of the king's chajJaina, be 
<ame to London, and in the ftiUowing year was presented with the rector; of St. Jamea. 
In Janoary 1734-S, he vrsa consecreted bishop of Briatol ; Dr. Benson, his hrother-io- 
law, being at the same time advanced to the see of Glooceatar. In bia high o&cc al 
prelate, be now delivered twice a wedi, in liia pariab church, a conrae of lectures on tho 
church catechiam, which were afterwaida publkhed, and highly npprevsd. In 1737, I^> 
Seeker was translated to the see of Oiibrd, which he held more than twenty ye«ra, and 
no UK could perform, with greater assiduity and earnestness, the essential dutka of his 
ftmction : his eiteriar depntment likewise was grave, dignilbd, and perfectly adapted to 
the importance of tbe office and character he maintained. In 1748, Mrs. Seeker died, 
teaving no issue, and the bistiop did iwt marry again. In I7fiO, lie exchai^ed his pre- 
haul of Dnrham and rectory of St. James's for the deanery of SL Paul's; and, in 1718, 
he was raised to the archbishopric of Canterbury. His original educatioD amiHig the 
diaaenters did nM io the least abate his real for tbe chun^ of England ; he even wa>t 
&rther than most of his contemporuriea in eadearouiing to attend its authority, and ad- 
vocated the measure of estaUish<ug bishops io the American a^oniei, and shewed bis 
aiiuerity by bequeathing lOOOi. towards effecting the pnrpose. 

The aichlushop bad Ibr man; years been a grtat suffarer from the gnut, which latteri; 
famoght on severs local pains. "Tbieae were at Uat confined to tbe thigli, and teminBted 
ia an extenuve caiiea of the thig^-baoe ; one of the &tal coamiwsioes of which was a 
•ndden fracture of it ifun the mere raising him milofbed. Sltortl; atlerlhis he died, 
August t, 17(0.

EDWARD SEYMOUR, ' 

DUKE OK SOMERSET. 
TBIs poneriiil statesnun was the sou of Sir Joho, and the btDtheroTjEae Sejmour, 
third wiTeoT Henrj VIII. and mother of Edward VI. AAer the death of the Queen 
' hisHster, HeDi7 created him Earl of Hertford in 1»37; and, after the disgrace of the 
Duke of NiHfblk, he waa appointed Lord Chamberlain. As Edward VI. at bia acces- 
■ion was not quite ten jeais old, hja bther had apjunnted sixteen eiecutara, to whom, 
during his minority, the r^[al authoritir was entrusted ; but apoa its being aoggested, 
that it must be eitremely Iroublesonte, especiall; for foreign ministers, to be under the 

should be appointed president of the body, with the title of Protector; and this chdce, 
though slrenouslj opposed h; the Chaocellar Wriotheslj, Earl of Southamptw, tell 
upon the Duke of Somerset. 

Though the war against Scotland was for some time condacted with tolerable succeu, 
Bomerset's political talents were by no means equal to bis amlutian, or to his high sta< 
lion. % Thomas Seymour, bis youngest brother, who had been created Lord Sudky, 
and constituted Ixird High Admiral of Eugland, was his implacable enemy; and, to add 
to his mislbrtune, a violent quarrel had ^len out between his Duchess and the Admi- 
ral's lady ; the tbrmer eipecting, from her previous rank, and her peerage in ber own 
right, not only the precedence, but also that the Adminl'a lady should bear ber train, 
which she absolutely reiused- Scotland being under a R^ent at that time, he lefosed 
to accept of a ten years^ tntce proposed by Somerset, and the war was now carried on 
with indiflsrent success : the Protector had also made use of some GermaD troops ; a cir* 
cumstance which etcitcd considerable murmurings against him. In the meanwhile, the 
treasonable interruptions, which the Adnural had thrown in the way of the Protector's 
goremment, brought him to the block on the 2Dth of March 154!!. 

Alter tlie Reformation, as carious pratjons of land that had beloi^vd to the monas- 
teries had talt«i into the hands of the nobles and the gentry, the number of labourers wns 
incieased, and the piice of corn enhanced, to the great detrinunt (^ the lower classes of 
the commumty, whose cause the Protector openly espoused, which naturally inflamed 
the new land-holders, and added to the number of his powerful enemies. The favourers 
of the old superstition were universally bis enonies : even the Bishop of Ely, thougli 
well inclined to the reformation, jcnned in the cabal against him. In vain did th» 
Protector issue a proclamation ggainst all new enclosures ; in vain were the risings of 
the people checked by the pmdent messures he adopted. His authority was resisted by 
an association of the most poweiful of his enemies, who even formed themselves into a 
counter council, and in a manner compelled the young King to agree to the Protector's 
attainder of treason and felony : of (he first charge lie was acquitted, but found guilty 
of the latter, upon a atatutemadein the reign of Henry VII. which declared it felony 
for inferior persons to intend to take avray the life of a privy councellor, tbou^i, in this 
■tatnte, lords were expressly excepted. Being remanded to the Tower after his trial, 
the axe vraa not openly carried before him. He wns exacuted ou the 23d of Jannaiy 
15t3, amidst tlie general huuentatiooa of the people, many of whom dipped llrar hsnd- 
Wchiefs in his Uood, to preserve it in r«uembiBnce ; and it is certain, thongh they 
■tided their Tesentment at that time, they never forgave his great enemy and pnse- 
cotor, the Dnke of Morlhumberland.

SHAKSPEARE. 

If, unn^ all the numenHis birf^TafJiera of Shabpewe, not oh hu letiwyj dutUd 
any dedaiiel J Gonastait Bccount (f his life; but, baffled bjihe {nndt; of poaHiie beta, 
gHUDB, leaniiiig, ajod indefelJgaUe labour, have &i)ed ta afford a AatU&ctory biographi- 
cal picture of our immurtal btud, after the modt lumiuoas and TcdumiDoiu reaetochea wA 
inrestigalioikS ; too much mast not be expected from any humble effort to produce, rather 
a pleaang but bithini minialure, than a gnai and omnmanding' tiill-SBed pwtnit. 

This tnnscendeut poet irf' nature, tlieglorf (ftheBiitisb nation, appears to hare beat 
the eldeat aoa t£ Mr. Jatto Shakapeare, who had a femily of, at leoat, deven duldran ( 
and is gcnerall; described as a ansideiaUe dealer in the wool trade, at Stntfind-npon- 
Aron, where our unriYalled bard was indisputahlj bom- But bather the bther's bmrnGSS} 
by Borne degraded to that of a butcher, nor the day (tfhis aao*s taith, Hooetiawa stated 
jasthe l6lh,aDdat othen the t3lh of April, caa be pontiTely aBCratained ; be w&g,hair- 
eT«',.beptizedoa the 26th of April 1604. 

After A very slight educatiiH] at the granunar^choot of the town, he is said to have 
iqiplied himself to his bther'a biuiiwss ; and manied, in tus seieuteenth year, Anne 
Hathaway, daughter of a yeoman, at the a^iacoit till^e i^ ShMtery. 

The circumstance which Isfiu^t Shakspean to London is to be regretted, hoir- 
erer we may r^<Hce at the consequence ; being nothing leas than that of h^TlDf in- 
discreetly ji^ncd araoe other thoughtlces yout^ men in porloinii^ deer fium the a^a- 
cent park of Sir Thomas Lucy, who menaced a proeacution. 

Whether distress, or the natural bent of his nuod, first led him to one of the SDmeronB 
little thealiee then ahoundijg in the metriqiolis and its envirmu, is by no means aseer- 
tainable ; but nothing can b^ mrav certain, than that, after some lime, he was engaged 
to pertbrm subordinate characters ; probably, in his own first dramatic efforts. 

As an actor, there seems K«od reason to brieve, that he Derer reacbed hitler than 
the character of the Ghost, ui lus tragedy of Hamlet: as a dramatic writer, be sooa 
excelled all that went bejin him; and, we belieie, there are &w peiBODS acquainted 
with his productions wbo enact erer to see Urn equalled. 

His natiie gnqdneas of MBit, and cheerful and agreeable mannen, were scsrcelj 
Bnrpaased even by his exaltedgenins. 

Having written at least thir^-^ii ptaya ; berai for a considerable time jtHnt proprietor 
of the Globe Theatre, Bankaide, Southwaik ; and acquired, by hie S[Jendid talents and 
asaidnity, sufEcieat property to gatiafy his very moderate views ; he pnrcbased a gen- 
teel residence at his aatiie place, and pnideotlj retired from the core and fotigne uf 
bonnesB, to pass the rfonmnder ot his days with ease and tranquilly, in the ratjenal 
enjoyment of a rural life- 
He died the SSd (/ April ISIG : thus exactly caofdeting his Ky-aeond ymr, ae- 
cordii^ to soaie; and, as aajqioSBd by others, an additional vnA. It ia lauaikaUe, that 
Cervantaa, the iairaitable author of Don Qaiiote, died in ^Hiu on the same day. 

Shakspeare was interred among his ancestors, in the great chorch of StrntUvd-iipoo-ATtHi- 

Hia widow surviied him seven ycBia; and he left two daughters, wlxi were both 
married; but his immediate bmily is said to bare become extinct in the third genera- 
tion aftn his decease. His liteiaiy progeny, however, the incorruptiUe ofEiprii^ of his 
immortal mind, will be dear to eiei; grateful and snsceptiUe boaom, till tiDM itself 
ahall be noaiora.

When tbose cnrioua tnnradioni toA plnca in this lashioDBble dty, which gne 
riM to Foote's comedy of the Maid of Bsth, it speared that Miss Liulej, the Tocal 
faaroine, who had, among her numerona admirera, been sddnMed by Mr. Charles Sberi- 
dan, pWerred the eloquence oT the younger brolher to that of oil conpetitmj and, after 
two desperate duels with Ce^itein Matthevs, he finally bore away the prize> On the 0th 
oT^iril 1773, Sberidim, who propoeed studyiogthe law, waa entered b member of the 
Middle Temple; and, oa the 13th, the loTera were manied. 

In Janiiaiy 1771, his cnned; of the Rivala, the outline (^ which carreafiaidB trith hia 
mairiage, waa Gnt perfbnned at Coreat Garden theatre. HiaDaeDiia,iieitwUon,haT- 
ii^ a run of serenty-fiTe nights, t«i more than the Beggar's Opera, completeij arta- 
lushed his repDUtion as B dramatic writer; and, in June 1776, Mr. Ganick sidd his half 
of Drary Lane theatm to Mr. Sheridan, his father-in-law Mr. Linley, and Dr. PonL 
■ On the Sth of May 1777, hia &boos School lor Scandal made iu firrt appearance; nit- 
qnestionahly the most elegant and captiiating comedy <^our times. Garrick wiota the 
trologue, attended the rehearsals, and eieiy where triumphantly boasted of the gemot 
possessed by the new mant^er whom he had selectfd to succeed him. 

InJannary 1779, his celebrated Monody <Bi the death of Garrick was recUsd b^ Hi*. 
, Vales; and, esriy m the ensuing season, appeared his Critic, or Tragedy RshearsBd. 

About the tune of Mr. Garrick's decease, the afiaiis of the theatre seem to haTe ben 
is oonaiderable disorder; and shortly afUr, Mr. Sheridan contriied to get into pariia- 
nent, aa member for Slafibrd. From this petiod, his progress as a polilical charactCT, 
Ibr more than thirty jean, will occupy a Urge portion of our {wliamentary and histoiical 
•nnals. But, thou^.he frequently gained, by his woudeHiil doquence, " the ef^Moae 
t£ listeniog senaton," all his long and anient atiug^ea for power, aa one of the nwet ac- 
tive and brilliant leaders of the opposition party, distingniahedby the^ptllationor"tbe 
talenta," ndther obtained him rank nor emolummti equal to his eipectatioas; and, ia 
the mean lime, as a thialrical manager, if not as a statesman, ha oertaini; diaqipointad 
dto expectations of the public. 

On the death of Mr. Htt, he was fbr a &w montha treasDro- of the nary ; and, ia 
IBOB, the Prince uf Wales oonferaed on him, for Hie, the patent ^ace ct noanr-geoeni 
of the dnchy of ComwalL Such, howerer, wbb the state of hia finaaces, that whoi bs 
eonld no lomger secure the protection of a scat in pailisment, he had been so incessantlj 
baiassed by the harpies [^ the law, that hia Ufe was beoona aaintdetahle buiden. Itia 
painful to record, that a man of such astoiaahing talents shonld hare died, thon^ at his 
own home, in a state of actual arrest; hut Mnaoliiig to aid, thst his e«d, aflo' aQ lus 
sBOaingBiBnd ig wbaXent oaMoooai, waa that of a penteirtial Cbriitiaa, en Sandaj, 
July 7, I81& He was interred in Wtttaoiiitlar Abbe;; his (antnl )>atig attrnded by 
■ ~ " " "ird,**. 
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DR. SMOLLETT. 

This cddMstod nonlliat, rapedable hutonu, aad higfatr ofMt poet. Dr. ToBUi 
Gboboe Smollett, wu kgraDdsMior^ jHHa&M>Dett,orB<»liiU; udbon at 
Ddqnhom hnue, in tlu btoilu of tile rivar Leven, Scotluid, 1731. He wbb edualed 
at Dmnboitrai schonl ; and earlj digcorered talentA for tnniiDg into ridicole, by ««tirf^ l 
tersea, each of his schoeUellcFira as hqipened to diapleue lum. He wu brooght up to 
tbemedkal |h«I«»oii U GUagow ; and, with hii tragedy of the Regidde, wiittai be- 
fore he had reniched ill* eighteenth year, he caate to LoodoD, aa a (andidate fir Gime and 
fixtime. GrieTUDBly digappoiateil ia hie dramatic prospects, by dilliculties which he haa 
well delineated, he entered on his profesaiDnsl ptireuits ; and, in 1741, acted as a nir- 
geon's mate, on board a ship of the line, at the aiege of CnrthBgena. He afterwards re- 
sided, for some time, at Jamaical and, on returning to Lendoo, io 1746, entirely devoted 
biaisetfto literaiy eiertioaB. In 1717, he married Miss Anne Lascelles, a young kdj to 
whom he had pud his addresses in Jamaica. Her fortone was three tlioiLBand poonda. 
but, after a Tety expeodve Ht^atioD, he obtained (miy a small part of that anm ; and, in 
tba meau time, haring taken a boose, and commeoced a style (^ hosfutality which ereo 
the whole could not haie mpported, he was under the necesnty of appljjl^ himaalf ri- 
gonnsl; to bis pen. In 1748, be publisbed his noielof Roderick Raadom, which was 
attended with uncommon success. It ga«e him immediate cetehrity, and ensured succns 
Ejt bis future productiona. In 17fili appeared Feregiine FicUe, which is also a wait cf 
great ii^enuit; and entertainment. In UBSi he attempted to resume the practice of 
[djyaic; and, during his residence at Bath, published a treatiaeoa tbe waten: int his 
profesaioDai efforts not being encouraged, he returned to Chelsea. He was the first ma- 
nagd tf the Critical Renew, which commenced ui 17M, and contiuDed to write br it 
many years. 

In 17S7,be began his History t^ England, the popolari^ of which was prodigiaus; 
and, about this period, pnUished sereral other productiooB. He had Ulcd in some eariy 
attempU for the stage; but his larcc, colled the Reprisals, or Tara of Old En^ond, was 
hrooght out with snccesa by Mr. Garrick. In 176S, he published a political p^>er, 
called the Briton, in defence of lord Bute's administration, which gave rise to the cdt- 
brated North Briton. Haring, in June 17B3, lost his only child, an amiable young bdy 
of fifteen, be went abroad, with d^jectU spirits and infirm health, for about two years; 
and pobUshed, in 1766, his TnTela throu^ Prance and Italy, two vols. Bvo. 

The genius of Smollett, though his alnhties were Teiy general, is eeeb cluefly tD his 
OOTels : bat, that he had a rich lein (^ Bteiling poetic merit, is sufficiently mmiilegt in 
the Tery few finished pieces he has left us. His Ode to Independence, alone, had it been 
publtBhed before his decease, would have gained bim the name of a poet. As an original 
delineator of sea characters, we are unable to mention bis eqnaL Ferdinand Count Fa- 
thoMi had been published two years afW Roderick Random ; Sir Lsuncelot Greaves was 
fndBcedinl762; the Adventores of anAtom inl7f»; and Hnmpliry CUuker in 1771- 
Of these, the two first are certainly romantic, hut extravagant; the third is poUtJCBl; 
' and the last discovera an admirable knowledge of life and manners. He also translated 
Gil Bias, the Devil on Two Sticks, Don Quixote, and Telenuchns. 

Dr. Smollett died near Leghorn, October 31, 1771; where an epitajdi, written by his 
friend. Dr. Armatmug, is inscribed oa his tomb. A ndamn was also erected to bis ne- 
morjiiD 1774, near^bonse in which he was bora; bat it is melancbol; to reflect, that 
his widow, who had retired to Jamaica, was soneyena after redaced totb 
necesdty of atdiGiting public chari^ I 
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SPENSER. 

Tbu nhuttioai poet wu bora about 1553 in London; and educated as a soar at 
FemlHoke Hall, CanbiidgB, •rhere he took the degree of B.A. in lfi7S, and M.A. in 
1G70. After i:oiitiomi^ some time at College he became a caDdidate for a teUawdup, 
lot was imaacceBalbl, and quitted the Uniierutj. Rending at the boose of a tiiead in 
the North, he fell in lore with the'Roeahod', of irhoM crueltj he composed such pa- 
thetic complaints in his Sliepherd's Calendar, which appeared abont this time, addrened 
to Sir PhD^ Sidnej, the moat popular (^ all the conrtiem of hi* age. Spenser was, bj 
him, introduced at the court of Queen Elizabeth, who made him poet-laoreat, with a 
peaaiaa of Mj ponndi per annuia, which, it seems, omug to the Lord Treasurer's dis- 
like to poetrj, was oeterrt^larl; paid. Lord Grey, (rf Wilton, being appointed Deputy 
ef Ireland, Spenser was chosen to be his secretai^ ; but this Dobleiuan bemg' rc-caOed in 
15B2, the bard retoraed with him to England, and seems to have continued here till tba 
untimely death of Sir Philip Sidney in 19811. 

Spenser's senices bdng recofapeused by a grant fi«n Qnean Blinbeth, of three thon- 
sand acns of land, out of the forf^ted estatea in the county of Cork, he returned to 
Ireland. His house was at Kilcolman, and the nTer Mulla laa throogh his grounds. 
About this time he became intimately acquainted with Si Walter Raleigh, whom, in his 
poem called 'Cahn Clout's come hone again,' he described as the Siepherd of the Onoo. 
In 1S94 he li^ in love with a merchant's dan^ter, and, being more snccesafiil Haa in 
his first amour, he wrote a besutifhl epithalamium, whirh he presented to her im her 
bridal day. In 1S96 he visited England, and presented to the Queen his ' View of the 
slate of Ireland,' a work, which, though Tety short, contuns, probablj, the best ac- 
OHint eitaot of the customs, mannem, and national hshils, of that day. In 1598, tha 
Queen recommended him tn be made Sheriff of Cork; but the rebeUiou which bn^ out 
nnder the Earl of Tyrone, shortly after, frustrated her generoosintentionB. In the mean 
time he bad completed bis ' Fairy Queen :' at first he piblished only three books ; hot 
in a subsequent edition added three more : but the six last books, excepting the tw» 
last cantos on MutabiUty, were nnlbrtunateiy lost by his serrant. His estate lonanly 
bekMiging to Desmond, and being plundered by the Irish rebels, be was fofced bo^ 
to his •aliie country, where he was plunged into new calamities. He died in Cog 
Stieet, Westminster, in ISSB, and was buried, as he desired, near Chancer, in West- 
minster Abbey. His oliaeqiues wen attended by several of liiapoetieat contemporaries, 
who paid the last honours to his memory. Several copies i^ verses were throwD into 
his grave, with the pens that wrcta them, and his mtHinnient was erected at the chai^ 
of Bobert Devereui, the unfortunate Earl of Essex. 

Drummoud, of Hawthomdeu, tells a different storf of Spensei'McBlb. Upon tha 
■nthocity of Ben Juoam, be relates, ' that Spenser's goods went plnndend by the 
Iiish, in DeamiHHl's rebellion ; his house and a little child of his burnt ; he and Us 
. Wife narrowly esc^fing ; that be afterwards died in King Street, Dubfin, thTongll tH^ 
Bolnte want.' The poems of Spenser, however, will never perish. Though he hai 
anneccssarilj introduced into them many obeidetB terms, they coutunnflowcf pootij, 
an elegance c^ sentiment, a fund <rf' imagination and glowii^ enthusiasm, which will 
in&llibly hand them down to posterity. Spenser's woiks were published in six vohmiea 
ISmo. by Mr. Hughes, with an account iJ his tife, and a glossary, and i*pinted in 
17H. Til* last editioa of hi* works wis given bj Mr. Todd, in c^it Tolnmai 8*o> 
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SIR KICHARD STEELE. 

Tboi^SnatCEAaOSTKaLBiraaboraiaIS71) at Dnl^n, hii punU we» both 
mtinaof Eagbad. H< qnittad InlBodTcryyoungi aDdwu educated, with hia friead 
Addwoo, at tin ChaiUr Houe, London. Hia SJbtir, pni(«BOii^j a boiriater, bui^ 
prirale wtenlacj to Jtmtt tut dnfce rf Onacod, mu ot tha gan n on oftJiat teaiaaij, 
obt^adapnaaHatianfiirluKoa: who went from tbeiice to Mertoa coll^ie, Oxford; 
iriMre] in IflOAf bfl wrate a poeoL, called tlui ProceeuMi, on the fnneT^ of qiuen Mary. 
Hk fnt Tagnlar wcnk, the Chriatisii Htro, was mittsn for hU oim private nee, while 
■aeiH^intlw goaidi, and pabUehed b 1701. Pindmg himMlf meHsured too miaotely 
bj the ataadaid of nligion in this book, end leetiiig it eipedieot to enliTsn hii chuacter 
bj Bome leaa lombre lalgect, he prodnced hia cofoedy of the FunenJ, or Grief iA^ 
mode; which wu perfamied in 1702, with niy i("at appkiua. Is the meaa time, 
loid Cotta, to whom ho dedicated tdi ChriBtiau Hrao, had obtaioed fin Um a curtain's 
oommiafiion in lord, Locaa^a regiment oT tiifflleera, and alao appointed biro hii own aecre- 
laiy. Being introducad, by Mr. Addiaoo, to the aarit of Hali&i aad Bmtderland, th«r 
inteieet obtained him the office of Gazette writer. 

In 1703, hie Tender Hnsbaod waa psformed; aad, b 1704, Ua Lying Lorera. It 
waa not till April 13, 1709, that he laid the fbnodation of tboaa aeri« of periodical eaeaya, 
wfaidi ban obtained the name of Britiah Claaaica, by oammencing tua odebcated paper. 
thsTatler] the last Dumberofiriuch apptared January 3, I7II. Thia greatly incieaaed 
his rapnIatiaD ; and he waa, aoon after ita conmieacaiient, made one of the commiaaodani 
of the atan|Hificb He now began, in coDjnnctiDo with Addiaoo, that iDcanpaiaUa 
work, the Spectator, which waa aneectdod by the acarcel; ie» mlobratad GnaidiaiL 

In Jane 1713, baring prariooal; ree^ncd bia place aa mmniatiiHier vt the atamp- 
oBoe, be waa retnmed to pariiament 6w StacUndge, in Haropaluie. In the year fol- 
lowing-, howerer, be waa eipdiad ttw hoosa, for harii^ written aoine political eaaaya. 
Ha now wrote an ^lology lor himadf and hia wrilinga, which he dedicated to Robert 
Wa^ole, ea^ and, the neit year, pnhlithed a tnatiae, which be called, the Boniah 
EodeoMtical Hietmy <€hta Yeaia. 

Sbratiy aftar the aeceaooa of Geoi^ I. ha waa made anrreyor of du royal itaUee at 



iniintjnfMMilbBin: and, in 1710, hemcHTedtbebowiDrorbi^tbaod. 

Staale, who wms a great prrgeclor, pobUsbed an aceonnt of hia iafa^od; for irtuch he 
had nbtainad a patent, in 171B, on an nnadrised plan Jbr bringing fi^ alive to market: 
two yean after the total bilnie aC this eipeuaiTe andertakiag, he wiMe two [necea 
mainrt the Sooth Sea achomel 

It was protably thnn^ aome offence, in the writings bi waa peipetnally palJiahing, 
that he waa deprived, in 1730, cf his dramatic patent. In 1733, howerer, bisConaaoaa 
Lorera being pofomed with great snccesa, and dedicated to the king, be reoaved a 
[Tssait of fiWU. For soroe jean btSmv hia death, he grew paralytic; and, retiring to 
hia seat, at Uai^nnnor, near Caemuirthen, in Walea, died there, Septeaiber 1, l7Stl 
He iras privatelj iutened, according to his own particular laqoeat 

With hii bwt wife, a native of Barbadoee, he bad, on the death vt ber brotbtr, a 

TaliaUe phnlatinn. By hia aeoiad, daogbter of Jonathan Scnrlock, esq. he had a 

dngjitarandtwosansi both Uie latter ded yomg; hot tbair dai^iter, Elinbeth, was 

■aniad, m 173s, to the honourable John Tnnr, aftowaida bana Trevor, of Broaham. 

Of Sir Bicbard Sterle, as a writar, it is snficieat to say, that he iras worthy of boif

Thii eccentric genlii*, Lawbence, aon i^ Roger Stkbitb, ■ Hentaunt in Ilia ui^, 
WM bom, Noranber 34, 1713, at Clonnwll m Ireland. He omw to Engtand, -wiOt hk 
puvnli, fery P^oof? i Bud went to ElvingtoD, near Yoi^ where liis bther^i mother iv> 
aided: bet, in less tliaa > year, the; returned to Ireland; and condnned moTin^, with 
tlu regiment, till he was placed at a acbool near Haliiu, in Yorkshire. While tbn, 
in 1731, he lo8t hi§ bther; bat fbnnd a parent in bi« nncle. Dr. Sterne, prebendarj cf 
Yak, who sent hLm to the oniTeraitj of Cambridge. It waa through the intereatof thi* 
node, that he obtained the living 1^ Sutton, in Yinksbire, and aba became a prebendary 
t£ Yoft With hi§ p^titm, however, he at length quarrelled, becaaae he wanted him to 
be a party writer.

We know nM of any of his hterary effiirts, till 17E>9 ; when he Tiaited Loodon, jm- 
poaelj to pabliah the two first iidnmea of Tristram Shandy, which bmnediataly betame 
pofolar. His reeidenca, tor abate twenty year*, had been chitdy at Snttoa; bnt, ia 
17W, be took a hooae at York. He wai ako, this year, preaented, by I1H1I Faiconbnlge, 
to the curacy of CoEwcdjL The mcceedii^ aeroi Tolnmea of thii aingolar romanCB 
ware not leas &Toiarably nceind ; and he was aiuTemlly recogniied as a genaine dia- 
dpla (^ Rabebis : eqnaily whimsical, eqnallj fiuetiona ] and, itis'tolMregn^ted,eqaally 
iMompnbgasiUe, and equally inddtcata. 

InlTSi, the tictimof apolmonai; oomplaint, too freqnentlj the attandaot of aual- 
a*t tiracity hi a delicate cautitntioa, he travelled throogh Fiance ; and recaivad, fton 
Qte moat diatiagiuahed charactera, every markiof admiration and respect At Tonliiaat 
ha propoaadTeniUng, with Us GunUy, fin' the recoreiy id hia health. He ramUad, Ikfw- 
evo', to Hon4>dlWT ; iram thence to Paris; and, in 17S4, returned to England. 

In 1765, be sought the balsamic air of Italy, to invigtRste bis debifitalad franiB. On 
his return, he gave the world the fruits of his peregrinations, in what he has whimaieally 
denminated, Yotick'a Sentimental Journey through France and Italy. His SeimoDB, 
thoi^ excellent as irell as elegant moral disconrses, partake of the duracteristie oddi^ 
of tins flingnlar gvnins, and were poUished under bis assumed name of Yorict Bat 
while his liteniy reputation daily inoeaaed, his health was DOW rapidly dedinii^ ; and 
bediedinLoDdon,Marchl8,170& He iras buried in the new gntund bekn^ing to the 
parish of St. George, Hanov« square ; and it has been asserted, that his corpse actually 
became a prey to the enrgeons. The fi^wii^ linee were written by his friead, Gaiiick, 
on the want of agr«Te stone to mark the spot of his interment.

The bmam Dr. Johathut Switt, Dmb of St Fatrick't, Dnblb, (tudi high on 
tba lut of aniiHiit Eagluh wriMn. Ilia tima Id which ba Uied mij be mnknd u 
thi btgru; ige of Gmt Britain. Ha WM born b Dnblm, on St. Andnw's daj 1SB7, 
•Bd died than, October 29, 174fi. Tfaon^ he nceiied bia Inith to Irelwid, both pemta 
•raranetiTeearEDglBiid. Hia gnnd&tber, the KeTefud Tbonuu Swift, near of Good- 
rioh, in Harefbnlshire, auried Mrs. Elizabeth DTTdm, aoat cl Drrdco the poet, b; 
^um be had ni aons, the fifth of nrhkh was Swift'i btbar, Jonathan, an tWmej at 
IhUin; who died in Harcb 1S67, leanng hia pagaant walow, a natiTe of Lwevtw, 
nhtsd by inaniBge to Sir WaBam ToBida, witfi ao idbnt dangfatcT, to anbairt on twan^ 
ponnda ■ jear. In tlua diatnaaad atate, her hnahand'a eldeat brother, Godwin Swift, 
Bttornej-genenl in the [)ahtiiate of llppovy, hnnanal; took the mother into hia fimilji 
where ihe waa delirared of thia cdehrated aoo, whom she nanad after hia bther. At 
the age of aii,hia ancle aant him ta Kilkenny achool, where he remainad eight yean, and 
tbeobecmasatadentofTrinityoaUcgeiDobUii. On the deocan of his nnde, in 1BB8, 
be came to England; and waa adfiaed lij hia nuthcr to lint Sr William Temple. That 
gnat and kamed alaliiamaa imnHdialalj lecuved him nnder hia protection, and laid the 
fam^tioti ofhia fbtare Ibitine. 

Swift took hia degree <f naater of uta at Odbrd, ia 1693; and, in 1694, anttrwl 
Into bdy ordos. To detail hia pditical oraiwctimia, hia lilaniy coirHpcmdencaa, hia 
liaTala froi Eogtaid to Iraland, from Inland to England, with the peculiar halata of 
hia life, and )ua domeatic anangemanta, wonld rcqnire a Tolune of eonudraable balk. 

Hia moral and political roniance, tba well-knawn GulliTer'a TiaTela, ia one of tba 
ehmnat productiooa in anj bngnaga. It has, with a common reader, all the taadik. 
ticoi ot a moat delectaUa romance ; and, to the [jienjllg eje of the phikaopber and 
piditidan, it preaents, at the aame time, a moat inoompanMe peUm cf hn m iliated 
natnra. The Tale of the Tab haa a umiW (Aect respecting matteia of nligioa; whet* 
hia PatM', Jack, and Martin, are nothing lesa than Papats, Proteotanta, and Pr«a- 
bjtaciana or Fniitana. Tbereattrf'hia numenna woikaafe,chieAy,a HiatoryofthePoar 
laat Yean of Qwen Anne; Letters; Poama; Sennou; Esaaye; and Political 'nactk 
TochancteiiaewiitmgaaomDhi&noDiiaiiderimagawaldeaciiptiDB, ia impoaaiUa. 
It OMj he sud, bowerer, that hia chief euellence lay in wit, bnnMHir, and satire. Bat 
K ia to ba lameatad that, in hia parsnitB after Natnn, be waa fiad cf dragpng the un- 
happy Ikmale fhaa her anat retired piiadea, and aipOBiBg her in such iiniiiiialj sito»- 
tio&a, aa anat auate disgnst, inatead cf the admintion which she haa enr bean aeois- 
tomed to nceiTe, and which, with all ba iDfinnitiea, aha ia atill entitled to expect. With 
rigaid to his poetry, thon^ it ia nerer anblime, the dictioD ia alwap smooth and re- 
apectalide. The atile of bia proae deaerrn to be particulariy menticHied ; aa eaay, ni^ 
aflected, and correct. The itndeat wbo woold fotm a good stUe, haa been told to " giTe 
Ui dsyi and hia n^ta to Addiaon ;" we would advise him, at least, to span a few

JaHEs Thomson, inie oT tlie diiib diildren of b divine ot'the cburcli (^ Scotland, 
WBB boTD at Ednam, near Kttko, in 9oibui;giishire, Sept. 11, 170IX The radinwntH 
of his edncati™ he receiTed at Jedburgh. A neighbonriiig minister of taste and learn- 
ing diecorered aad encouiaged his early propeont; to poetiy. Sutiseqiietit tt> this be 
ma iniitfld to spend his Tacstians at the seat of sir Wiiliam Beuaet j was fenwrabty 
noticadbjBirGUbert Elliot, nfMinlo; and frequentl; visited at lord Cranston's. From 
school he tient to the nniierai^ of Edinhurgh, Hhere be soon began to acqoire distioo 
tioo. Hewasfirat intoided for the church ; but, reUnqaishing this design, in 1735 be 
embalmed at Leith for London, where he qoicklj found a zealous patron in Mr. Forbv, 
aitemards lonl preudent of the court of session. 

la March 1736, he publialied his 'Winter,' wUcbwaS dedicated to Spencer Comptoo, 
earl of Wilmingiton ; this poem made lum known to Pope. His ' Summer' was pablisbad 
in 17^; his 'Spring' in 1738; end his 'Antoran' inn quarto edidoo of his worits in 
1730. To roose the natioti against the Spaniards, he published his ' Britannia' ; and, 
in 17^1 li^lowin^ theadTice of his friends to torn his thoughts to the drama, bistmgedy 
of Sapitooisha was acted with j^reat a|^use. After making the tonr of Europe witfatba 
hon. Charles Talbot, he produced his sdmirable poem oa ' Liberty.' With the dfath 
(^ his Doble fetluw-tniTellflr he lost his secretaryship of briefs, a place of little doty or 
attendance, and suited to his retired way o[ living : however, not depressed, the aale of 
his works and the libeisUty of bis new patrons amply remunerated him. In 1738, hit 
' Agamemoffli' was acted, and produced him a aHtsideiahle sura. Upon the recoounen- 
datiffl] of his nev friend, lord Lytdeton, Frederick Prince of Wales assigned lum a pen- 
siiHi of IDWL per anaum, and be was alwap received with courtesy. The nusqna of 
' Alfted' was his next dnmatic pedwmancs, and in this he was assisted by Mr. Mallei ; 
it was exhibited with great applause, but his ' Toncred and Sigismnnda' was the noM 
snccessfiil. This appesred b 174S, and in the following year his ■ Castle of Indtdence', 
eateoned by many critics the moat perfect and pleasing of his compoeitkons. Lyttleton 
pracnring the place of snneyor-general of the Leewsrd Islands, this brought him 300L 
per annum, afW paying bis depnty. ' Edward and Eleonom' was the last woHi he lived 
to pobUsh ; his ' Coriolanos' was just com[deted, when a violent fever, occasiond by a 
neglected cold, occaaoned his death on the 27th (^ August VHB. 

As some time prerioas to his decease he occupied a small villa in Kew-lane, his r^ 
mains were deposited in lUchDtoad Church, under a plun stone; bat a decent m<nament 
was erected to his memory in Westnunster Abbey in 1783, out of the profits arising iirom 
a splendid edition of bis works; and in 17Wand 17tll| the earl of Bncbm institnted aa 
anunal celebration of the poet's memoiy onEdnamHiU, and Buns wrote some veises on 
the subject. 

The nunt distinguiBhing qualitieB of his mind are better r^ffesented in his wiitii^ 
than they can bel^ any biographer: however, be was rather robust than gracelidin Us 
person, b^n^ above the middle size, and, as Armstrong observed, " more fut than bard 
beseems." His tenderness, however, comprehended even the bmte creation ; and his 
benevolence was active on all occasims within his ccsnpaas : his friends loved him with 
Budonr, and the pi^dic sincerely hmMried bis dMtb.

Tbe cfdebrity he had acquired by bis poUic w»ls induced Gtt«ge IL to confer apim 
hin the order of knighthood. But, as thepranotioD of tbe aria waa made togiiew^ 
tn politics, both sir Jamn Thornhilt, snd sir Chiistojdwr Wren, lost thdr public ea^ 
ployments. Sir James afterwarda coQtinned to amuse himadf by painting easel [sctnras; 
but, it iaentyised,hianmOTalpr^ednpi«bisaprit8,andhediadinl^2,attheag«af 
66, in the phice where he was bonk 

Sir James ThombiU l(A a son, who possessed a conmderabte sham tf lus (athar'a pnb 
fassioaal abilities ; and a daughter, who was dandeatindy married to the cddnated H(h 
garth. For several months, sir JaiKa remained irrecftDdliable ; bnt'hia Iviy, who u 
Snppoaed to have been bTOuraUe to the match, baving procured sane of Hi^irth's pK- 
tnrMofthe Harlot's Progress, laidtheminber boaband's way, and mi his inquiring c» 
gerly abont them, informed bim that they wtre hia sonJnJaw'a. Thia weO-caatrired 
Btratagoa produced a le co n d l i a tin a ; and, thoMgfa air James afterwards obsoned that 
■ncli an artist could not want any portiaa, lua tnatmnt of the yunng coo^ was iMm- 
lionate and geaeroos bqcnd eipactatira.

This tni^ pions prekta mi horn kt Sownti;, in the parish of Hili&a, Yotkshin, in 
October 1930, Afler f^iidlj itlAiiuiig ■ akil] in tha banwd Innffiog^ he was Bunt to 
Cainbriiii^ id 1647i uid admitted a pentianer of Clan Hall. Hia bther havinic beoBn* 
■n anabaptiM, could wTer astialy the acruplea of the sod to what he deemed an illibenl 
nudacf &ith( and he «tu finaX? )ecnted frora these prejitdiceB l)j reeding the iauixirtal 
woii afCbilliagworth, eotitted The Religioa of Protestants a safe Way to 8alTatia& 
HaTing odi^iled a Dew line <^ study, he entered into intimadea nith ainne of the greatest 
tbealogiana oTtlkat time residing- in Cambridge; and his moat ivtiraale friend itas Dr. 
John Wtlkins, anhaequently luabop of Cheater. Tiliotion left college about 16A7, beii^ 
iDTited by Ednnmd Prideoux, esq. of Ford Abbey, to iostmct bia son : how lona^ be r^ 
muned in that capadtj is DOCartaiD, as is also the tkue of his eDteidng mto holy otiaa ; 
bat the firat senDon <^ his that af^wared in print waa preached at the moTDiog exerdae 
at Crippl^ate. Id 1669, he submitted to the Act of UniliHiiuly, which commenced m 
St. Bartholomew's day. He waatheiDtradacerof aatjIeofpmchiDgthat was eqaallf 
d%iu£ed and simple. He said what waa oeceesaiy to giTe a clear idea of thmga, bnt )m 
■ud no BM)r& His senteDces were abort and dear ; he had do affectation t£ IcaniBg, 
■0 torlnriag ti texts, no Uae thooghts, doc bold ffighls : all was solid, yet HnJ; and 
glare ai wall a* elegant. Hiisermons, however, he never chose to comDUt to meOMny. 
Hia firat appdntment afW the Restoration was the cniacj of CheehuDt, in Hertibnl< 
ahire. Here be is said, by his gmtleneaa aDd elaqDeDC«, to hiTS indneed an Oliirer- 
ian soldier, who preached amoog the anab^itiata of that town in a red coat, with great 
popolarity, to betake himself to aome otha employment. In Daoentber 160S, he was 
elected minister of St Mary, Aldeniuuibary, by the perishioDerB, but declmed the accept- 
ance : thoogh, in 1063, he did accept the rector; of KsltoD, in aoablk. Shortly after, 
baiog called to Lcradon by the society of Lincotn^a Inn, as their preacher, he determijKd 
upon settling b the metropoUs, and resigned hia Suffolk rectory. He next becanM Toes, 
day lectarer at St Lawrence Jewr; ; and soon after puUiahed 'The Rule of Faith', in- 
Bciibed to Dr. StillingfleeL In 1666, he took the di^ree </ D.D. ; ui 1669, be was col- 
latad to the prebend of the second stall b Christ's Church, Canteriiary; aDdinie7fihe 
had a similar preferment in St. Paul's. 

His zeal against popecy during the r«gn of Charles II. natimlly intercepted the 
royal &voar; but his condact whilstdeanc^Canterbuiy, wastheoccaaionafhiB advancfc 
ment to that see, under William and Mary. TIw refhaal of archbishop SancrcA to 
acknowledge their antbority ocouioning bia anspanmon, WiUiam fixed upon 'Hllotson 
as his snocaaaor ; and it ia certain that be accepted this dignity with real reluctance. 
He did not loi^ sDrriie bia adTBncanent. He was aaied with a palsy, and died (ai the 
fifib day of his illneaa, in the Stth year oT his age. Hia grace's theolr^lical paUkationa 
aresdll held id high re[«tE, andtuTe been fraqnently re-printed : the best editiimafbis 
works were published in three Tohusea Kilio, by Dr. Birch, in 17S2. His fnneral an- 
moD was preached by biahop Burnet, from 2 Tim. iv. J. King William's regard fixthe 
arcblwhr^ extended to his widow. His grace's charity had been ao eitensin, and the 
repairs and ioiprovcnients of his palaca so great, that he left oothiiv to his family, but 
Ihri nfirjTi[;ht r'^hitii-rthTim-Tin nrrmnt. Trhirh inli fnr IlilMf gnjarai The ammitiea 
granted to Mis. Tillolsou by the king were till berdodb, in 1704; and fiir mgnbr pay- 
ment of these paiaions the royal doner wai so xdidtoaa, that be otwajl aUed fir Iha 
money quarterly, and sent it to bv bimselC 



VOLTAIRE. 

This Dili venal genius — a poet and aiifiista[uii,Bpliik»aphu'aDd bwi^^wbi ban tt 
Paris, CO the 30th of PebruBij 1694, and lived to the age of 86, notintliBtaiidiiig his life 
hod at his birth been despaired of, utd he passed this protracted period of hunsn exiat- 
vux in the moat constaat studies. In his eorhest compositions he displajed great (ao- 
lity of genius; and tu8 verj promiBing abilities, manifested m childhood, were cheriahed 
b; Ninon de I'Endos, who bequeathed him two thousaud livres for the pnrdmsa of a 

In 1718, his fint tragedy, tint Df(XdipiH, was represented with the moat briUaat iiio- 
ceiiB. His satirical U^ta, however, procnred him a residence b the Bastile ; where he 
alratched his celebrated epic poem, the Henriade. Scarcelj liberated from this literary 
inquiatioo, before he vru again tlueatened with its proaecuticHi, ha ^^ftlM^i^»w*^ big naliTa 
countiy { and, airiving in London, was moat btonrablj received. 

In Bngtond, his singular prosperity conuneiiced { and to En^ishnien he waa aver pa^ 
tiaL His Henriade is dedicated to Queen Caroline ; and he even wrote the dedicatimi is 
our hngnage. During his raudence b this coontiy, he lamiharized his taste to our beat 
aathors, imitated them in bis writings, and introduced them to the notice of the 
Preach nation. P<^ and Sir Isaac Newton were alike indebted to him ; but he had the 
hardiness to attack the writings of onr iounortal Sbakapisre, which it is eiidait he neraT 
tboioughly nnderatood. 

. In 1738, he returned la France; irhere, with the mon^ got in England, he ragged 
largely in a lottery eatabliihed by the comptnJkr^eneral rf the finances, and other ape- 
colaliods, and was eminently soccesslid: nor did he less bnailj engage in hia finuunte 
literarj pursuiFs. His Bnttus, cbaracteiised as the most nervous of all his tragedies, 
of^wared in 1730, which was soon followed l^ Zara, considered as the moat pathetic* 
His Mahomet and Ktmpt, produced a few years after, placed him at the bead of the 
dramatic poets of Piaocs. Introdoced by Madame Pompadour, he became a favourite 
at court ; and be now obtained rewards, he tells as, which had never been granted to his 
vroraa or his Bervice& ^' I waa deemed worthy to be one of the forty useless members tit 
the academy, was q^ioiDtedhistoriographerDfFrance,and created by thelangODeoTthe 
gentlemen in ordinary oFhis chamber." Atleogtli, pestered b; enemies, in 1?^ hea^ 
edited an invitation from the King of Prussia, with a pension of 28,000 livres. The 
quarrel between Voltaire and the great Frederic is better known than the cause. Dis. 
gusted, however, vrith hia splendid sa^tude, and not permitted to retnra to Peris, he 
at ki^th retired to the viUage of Femey, in the nei^bourbood at Geneva ; which then 
cootuned only aboat fifly peasants, but soon became, under bis auspices, the rcmdence of 
1200 penon^ Instead oTdyingpeanesbly in this retirement, like a true philoeopbs', hia 
ssceaaive vanity intrigued for his return to Paris ; where, on the 30th of Ma y 1778. he 
bo a victim to that agitation of mind which a public conmation of him occasioned ' 

Urn character (^Voltaire, who was never married, includes the moat striking coatraat^ 
He was humane, and malevolent; a phihjHC^iher, and an enthusiast; adulolive, and aot^ 
lica] ; avaricious, and liberaL He united the modes^ of a sage, with the vani^ of s 
iBna of the vrorld- He was, at once, an Aristippus and a Diogenes 

As an historian, he is little better than an ngreeaUe romancer; as a [dulosopber, he k 
mora iiqaoDS than profcnnd. It is, alma, as a wit and a ([dandid poet, that he Stands

BISHOP OF LaNDAPP. 

RiCHABS ytAIBOa, the calebnted bishop of Ludaff, wu born at Heverefaus, 
WMtmoreUnd, in AnguM 1737- Hia Either, then siitj-fife years of age, had boen 
hoid-iiiBSUr nf HererehuB )choal ; *bere Hub bia second aoa wbb educated till the ag« 
of serenteea, and Iheu went to Triuilj-coUege, Cambridge. AOer nudjing- two jmie 
■ad a hair, without going out of college for s ging-le daj, be was elected to a scbolaiship, 
Maj 2, 17fi7i > ;«r bebre the usual time. He then liaited hil brother, first curate of 
the new chapel at Kendal ; whence he returned in September, weaned by idle and unpro- 
fitaUe amnsementa, with a determined resulntion to make his alma mUCr the motbec of 
his fortunes. Though only a junior soph, he now commenced private tutor, beginning 
with Mr. Luther, afterwards member tm Easei ; and, Horn that period, lor abore thirty 
years of his hie, was thus, as he says, gnatly engaged in " ustructing otiiers, without 
much improving bimselE" Meanwhile, he obtained a snccesaion of academical honouia: 
and. Not. 19, 17^4, was uDanimously elected professor of chemistry, though he had 
then '^ oerer read a syllaUe oa the subject, nor seen a single elperimenL" He procnredf 
howerer, an operator from Paris ; buned himselT, as it <rere, in his laboratory ; and, in 
fonrlaen months, read his first course of ch eni i c ai lectures to a very numerous audience. 
In I76e, he solicited and obtuoed a grant of lOOt per annum from bis majestj, as a sti- 
pend fcH- thechaniral prvfessocBhip. In 1769, having preacbcd an assize sermon, printed 
by desire of the judge, he dedicated it, as his fir^t publication, to his first pu[ul, Mr. Lu- 
ther. In 177lf be obtained the king's mandate for a doctor's d^ree, and »as unani- 
mously elected R^us Professor of Diiinity ; chief cAce for honour in the uniiersi^. 

December 21, 1773, henurried, at Lancaster, the eldeetdaugbter of Edward Wiboi^ 
eaq. of Dallnm-house, Westmoreland ; and, next daji proceeded to a sinecure living in 
North Wales, obtained through the duke of Gralton, which he immediately exchanged 
for a proband in the church of Ely. In 1776, he pubbsbed his famous Apoh^ for Chris- 
tiaui^, addressed to Gibbon, the historian; and, in Pebniai^r 1761, presented by the 
dniie <^ Rutland to the rectory of Rnaptoff, Leicestershire, dedicated his Cbenucal Es- 
says to that nobleman. In July 1782, under the administration of lord Sbelbnme, he 
was made Inshopof Landaff; with ardent hope of being translated to a better biahopric, 
vbicb spears never tu baye wholly forsaken him till be was translated to a better world* 

His Iriend, Mr. Luther, who died January 13, 1766, most geqerouslj bequeathed him 
an estate in Sussex, which h£ immediately sold for upwards of 20,000^ and, the yfor fot- 
lowii^, by advice irf' his physicians, took leave of nniverBity business, and retired to his 
native air. There, m the snmraer cf 17S9, be laid the fixindation of his house on tb« 
banks at the Wiimndermere : where, be tays, in the singular anecdotes of himself which 
he Ml for posthnmoas pablicstimi, he sp«it mwe than twenty years, " partly in siqiport- 
ii^ the religion and cmstitutioa (J the country by seasonable publications ; but piioct- 
pally, in building ^nv-hoDses, Uasting rocks, «iclo«ng wastes, makll^ bad land good, 
leaning larches, and planting in the hearts of his children principles of piety, of hmevo- 
lence, and of self-government. By such occupatjons, he much recovered bis health, ei^ 
tirely preserved his independence, set en example of a spirited husbandry to ' 



r, on many unponaut occauons, &c. aficird abundant 
prooft of a vigorous and active mind. 

He died, July 4, ISIS, at his seat, called Cslganh-paik,WiiBtmoielaiidi leaving his 
ddotsM an officer of nnk in the amy, and the yoonger a dignitaiy in the church.

Tbis dtatingudied mutor, tbs aoD tJ' tlu (qiiil«it bramr, wu born in 179& At & 
proper ige b* wu sent to Eton, where he ccauoMaixd mn iutimBte uqaainbnce irith 
Mr. W. H. Latabba, iftRnidi M. P. for Durham, ind Hr. doit ori Gre;. Fium 
Eton ha nmoied to Chiutchnrch College, Cfadwd; ami from thenee to St John's, Can- 
bfidge. Aller Tuiting the contiaHit, in 17S8, he married Misa Gnj, the aiiler of hi* 
achoolftlknr, earlGnij. In 1790, hewaa elected lor Bedford, though not withoat q>po- 
id hifl pohtical career in paiiiamrait with an animated apeedi agwnat 
' ' ' w of " oonfidence," assumed on the part of miniBten, who 
D thor wisdom and Entegritj (or that policy that had nenrij 
plunged the countij into a war with ftoBBia, oa account of the seizure of Ockzacow. 
Whm the slavfl trade occn[Had the public attentim, Mr. Whitbread alwajs avowed him- 
self a stead; and lealaaaliiead lo the abolitioa, and nipportad it by a diipla; of eloquence, 
which oaamandad uniTexaal applause. Tn 17115, when so much distreaa had been occasi- 
oned by ■ acarcil;, UMtead of an extensive and complicated plan by the minister, Mr. 
Whitbread proposed a m iai MiaB with respect to the labour of hiisl«ndmen ( thtu to es- 
tablisha more accurate proportion between this and the means of subsistence* But as this 
RNasore was opposed by Mr. Pitt, bis landaUe effinta were unaTailii^. As be was an 
nndiagmsed and anifbnn oppoaer of the French war in 1793, because he tbooght it umi^ 
ceasary and aqiast, so be was the eneay to nery aboM of the rerouM, and an uminm ta- 
Btim of the iiiyal pnragatm; but aftiend to tefona in the hoaae of coanou, thoo^ 

In his pai1iaiaant>i7 attradsince BO man oould be moiB aaudnana, and be was ibr « coDsi- 
danble time the leada of tlie opposition in the honsa of commaaa. He aba held spart- 
naisli^ in the Chiswell4treet brewery till the Ume of his death ; and at length rolnntarily 
nndaitook the herculean labour of amuging the perplexed eoncems of Drur; Lane 
Theatre. His mind was now eridentl; impaired by iatense qiplicatioD; he became 
drowsy, lethargic, and irritalde ; iodicatious that were too soon succeeded by the iatal ca- 
taatmidieofJulyS, 1619, at his bouse in Dorer-ebeet, Piccadilly ; and the verdict of the 
coroner and jury, stating, "that Samuel Whitbread, Eisq. died by his own band." 

But when his noble friend the marquis of Tavistock, on moring for a new writ Ear Bed- 
ford, took occBsian to pnmouDce bis encomium, he was UsteDed to amidst the kod cheer- 
lags <£ both sides of the house of commous* " Accustomed," said he, ^ to AtAaA his 
opiaiooB with warmth and eemestness, the energiea of his owti mind would narer permit 
the least ^ipiosch to tameness or indiflerence. But no particle of snimoaity ever found a 
place in his breast, and be never ortied his enmitia beyond tile thnshold of this house. 
It was his nniicnn practice to dn justice to Ibe motives <^ his poUtical opponents, and I 
am happy to (eel that the same justice it done to his motives by them. Only those who, 
tike myself have had the opportunity of observipg his conduct nearly, can be aware of his 
unabated zeal in promoting tiieha]^nnessi^ all around him. His eloquent Af^ieats to this 
house in bvour of the Dnfbrtonste, will adorn the pages of the Eature hisbtriBii i while 
at tlte present moment they afibrd a sulgect of meUncholy [etrespect to those who have 
formerly dwelt with delist on the benevolence of a heart that always best, and on tlie 
vigour of an intellect which was always en^loyed, for the benefit of his fellow oeatURs.** 

He Irft bdiind him two sons and two dai^ters, by liis moomingp widow, the lady 
Etizibeth, and was interred in the fiunily vault at Southbill, is Bafibrdshire.

Artbus Wolfe, Lord Vaamtt Kilmrdea, whs a natiie oTthe kingdom of In- 
land, (md had aerred the cnnni in the tuna) gredatioa oflavaffi«& Hebeounesididtar 
gwwn] 1/ Iretaod when Viscount CaHeton vas promoted to the Common Plcea, and 
Bttarnej^eiwral OD Lord Clan's accsBsiou to the Staia. The Earl of Ckomel was 
bia Loidship'a pndecMsor in hia last high office, that of chief joatice tf lidand. 
Aa crown pvsecutor, duing a period irliich unfbrtunatelj called verj much for the az- 
erdae t^the dnliea of that office, hema&ir, candid, and gentle; diaposedto gin the 
delinquent ereiy reasmable adnntage, and aliraja less desirauB to exaggerate goiH than 
Id ascertaia innocencet As a judge, no reasonable man ef er attempted to censure him 
on anj groond, except a atrenuona, and what migfat be called an orer^tnined, assertiofl 
of the tibertj of the subject. The sHaatiaa m which he vas placed autfered so diraina- 
tioo of credit or reapectabrlity in his hands : he was really, what his djing BipreamoDa 
haipoke him, an upright, honest, man, who well knew how to appreciate law and justice. 

Lord Kilwarden had, howcTer, grown timoroua na ho adranced in jears ; and, after 
the outnge of I79S, ha tna in perpetual apprdmeion of being seized and assasnuted 
bj rebels: finm that time till faia death, which took pUce on the 9th of July 1803, he 
bad nerer Tentund to poaa a. night Sir beyond the limita of Dahlia. On the first aawi 
of the last disturbance, his fears returned, and the insnrgenta moring directly fbfwvd 
upon Dublin, he knked upon as an argoment of tbeit strength, oonfidrmce, artd nwirr* 
OBS. His sitaatim was peculiar : sa attDmej-general, it had been his doty to point oat 
numbers of the diaabcted to the offended laws (^ their conntiy; and, as a judge, ha 
had ordared, in the oovrse of his doty, many for execation. In an evil hour, oht^ing 
tha inipnise giien to hia mind by these refleetionH, did hia Ixadship determine In repdr 
to DoUin for protection ; and for that purpose, accompanied by his daughter and ne- 
phew, set out in a post-chaiee about the dusk of the evening. They pnssed munoleeted 
thm^ the rooda leedrng to the c^tal ; but when airired in it, having, by an over- 
rnling btahty, passed Ihrough SL jsmea'a and Thomaa streets, thra triumphantly 
occu[ded by the ianugents, he there &U a sacrifice to their wild and nngavemable 

It was darksr than common at tm o'ckick at ni^t in July, when the chaise was stop- 
ped, ahoot twenty yards fnm the entrance c^ Tbomaa-street. Lord Kilwaiden unme- 
dia^ dachowl his name, and in vain prayed for mercy : the three individaals were 
dragged fiom the carriage, the savages axduming, they would saoifice Lord BolwardMi 
•nd his male oooipaiuon ; bat most spare the lady I Sbt vraa then permitted to pass 
thma^ thur eolomn without injury : Lord Kilwarden and hia nephew, being felled to 
the ground, wei« jderced with immmeiabte wounds, and the ruffians even contended 
■noDg themselvea for the distinction c^ stablung with their [uVes th«r proatrata and 
defenmlaaa victims. As aooa as the streets were n little cleared, some humane persiws 
^■pmched the spot : the body of the ne^Jiew was found a few ynrda distant. Ixird 
Kilwarden, not entirely bereft of Ufe, was carried to a watch-house, when 1» Snr- 
viwd only half an hour ; when, in answer to some persons who tnlked (rf' the speedy 
ponishment of his ranrdcnrs, he nised his head fer tha hut time to oictum, •' Mar- 
dermuatba punished; but let no nan suffer fiw my death, hot oaafeir trial, and bj 
thefanrsrf hiseonntiy.*' Theae vrords, attend in the agonies cf a cmel death, Ueading, 
on the hold bed irf'a watdt-boose, ware (nreljsach as woold have graced the lips of 
jnstiee in hai moit dignified simtion.

Tbi> atatdj pnUte ni the Boa of a babJwr, *t Ipnricli, irfnre ba WBt ban id the 
jm 1471< A pracodt; of talmt, obaemd in him bj Ua &th«-, iodDCal him to atai hia 
scmoiriy to the entmmBr scbool, whence, by theoSBiBtaaceoffiiends, he was rsDowd to 
Hudalan CoUe^ OiibnL Here his prngraa was iDchi that taking; the degree of B. A. 
whmODljGfteeD jearaof age, he was comnonl? called " The Bo; Bacbdor." He wis 
BOEt admitted to a iellowship in the same CidlegB, and afterwards made master of Hi^ 
dalan School, when bia intimacy with the sona of the marqais of Dcsaet fint paved the 
way to hka f dtnTe prefntoeat- 

Wobey resided nme lime with the marqnis of Donet at L jminglai ; bnt in come- 
qnraice of baiiag been set in the atocks, by sir Amias Pawlet, a jngtice c^ the peace, Bm 
joidnginsiHiwIliaturbenceBtaGur, he left that place, ukd became diqJain to C^. Deane, 
BTchtaabop of Canterbory. Being alUrwaKls ^tpointed one of the reyal chaptaioa at ths 
court of Henry VII. he paid his deioirs no succeailiilly to Foi, luabi^ of Winchester, 
and sir Thomas Love], that the king employed him upon a aegociatioa with the Emperor 
Maximiliaii, which gave him mpk ofiportDnity of duplaying his political atnlitiea ; and 
bis promptitode in this bvsinees fixing this shrewd mcHurch*s attentku, he waa iramedi- 
atdy rewarded with the deanery of Uucohi, and the prebends of Wahoo, Brinliold, and 
Btow. InlSOS, Henry bang succeeded by his son Henry VUI. thelusbopaf Wincbia- 
ter, WoUey's Gnn Mend, introdnced lum to hi* new master, merely to rancne lbs earl of 
Snrrej's ascendancy. Wolaey waa uumediately anployed, and ahnoat at onoe becaine the 
&Toaritei tlie pHme minister, and pander to the king's unlawfn] ploaaorea. 

The caidinal ma aim avuicdons, andwaa permittad to onila with the see of Yoik the 
bUta^ricBof Dmhun aadWinehestar, and tba rich Abbey of St. AUanat a^tlmFope 
obserring that, in Gut, he gonmed the mrtioa, with the Tiew of engaging his interest in 
faTour of tba Vatican, 1910, ocmpletad his exaHation I7 dealing lum caidunl of St. Cecila 
beyond the Tiber. On the death of Pbpe Leo, he eren aapnred to the Fwg^ domiBioD, 
and again when Adrian VI. died : bnt &iled in both attcBvpts* 

In the a^r of the king's dirHte from Csthuine, baring refined to wade any fivther, 
he tell noder the king's diapleasure. In October 1939, he, for the last time, proceeded in 
his asnal stale to cqien the court of chancery. Hie dakes of Norfolk and Suffolk came 
to his house at Westminster, and in the king's name demanded the great seal, ordering 
him at the saoM time to retire to his house at Esber. Here, notwithstanding hia ei- 
pectatiaDS of the rstam of the royal fiivonr, he continued three weeks without ntber 
beds, taUe cloths, or dishes to eat out oC The king, however, after restoring soaie of 
iae property, <HileTed him to retire to the nrath. At length, the arrest ef his person 
being determined upon, the earl of Northumberland was sent <br this purpose from Lon- 
don to Cawood, and sir William Klngaton arriTed to convey the cardinal to the' Tower, 
when he was sfarcely able to walk across bis ohamber. By slow stages reaching La- 
oester abbey, when the whole couteat came into court to meet bim, he only said, " Fa- 
ther ablxrt:, 1 c«ne to lay my bones among yon." A &w days after he expired, soiae 
■appose "by poison, deeply regretting in his last iBaments that be had not aerred God 
with the same Gdeli^ be had serred the king. 

Striking remains of his msgniGcent taste in architecture are atiQ eitant at Ipswich, 
and especially in his palace at Hanptoa Court ; even the water for thia was condncted 
by leaden pipea across the bed irf' the Thames, from a fine spring in Surrey. 



SIR CHRISTOPHER WREN. 

This iOustritKU architect was bom at But EoojIb, in Wiltihira, in the jmt 
ISiH, when his &&tt waa rector; the latter put of hia educatioo be tacBned under 
the alabrated Dr. Boaby, at Weetminater schocd, whanx he <ras eeat to OxGod, wbare 
UaprOgnBa in malhaiiatical leaiuliig was deemed Mtoauhing. In 16fi7> be rnd lee> 
tnm OB aatroDmny at Greeham college in London, and in 1618 not only solred thepro- 
bleip-iropoaed bj the great Pncal to all the En^iah mathemntidaiu, but proposed ano- 
tbct L the Fnnch malhematidana, to which they nerer retorned anj scdntk^ In 
Vtbnuij 1661, tie wu cboeen Sariliao profceioc of aatroDomj at Oifiini, in the room of 
Dr. Salh Waid; andin thaSeptembarof tliat7e«r, crfatBdLL.D. Aniong his other 
enuktrnt accomplishmenta. Dr. Wren bad acqnirod mch coimdetalde akill in ardiitMtiire, 
taat be waa reqneeted, b; order of Charies 11. to aanst sir John Denham, mnvijor- 
, genenlcf hie Majeety'a woiks. In 1663, he waa one of the £nt fellows of the royal 
■Ddety, aflir the giant of their charter. At this praiod he had bean aolieited to prepare 
dcdgna for tlte general rBHmlkn of old St. Panl'acithednL In l(l6f be went to E^nnce, 
and aur reyed eiery atnctnTe with the eye of a critic. After the Gn af London, wlud 
began on Septemher 2, 1666, he drew a plan for an entiielj new d^, » oontiired that 
the chief Btieeta ware to ooaa each other in right linM, with ■mailer atraeta between 
them. The poblie boildinga and marketa wera ao dlipoied as not to inteitere with the 
■tieeta; and fo«r jaaizaa were placed at proper Anmcea, at which the atnets iboold 
meet. The parochial churches were TiuUeat the endof eTcry ntaofbooaee, aadfim 
their distrilntioa appeerei neUber too thick nor too thin in project, hum St. Paol'a, 
the eoitre of the whole, atieets ware to have direrged m evei^ dinctian. The poUic 
halla for the companies were to be apon a qnay being the Thain«, irtiere amne of the 
prindpol merchants, as at Yarmoath, wete to have their bouses; hot all tbia niagniG< 
cence of taste waa aiuik In the little diqmtea abont printe propsty I Sir Jobn Denham 
dyug in 1666, Dr. Wren aocceeded luu, and in the eaaie year Galahad the Tbcatn at 
Odord. In 1674, ha received the hmKHT of Va^HwodfroBCbailea II. Mdacne time 
after manied the dughter of mr Tbooiaa Co^UDI, of Blachiagton, in Oxfcrdaluie, b; 
whom he had MH aoD. By lua aeoood wife, Jmw, daaghter cf kad ritnrilliau, h Ire- 
land, he hid two others, a sea md a dangfater. Id M74,hebagaBtbeiieweaaedrBlcf 
St I^al'a, aid in 1667, completed the HiHuaneat. In I'M, bewas (deetedpn^dcotd' 
the royal aode^, and in the fUlowiiig ynn be put the Gmahmg hand t»tlia dmrch of 
StS(e|dien's,WBlbrodc InlBHJ, BirChrigttyherwaacbcsenrepreae nffiw fiirHjmp. 
too, in Deronsbire ; in 1 690, he b^an to boild the new qartmeota at Hampton court, 
which wen fimsbed in I6H. In 1699, be finiahed Chelsea ooUife, and bung the archv 
tect of Greenwich boa^tal, renounced all sdary and molmaeat on the occaftei. In 
1708 be was appointed one of the comnuaaioaan for building the new chnnJies in and 
aboat London, many of which he finiabed, and in 1710 be completed the nugniBcrat 
cathednd of St. Paol'a. AAcr a serrice of fifty years, Mr Christopher, in the OOfk jear 
et his age, was, in 1718, removed from the office of anrveyor, and died at bia bonn at 
Homptm ooort, on the 26tb of Pebniarf 1723, in the niDetj-Gratjcsrofhiaage. Hia 
fhneralwas attended by many pereona of honour and distinction to Sl Panl'e, where his 
oorpoe waa depoeited under a Gat atraie, luled in between two {uIIbts, aad bearing a 
■bnt Engliali inamptiiHi, the pith ofwldch canaiatsoftlieGJlowing words — 
" BeadsT, if thoa saekeet hia mimaneat, kxA lanul.'' 
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
